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UNEASY ABOUT TARIFF 


Demand for Reduction Alarms the 
Protectionists. 


Senator Aldrich Said to Have Urged 
the President Not to Press 
Reciprocity Treaties.

WASHINGTON, June 15.—With the meet- 
ing of the Fifty-seventh Congress still six 
Months away, and in‘the absence of any 
apparent occasion for an earlier session, it 
is manifest that all the scoffing and jeering 
at the tariff reform Republicans like Rep- 
resentative Babcock of Wisconsin 
proceed froin lightness of heart or upon the 
assumption, which some high protectionists 
seek to give, that ‘‘ there is nothing in it.’”’ 
A.very prominent officer of the Govern- 
ment has referred to the prospect as one 
filling him with gravest concern, the 
region of the West in which he is at home 
fis much impressed with the wisdom of so 
revising the tariff that it shall not mani- 
festly be beneficial to certain classes at 
the expense of the whole country. This 
man said it seemed to be inevitable that a 
refusal ‘to listen to the Republican demand 
for moderation of protection would offer 
the Democrats a chance to renew their old 
tariff triumphs, and deprive the Repub- 
licans of the control of Congress many 
years sooner than they hadrecently thought 
of giving it up. 

The visit of Senator Aldrich to Washing- 
ton just now is declared to have been upon 
business in which the protected interests 
are vitally concerned. He is understood 
to have urged President McKinley not to 
renew to Congress his recommendation for 
the negotiation of reciprocity treaties, and 
particularly not to press for ratificatign the 
French treaty that the Senate neglected to 
approve. and which has been kept ready 
for ratification by an extension of time. It 
fis asserted that under Mr. Aldrich’s direc- 


tion a propaganda is to be begun and main- 
tained for @ continuance of all the tariff 
duties of the Dingley law without any 
modification whatever. As Mr. Aldrich is 
the reputed author of the schedules against 
which so Much criticism has been directed, 
and has always been opposed to reciprocity 
as proposed by Commissioner Kasson, it is 
assumed that he will move in the matter 
with sympathy and with that skill for 
which he is known among his associates. 

Senator Allison, who is here on personal 
business, and who says he is for Gov. Shaw 
for President in 1904, being too old to be 
thought of himself, will not venture a pre- 
diction as to what will be done about 
tariff legislation in the Congress. 

“The House.”’ he said, ‘must take the 
fnitiative in such matters, and if the House 
does not act, the Senate will not be called 
wpon to even consider the question. It is 
not worth while now to discuss what the 
Senate will do when we may not have the 

atter before us. I can understand.” he 
added, ‘‘that popular. sentiment will in- 
dorse the proposition that American mah- 
ufacturers should not sell at lower prices 
abroad the products which they sell to the 
American people at a higher price. But 
thig- question is not a new one. Some years 
nei upon the motion/of Senator Vest, we 
had an investigation of this assertion. He 
quoted the prices at which agricultural im- 
plenients were sold in Buenos Ayres _ to 
prove that the people of the Argentine Re- 

ublic. were getting those implements at a 

wer rate than the American farmers paid. 

We found that it was true that the whole- 
gale dealer in Buenos Ayres did pay less 
for plows and harvesters than was charged 
n this country, but we also found that he 

ad tc bear the cost of distribution, so that 

v. the time the machines passed through 
two or three hands and freight was naid, 
the individual consumer paid as much as 
the American farmer. The manufacturers 
did nothing but ship the goods to Buenos 
Ayres, so that the expense was very light. 

“Tf this tariff matter comes before the 
Senate.”” concluded the Senator. ‘ we will 
have to go over the matter very carefully 
and see whether Mr. Babcock’s plan will 
correct the evil which he seeks to remedy. 
I do not think it is a question to be settled 
off hand, but I also do not think that the 
tariff has as much to do with the trusts 
as Mr Babcuck supposes.” 

Mr. Aldrich is said to be especially 
anxious to head off any arrangement with 
Cuba by which undue reciprocal advan- 
tages shall be accorded to the people of 
that island. This is said to be a matter of 
very great anxiety among the tobacco 
growers of Connecticut and the producers 
of tropical fruits that are also raised in 
the United States. 

The strongest opposition to the French 
reciprocity treaty is found among the knit 

oods makers, who insist that they will not 

et the treatv go through with its cohces- 
sion of a 20 per cent. reduction ini the 
tariff on fine goods with which they hope 
ts supply the country to the exclusion of 
1] competitors.

VICTIM OF AN ACID THROWER. 


Mrs. Julia Kollie Severely Injured by 
Undiscovered Person—Two Pre- 
vious Attempts. 

The tenants of the seven-story St. Nich- 
olas apartment house, at 67 St. Nicholas 
Avenue, near One Hundred and Thirteenth 
Street, are in a of excitement over 
the acts of an acid thrower in the build- 
ing, whose special aim seems to be to 
work injury to Mrs. Julia Kollie and her 
eighteen-year-old daughter, who occupy 
an apartmenéon the fifth floor. Last even- 
ing this person succeeded after a number

of attempts in severely injuring the young 
woman. 

Mrs. Kollie was leaning out the front 
window at the time. The acid was thrown 
fron’ above and struck her on the back of 
the head, running over her face and neck. 
She screamed with the painf and fell un- 
conscious just within the window. A physi- 
cian summoned and he was working 
over her at a late hour. 

The police had been notified of prior at- 
tempts, and had imposed secrecy upon 
every one in the building, and Mrs. Kollie, 
beyond admitting the facts as stated, re- 
fused to say anything more about the mat- 
ter until the mystery shall have been 
cleared away. ; 

The apartment is a new building of ap- 
proved design, and equipped with an _ ele- 
vator and the other features of a_fash- 
ionable apartment structure. The Kollies 
have lived there since last September, and 
this is the third similar attempt to be made 
to burn. either the mother or daughter 
within the last few weeks. Carbolic acid 
has been used in every attempt. The first 
time it was thrown down the dumb waiter 
shaft, and is said to have burned Mrs. 
Kollie. The second time was three or four 
weeks ago, when Miss Kollie was going 
down in the elevator, the only other occu- 
pant of the car being Eddie, the boy in 
charge. 

The acid then was thrown into the shaft 
from above, and burned the “top of her 
head slightly, and some of it splashed upon 
the boy, burning him somewhat. The mat- 
ter was reported at the West One Hundred 
and Twenty-fifth Street Police Station, and 
Detectives Lockwood and Heartt were as- 
signed to investigate, but the third outrage 
shows that they made no progress. The 
,apartment directly over the Kollie’s is va- 
cant, and it may be that the person who 
threw the stuff was lurking there. 


THE BALANCE OF TRADE. 


Report of Eleven Months Best in His-; 
tory of United Strtes.

WASHINGTON, June 15.—The May re- 
port by the ureau of Statistics of the ex- 
ports ana imports for the eleven months of 
the fiscal year sustais tnhe expectatiops 
formed at the clese of the tenth month 


that this will be the banner year for trade 
in the history of the United States. 

The exports and imports for eleven 
months amounted to about $2,100,000,000, 
or only about $104,000,000 less than the 
whole trade for the last fiscal year. Un- 
less there is a very marked falling off in 
bcth exports and imports during the pres- 
ent month, of which there has been no in- 
dication during the first half of it, the total 
of exports for the year will reach to about 
$1.500,000,000, and the imports will be Close 
to$835,000,000, makig tnhe whole commerce 
for the year $2,335.000,000, and a balance of 
trade in favor of the United States of $665,- 
000,000. 

The increase of trade in the year will 
reach something above $90,000,000. The ex- 
ports will be something like $200,000,000 in 
excess of those of last year and the i 
ports will be about $15,000,000 less. 
excess of exports over imports will 
$50,000,000 greater than n 1898, the banner 
year hitherto. 

3oth imperts and exports were greater 
in May than in April, the exports amount- 
ing to $124,589,029, and the imports reach- 
ing to $78,739,859, the latter figures being 
an advance of about $2,000,000 over those of 
the preceding month. The excess of ex- 
ports for the twelve months ending in May 
were $677,800,541, and for the eleven months 
ending with May they reached $630,149,051. 


NEW INDUSTRIAL TOWN.

Indiana “Harber Name of 
Frick Steel Centre.

CHICAGO, June 15.—Indiana Harbor is to 
be the name of a new industrial town on 
; the shore of Lake Michigan just north of 
East Chicago. It is to be built and de- 
veloped as rapidly as the wealthy men 
back of it can press the work. The Lake 
Michigan Land Company, the Calumet Ca- 
nal and Improvement Company, and H. C. 
Frick, formerly of the Carnegie steel] in- 
dustries, are the principal investors. Their 
plans have been held in abeyance for sev- 
eral years in an effort they made to get 
the State of Indiana to build a canal to 
connect the Calumet River with the lake. 

Mr. Frick bought 300 acres of land front- 
ing on the lake three years ago. At that 
time he was having his disagreement with 
Mr. Carnegie, which led to his retirement 
from the company... The Inland Steel Com- 
pany has fifty acres on the line of the pro- 
posed canal, and promises to build there a 
steel plant to cost $1,500,000, of whicn 
amount $1,000,000 is to be spent this year. 

The Lake Shore Road has agreed to build 
s, passenger station at the harbor to cost 

5.000. 

The Lake Michigan company has 1,300 
acres and the Calumet company 5,000 acres 
of land. Roads are being laid out on them, 
drainage systems are being put in, and 
water works and electric light plants. come 
next. Four hundred houses for working- 
men are included in the plans. All of the 
Eastern trunk lines pass through this ter- 
ritory, the Belt Line is convenient. and. in 
addition to excellent freight facilities, it is 
promised there will be a passenger service 
of only forty-three minutes from down- 
town Chicago to the new town.

One of the members of the board was op- 
posed to having Admiral Sampson's likeness 
on the medal and another officer held the 
opinion that the likeness of no living naval 
officer shoukd be so displayed. It is said 
that it was this difference on the part of 
the members of the board that induced the 
Secretary of the Navy to return the report 
to the board for reconsideraion. He was 
influenced in his action, it is said, by the 
Président’s desire to have a unanimous rec- 
ommendation from the board.

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SHOT WHILE WALKING 
WITH HER ESCORT 


Mary Bolte Dies of Wounds In- 
fisted by William ~-'nhofer. 


Man Turned the Weapon on Himself, 
It Is Said that He Will 
Also Die.

woman, Mary Bolte, 
twenty-one years old, of 692 East One Hun- 
dred and Seventy-sixth Street, in One 

Hundred and Seventy-sixth Street, be- 
tween Washington and Railroad Avenues, 
shortly before midnight last night, a man 
named Meinhofer sent two bullets into nis 
own head, and is now in Fordham Hospital 
dying. The woman died at 2 o'clock this 
morning. 

The Bolte woman, accompanied by her 
sweetheaft, William Stricker, twenty-one 
years old, of 2,028 Arthur Avenue, had been 
out for a walk. They were on their way 
to the woman's home, and were going 
through One Hundred and Seventy-sixt': 
Street. ' When near Railroad Avenue a 
man was seen standing behind a large tree. 
The woman jumped to one side, as if badly 
frightened. 

The man jumped-out and grabbed the 
girl! and was attacked by Stricker. They 
grappled and both fell. The girl started to 
run when Meinhofer got up and fired at 
her. She fell, and, running up to her, he 
fired two more shots as she lay prostrate 
on the ground. 

Meinhofer then fired two bullets into his 
own head and fell. 

Capt. Price of the Tremont police hap- 
pened to be at One Hundred and Seventy- 
seventh Street and Railroad Avenue when 
he heard the shots fired. He ran in the 
direction from which they came, and at 
One Hundred and Seventy-sixth Street and 
Railroad Avenue, in front of the Suburban 
Club, he found the woman lying on the 
sidewalk. Her escort was standing near 
by, having just reached the place where 
the woman lay. She was picked up. 

A short distance back the man Meinhofer 
was found. He was lying in the middle of 
the roadway. Blood was flowing from two 
bullet holes in his head. An ambulance was 
summoned from Fordham Hospital, the 
woman and*Meinhofer were taken to that 
institution. 

Stricker was taken to the Tremont Police 
Station, where he told Capt. Price that 
neither he nor the woman knew Meinhofer. 

Dr.. Post of Washington Avenue and One 
Hundred and ‘Eighty-first Street, who at- 
tended Meinhofer before the arrival of the 
ambulance, said he would probably die. 
When Meinhofer and the woman were 
taken to the hospital and examined it was 
found that he had been shot in the head. 
On Meinhofer’s person was found the fol- 
lowing letter: 


I sit here and calmly smoke my piper After 
great deliberation I propose to kill her. She 
deceived me. My personal effects are at 129 
Fighth Avenue. My home is at 645 Greenwich 
Street. I killed her for revenge, She wrecked 
my life. I have nothing more to live for. 

WILLIAM MEINHOFER, 
it was later learned, was a 
butcher. It was said that before being 
taken to the hospital he said that the 
woman was his wife. 

The woman, it is said, came here from 
Los Angeles, Cal., and was a_ cashier 
in Slayton’s dry goods store, at Washing- 
ton Avenue and One Hundred and Seventy- 
seventh Street. Stricker, it was said, was 
also employed there as a driver. The girl 
uae had Meinhofer arrested fer annoying 

er. 

Capt. Price said early this morning that 
Friday night the woman in the company of 
another woman called at the station house 
and asked for a permit to hold a birthday 
party in Suburban Hall, Sunday evening, 
June 23. 

‘I told her,” the Captain said, 
permit was not necessary. That I would 
send an officer ~to the hall to see that 
everything was conducted quietly, and 
that I hoped that the next time she wanted 
a permit it would be for her to get married. 
The girl left the station house laughing, 
saying, ‘I hope so.’”’ 


BISHOP WAS HISSED IN COURT. 


it Appeared that He Had Tried to In- 
timidate Witnesses.

LINCOLN, Neb., June 15.—Bishop Thomas 
Bonacum was hissed and jeered by parish- 
ioners of the Seward, Neb., Catholic Church 
during a trial in District Courty. He was 
also taken to task by the Judge, who 
threatened to fine him for céntempt. The 
Rishop apologized and the Court condoned 
his offense. The Bishop has been prose- 
cuting his case to oust Father William 
Murphy from the possession of the church 
and parish house. 

During the trial testimony was introduced 
to show that Bishop Bonacum had sent the 
Rev. Father Hay@s to Messrs. Geesen and 
MeNally, Trustees of the Seward and 
Ulysses Churches, to inform them that if 
they testified in favor of: Father Murphy 
in this case excommunication awaited them. 
The Rev. Father Hayes was placed on the 
stand and admitted this fact. 

Bishop Bonacum, in a statement to the 
Court, under oath, endeavored to exonerate 
himself, but Judge Sornborger informed 
him that his act in trying to intimidate 
witnesses was a’contempt of court, and 
that but for his apdlogy he would have 
been fined. The Bishop stated that the 
laws of the Church were paramount to the 
laws of the State. The Judge said, never- 
theless, that the laws of the State would 
be entorced. e 

At another time the a undertook 
to admonish a number of Catholic women 
in the audience, that Father Murphy was 
trying to establish a schismatic Church 
and lead them astray, and that he, the 
Bishop, was going to establish a true Cath- 
olic Church.

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FIRE DESTROYS BIG FACTORY. 


Runkel Brothers’ Chocolate Manufac- 
tory Entirely Burned—Tenement 


Dwelltrs Thrown Into a Panic. 

Runkel Brothers’ great chocolate factory 
and six-story brick building at 447 West 
Thirtieth Street, between Ninth and Tenth 
Avenues, was entirely destroyed this morn- 
ing by a fire which started at about 1:30 
o'clock. 

The blaze started in one of the lower 
floors, and spread rapidly. Chief Croker 
soon reached the fire and took personal 
command. Three alarms were sent in. 

The fire was so fierce that the firemen 
were driven back from the burning build- 
ing in both directions, and soon after 2 
o'clock, seeing that it was doomed to utter 
destruction, confined their attention to 
saving adjoining property. 

Flanking the Runkel factory on either 
side were long rows of tenements. The ten- 
ants, roused by the roaring of the flames, 
fled to the streets. 

Many paused not even to snatch a single 
article of outdoor wear, and,ran up and 
down the streets in panic, confused by the 
glow of the flames, which made the scene 
as bright as noonday. Many on leaving 
their doors had their hair and eyebrows 
singed as they gushed across the sidewalks. 


There was afwatchman in the building, 
but it was said in the neighborhood that 
he had escaped before the flames gained 
great headway. No estimate of the loss 
could be obtained. 

The firm of Runkel Brothers is one of the 
best known in the trade. It is composed 
of Louis Runkel, Herman Runkel, and Ad- 
hemar Fieux. 

Firemen and Police together at 2:20 A. 
M. were assisting frightened tenants to the 
streets in adjoining houses, for it seemed 
as though. the flames must surely spread 
to some of the flimsier structures nearby. 


PHILADELPHIA FRANCHISES. 


Probable Litigation Over the Disputed 
Possession of Broad and 
Other Streets.

PHILADELPHIA, June 15.—Long and te- 
dious Hitigation is likely te follow the 
granting of thirteen rapid transit fran- 
chises to a syndicate composed of Quay 
machine politicians. A general movement 
hostile to the new organization is contem- 
plated, though no concerted action has yet 
been agreed upon. It4s believed that John 
Wantiamaker, whose bid of $2,500,000 for the 
franchises was ignored by the Mayor; the 
Union Traction Company, whose interests 


are immediately threatened, and A. L. 
Jchnson, who believes that he will be up- 
held by the courts as having a right to 
a franchise in Philadelphia, will be in the 
movement. 

The announcement that the new company 
will begin work by laying tracks on Broad 
Street, the principal boulevard of the city, 
has called forth a statement from the 
Union Traction Company to the effect that 
no tracks will be placed on Broad Street 
until the court of last appe&él has passed on 
the rights of the Thirteenth and Fifteenth 
Street apne Railway Company, which 
once had tracks on Broad Street. 

An appeal, it is said, will be made to the 
United States Supreme Court by Attorney 
John G. Johnson, on behalf of the Union 
Traction Company, for an*injunction re- 
Straining any One or all of the newly vest- 
ed companies from laying rails on Broad 
Street. The civil rights clause of the Fed- 
eral Constitution will be the basis of Mr. 
Johnson’s appeal. The Union Traction 
Company, through the Thirteenth and: Fif- 
teenth Streets Passenger Railway Com- 
pany. one of its leased lines, lays claim to 
a contract with the -Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania that forbids the occupation 
of Broad Street by any railroad, in view 
of the removal of the tracks years ago of 
the former company. 

Broadly stated, it will be the centention 
of the Union Traction Company that the 
contract referred to cannot be annulled 
by subsequent legislation. This case could 
go to the oe Court of the United 

tates. The Supreme Court of Pennsyl- 
vania would be the court of last resort in 
that event of litigation affecting the other 
roads. 

John Wanamaker has not given out any 
statement since making his offer of $2,500,- 
000 for the franchises granted to the new 
syndicate.

CANADA’S TAX ON SHIPS. 


The Right to Assess Those of Foreign, 
Build Contested by a Rail- 
way Company. 

Special to The New York Times. 


OTTAWA, Ont., June 15.—Canada’s right 
to tax foreign-built ships is contested by 
the Algoma Central Railway Company. 
The company, after purchasing the Ameri- 
can built steamer Minnie M., applied to the 
British Consul in Chicago, who issued a 
conditional British register, good for six 


months, within which the vessel would 
have to apply at a British port for a per- 
manent register. When application was 
made accordingly at Sault Ste. Marie, Ont., 
the Canadian collector exacted $3,500 duty 
on the vessel. 

The application was for a British registry 
in a British port, and the railway company 
contends not only that it could not be re- 
fused, but that its issue jin a British port 
could not legally be madé conditional upon 
the payment of a duty or tax. The>con- 
tention of the Canadian customs is that the 
Government has the constitutional right to 
tax any foreign article coming into the 
country for use.

CHICAGO, June 15.—Michael Davitt, 
founder of the Land League and cham- 
pion of Irish liberty for more than thirty 
years, is coming to Chicago to inaugurate 
a new Irish national movement. The im- 
portance of his mission in the United States 
is reflécted in the preparations for his 
reception in this city on Aug. 15, which 
are already under way. It is expected by 
Jocal Irishmen that he will start a propa- 
ganda that will surpass in its fervor the 
agitation in behalf.of Ireland which swept 
the country a quarter of a century ago. 

The United trish Societies of Chicago, 
which meet in annual convention, here on 
June 23, will have charge of the teception 
of Mr. Davitt, and have assumed the task 
of arranging a demonstration in his honor 
at Sunnyside Park. In anticipation of his 
coring, a call has been issued by the Pres- 
ident of the societies, John F. Finerty, in- 
viting the co-operation of every Mlinois 
sympathizer with the Irish cause. 

Representative Irishmen from all parts of 
the United States have promised to be 
present to aid in the advancement of the 
movement. 

The convention of the United Irish So- 
cieties will have for its chief purpose the 
task of preparing the way for the move- 
meént which Mr. Davitt is to inaugurate.

UP FOR THE NIGHT 


A Failure to Agree After Many 
Hours of Deliberation. 


NO VERDICT NOW EXPECTED 


How the Man Accused of Murder Bears 
the Sdspense—His Wife Gives 
Way to Tears. 


Unable to agree upon a verdict, the 
twelve men who hold the fate of-Dr. Sam- 
uel J. Kennedy in their hands were at 11 
o'clock last night locked in Judge New- 
burger’s courtroom. to argue until 10:30 
o'clock this morning. 

Information as to the opinion of the 
jurors regarding the guilt or innocence of 
the Staten Island dentist, accused of the 
murder of Emeline C. Reynolds, was un- 
attainable. Rumor gave the vote as all 
the way from six to six for acquittal, to 
nine to three for acquittal, and also ten 
to two for acquittal. None of these vague 
reports could be verified. 

The hopes of the.wife of the accused den- 
tist that to-day, a free man, her husband 
would return with her to the home of his 
aged parents in New Dorp, and there cele- 
brate the sixth anniversary of their wed- 
ding, proved vain. In tears, the brave 
woman, to whose efforts Kennedy owes the 
means for and much of the evidence of his 
three defenses of the murder charge, sad- 
ly crossed the bay to where her four-year- 


old son awaited the promised return of his 
leong-absent father. 

That any verdict will be reached at all by 
the jury is not expected either by the Dis- 
trict Attorney’s office or Moore & Cant- 
well, Kennedy’s counsel. Judge Newburg- 
@r, after nearly eleven hours had elapsed. 
asked if there was any probability of an 
agreement. He offered to stay in the Crim- 
inal Courts Building for an hour or two 
more, if there was any chance of a verdict 
being rendered. 

The reply was immediately returned that 
there was not the slightest likelihood of any 
agreement. 

Then the Judge asked if the twelve men 
w:shed any of the exhibits in the case. 
None had been asked for. The brief reply 
was sent back that none of the exhibits 
was wanted. This was taken to indicate 
that the mind of each of the jurors was 
made up, and that his opinion would re- 
main fixed and unalterable, no matter what 
arguments were adduced. 


“THE JURYMEN DETERMINED. 


This determination to stay all night in 
the uncomfortable courtroom rather than 


change their decision was exhibited early- 


in the day. Two of the jurors entered the 
courtroom in the morning carrying heavy 
traveling cases. The jurors were Henry 
_T. 8S. Smith and William McKay Wisswell. 


‘In the bags were combs, brushes, and tow- 
els. The glimpse of the towels gave some 
curious persons the ide& that the jurors 
had for ager ete in their cases. The two 
evidently expected to stay in the jury room 
& while, and were going to be as comfort- 
able as possible. 

Thé intentions of two other jurors were 
certainly indicated by the fact that though 
quite sick, neith@r asked to be excused or 
endeavored to have his fellow jurymen cut 
the déliberations short on his account. 
These two were John M. Thompson, son of 
ex-Gov. Thompson of South Carolina, and 
Benjamin J. Shaffer. Mr. Thompson was 
forced to leaye the jury box cates the 
Bagh charge. He is said to be suffering 

om nervous dyspepsia and dysentery. ~ 

No physician was sent for and it is hard- 
ly thought that the service of one will be 
needed. 

Judge Newburger began his charge to the 
jury at 10:35, immediately after court 
opened. The charge was in general an ex- 
position of the law bearing upon the case. 
The degrées of homicide were minutely ex- 
plained and some persons in the courtroom 
seemed to think that the charge indicated 
that the jury might return a verdict of 
murder in the second degree. 

“The question for you to determine,” 
said the Judge, ‘‘is the fact, Did the «de- 
fendant premeditate and deliberate upon the 
act that he committed and with intent to 
kill? If he deliberated and premeditated 
upon the act but for one instant and fol- 
lowed that up by willfully and intentionally 
striking the deceased, intending to deprive 
her of her life, he is guilty of murder in the 
first degree. 

‘““He claims in this connection that at 
the time he was laboring under the influ- 
ence of drugs; that is, that he himself 
voluntarily used drugs or narcotics to such 
an extent that it impaired and prevented 
the use of his reasoning faculties. It must 
be remembered, however, that voluntary 
drunkenness is no excuse for crime. If 
you find that this defendant committed the 
crime charged, but at the time was under 
the influence of some drug so as to pre- 
vent the use of his reasoning faculties you 
may find him guilty of murder in the sec- 
ond degree.”’ ‘ 

The Judge spoke an hour and a half. At 
1:20 the jury left ‘the box. They went to 
luncheon at the Astor House haif an hour 
later. Extraordinary measures were taken 
to prevent any inkling of how the jury 
stood from leaking out. At the second 
trial of Kennedy it bechme known how 
the first ballot resulted. The jury proceed- 
ed to the Astor House completely sur- 
rounded by court officers. 


DR. KENNEDY'S HOPE. 


Kennedy was jubilant as the jury filed 
out. 

“The charge was absolutely fair,” 
he, ‘“‘I can take no exception to it. 


thoroughly satisfied that I will 
quitted.”’ 

“It was fair, 
her tears. 

The wife, who had borne up so heroically 
during the six long weeks of the third 
trial, was Almost on the verge of collapse.

KENNEDY’S THREE TRIALS. 


The History of the Case—Devotion of 
the Accused Man’s Friends. 


Emeline C. Reynolds, better known as 
Dollie Reynolds, was found dead with her 
head crushed in a room at the Grand Hotel 
Aug. 16, 1898, where she had gone with a 
man answering Dr. Samuel J. Kennedy’s 


description, according to the testimony of 
witnesses. In the dead woman’s corsage 
was found a check for $13,000 signed ‘‘ Dud- 
ley Gideon,’’ and indorsed by Dr. Kennedy. 
The police theory regarding*this was that 
it was in payment of alleged winnings at 
the races. 

The evidence.showed, at the trial of the 
case in the Criminal Branch of the Supreme 
Court, in the Spring of 1899, that the wo- 
man’s skull had been crushed with a piece 
of lead pipe, alleged traces of which ee 
on Dr. Kennedy’s clothing were alleged to 
have been discovered by the police. Dr. 
Kennedy was Rom) and sentence to be 
executed at Sing Sing. 

The Court of Appeals on Nov. 20, 1900, 
handed down a decision granting a new 
trial to Dr. Kennedy, and he was prose- 
cuted before Justice Fursman during the 
latter part of last year for the second time. 
This trial resulted in a disagreement. 

District Attorney Philbin transferred the 
case to General Sessions and assigned = 
sistant District Attorney Osborne, the 
prosecutor of Molineux, to prosecute the 
alleged murderer of Emeline Reynolds. The 
third trial began May 6. 

The funds for the three defenses were 
obtained through the efforts of Mrs. Marion 
S. Kennedy, the prisoner’s wife, and John 
P. Purcell, his friend. One of the most re- 
markable features of the dentist's three 
trials has been the devotion of hYs friends 
and their absolute faith in his innocence.

United States Senator 
Thomas C. Platt will end with the expira- 
tion of his present term as, Senator in 1903.

nation are not difficult to find. The recent 
déath of Mrs. Platt was a grievous blow to 
him. Besides, Senator Platt is advancing 
in years, having been born.in Owego July 
15, 1833. 

The statement of his coming retirement 
is made unequivocally by a friend of Sen- 
ator Platt, and it may also be said that 
Senator Platt would lay down the duties of 
his Senatorship -at the present, time were 
it not for many v21y important considera- 
tions. 


ARMY IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Gen. John C. Bates Says 50,000 Soldiers 
Are Needed There—Discusses the 
Action of Dato Mandi in Free- 
ing His Slaves. 

Special to The New York Times. 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—Gen. John C. 
Bates, recently returned from the Philip- 
pines, where he was in command of the 
Department of Southern Luzon, and who 
has acquired great familiarity with the sit- 
uation’ there, talked with interest to-day of 
the work accomplished and of the task of 
the United States for the future. He thinks 
it would be a “mistake to withdraw the 
troops rapidly from the islands, for when 


he left it was not safe, he said, for an 
American to leave a garrison without an 
escort. Aguinaldo’s hold upon his people 
had been much weakened, before he was 
captured, and the insurgents were looking 
to other leaders for direction. 

“How long. will it be before the troops 
ean be recalled from the Philippine Isl- 
ands?” Gen. Bates was asked. 

‘“Many years,” he replied. ‘I should not 
advise reducing the force below 50,000 at 
present, and then they could be brought 
away as rapidly as it could be demonstrated 
that they would not be needed. There is a 
very strong desire among the Filipinos for 
complete independence, even on the part 
of the more intelligent people, who will ad- 
mit that they are not at present capable of 
self-government. They wish to have the 
hope of independence In the future. That 
is, I. think, the sentiment of a large ma- 
jority of the people; they wish at least that 
much. The people are anxious for schools, 
and all classes want them. They want to 
learn English. Aguinaldo himsel?, I under- 
stand, is studying English. The children 
are anxious to learn English, and their par- 
ents wish them to do so.”” 

When asked in regard to the friars he 
said the questions relating to them make a 
very serious pence. 

“T think the question of their property 
will probably go to the United States Su- 
preme Court before it can be finally de- 
cided. There is friction all the time over 
the property owned by the friars. In sev- 
eral instances I did not allow the agents of 
the large estates to collect rents, because of 
the disturbance it made. In some cases 
what was the Church property is owned by 
companies, and there is a question when 
the agent attempts to collect the rent about 
his right to do so. Of course, my action was 
merely a temporary expedient, and I acted 
arbitrarily, believing such action was neces- 
sary for the peace of the community at that 
time.”’ - 

The attention of Gen. Bates having been 
directed ta the report from Manila that 
Dato Mandi of Zamboanga had ordered his 
slaves set free, he manifested great inter- 
est in the statement. 

*‘T had not expected any such favorable 
action,”’ said General Bates, “‘theugh I 
have the highest respect for Mandi. It 
seems to me that is expecting almost too 
much. People Me, to be paid something 
for these slaves. y agreement with them, 
in order to abolish slavery, was that a 
small amount should be paid for the slaves. 
I wanted to fix an amount, and they asked 
that it be the market value, and I agreed to 
that. My idea was that the slaves might 
ay a small amount, and I supposed the 
Inited States Government. would foot that 
bill finally. Their market value was about 
$20. No census having been taken, it is im- 
yossible to tell how many slaves there are. 

ey can hardly be regarded as slaves, but 
are mere retainers, and very often volun- 
tarily so, because they want the protection 
of a powerful Dato. 

Mandi has been pronounced in his Ameri- 
can sympathies ever since I have known 
him. He asked for an American flag at 
once and put it up, and in many places 
where it would incur antagonism, but he 
eared nothing for that. He said he had 
always been faithful to Spain while Spain 
had control. but when the control changed 
he wanted to be an American citizen. He 
offered to bring his people to fight along- 
side of our soldiers, and said if I was ready 
he would at once go alone and attack the 
insurgents at Zamboango. I told him I was 
not ready to occupy the island then, and 
he said, ‘I will do just what you say.’ He 
did join with our_troopsswhen Zamboango 
was taken. 

“This action of Mandi is very important 
indeed. becanse he is the heir apparent to 
the Sultan. He was nominated by the Sul- 
tan of Mindanao, Rajah Muda, as his heir 
apparent,”

ALCEDO’S SUBURBAN 
IN BRILLIANT TIME 


Ethelbert, the Favorite, Finished 
Far in the Rear, Pulled Un. 


ELEVEN HORSES IN THE RACE 


af Tremendous Crowd at the Coney Isk 
and Jockey Club Opening in Spite 
of the Weather—Many Delays 
in Transporting the Throngs. 


A new turf idol was upraised at the 
Sheepshead Bay race track yesterday when 
Alcedo, victor in the Suburban Handicap, 
eclipsed all former records for the great 
and famous race by clipping a tiny fraction 
of a second from the old-time mark, and in 
the winning overthrew the old idol, the ever 
unfortunate Ethelbert, who started one of 
the hardest favorites that ever went to the 
post for the race in the eighteen years of 
its establishment. > 

The weather was raw and gloomy. There 
was a thin, cold rain for a great part of the 
afternoon, but that had no effect on the 
attendance, an enormous crowd that over- 
flowed club, grand, and field stand gather- 
ing, with intent to honor Ethelbert, but in 
fact to sing the praise of Alcedo before the 
day ended, A splendidly spectacular con- 
test rewarded visitors, and though once 
more Ethelbert the unlucky disappointed 
his admirers, there was recompense in the 
glorious achievement of Alcedo. 

Out in front from end to end, racing with 
“all who carfie on to race with him, the win- 
né¥, after covering a mile of the journey, 
had the race at his mercy, and all his op- 
ponents beaten. Therefrom he simply gale 
loped home, winner of the ten-thousand- 
dollar prize in 2:05 3-5, the fastest. race 
ever run for a Suburban. Ethelbert ihe 
public favorite, Ethelbert hailed as cham- 
pion, Ethelbert, whose owner came all the 
way from Europe, arriving in New York 
on the day of the race, to see his horse 
win, was dismally beaten before a mile had 
been run, and finished unplaced and far 
back in the crowd. To the spectators the 
winner’s feat was all in all. They came to 
cheer Ethelbert. With full heartiness they 
applauded Alcedo. 

From the weather standpoint, yesterday 
was probably the most disagreeable day 
on which a Suburban was ever run. Ale- 
though a fine sunrise led the railbirds at 
the track to believé that the day would 
be a fine one, it was not long before the 
sky became overcast with threatening 
clouds, and by 10 o’cleck a fine sprinkle 
began to dampen the surface of the track, 
as’ well as the spirits of the many thou- 
sands who had been looking forward ta 
this event with renewed interest ever since 
thetr sport was so cruelly interfered with 
by the elements at the running of the 
Brooklyn Handicap. 

As the noon hour approached the rain 
increased, promising a steady downpour 
for the rest of the day. The people, how- 
ever, had made up their minds to see the 
great race, rain or no rain, and so it was 
that at about 12:30 the first arrivals came 
straggling into the rain-soaked grounds 
with their umbrellas raised, even though 
their expectations had been lowered. 

From that time on there was a steady 
stream of umbrellas pushing in through the 
gates and into the stands, where the pro- 
tectors against rain disappeared, displaying 
gay Summer gowns, straw hats, and other 
harbingers of Summer time. The field 
stand was soon filled to overflowing, but 
the grandstand and the clubhouse filled up 
much more slowly, so that when the bugle 
sounded for the horses to go to the post 
for the first race there were many vacant 
chairs and boxes. 

This failure of the crowd to arrive on 
time was not, however, due to the crowd's 
own free will, but was brought about by. 
the failure of the transportation companie# 
to provide proper facilities for handling the 
people. The railroads nad not expected 
half such a crowd on account of the bad 
weather, but they had made their reckon- 
ing without the hosts, which came in steady 
increasing numbers, filling the heart of the 
companies’ officlals with joy and apprehen- 
sion at the same time. 


STREET CARS DELAYED, TOO. 


About 1:30 o’clock a wire broke on the 
Manhattan Beach trolley line, and all the 
cars, as well as,the elevated trains, were 
delayed for haif an hour until the damage 
could be repaired. After the races were 
over, and when the crowds were impatient 
to get home to dinner, there was more de- 
lay, one of the Long Island Railroad trains 
being held for a good twenty minutes not 
three miles from the track by some unex- 
plained accident. 

Its delay in getting to the track, the 
¢erowd tried’to make up by the hurry into 
which it descended on the bookmakers in 
an effort to win some money wherewith 
to win still more on the “‘ dead cinch” of 
the big race. This sure winner was Ethel- 
bert. It was Ethelbert all over the grounds. 
Everybody wanted to see the son of Eothen 
win, especially as it became known that 
Perry Belmont had succeeded in reaching 
port on board the St. Paul in time to ar- 
rive at the track an hour or so before the 
running of the great race. The pre- 
eminence of Ethelbert in the public mind 


was so pronounced that one of the book- 
makers called his book on the Suburban 
‘““Ethelbert ’’ for snort. 

By the time the second race was about to 
be run, the grand stand,had filled up until 
al! the seats and every bit of standing room 
that was at all sheltered from the fine 
drizzle which was steadily pouring down 
were jammed with a gayly dressed crowd 
with hosts of women and a sprinkling of 
men. Most of the latter were in the bet- 
ting ring and out on the wet lawns, where 
a mass of umbrellas surged up and down, 
their bearers disregarding the possibilities 
ef eolds and pneumonia. 

The boxes were well filled, and out in the 
carriage stands were two or three coaches. 
But they were deserted except for the 
grooms, the coachers themselves having 
ought shelter in the clubhouse. Among 
those who occupied boxes were Perry Bel- 
mont, J. H. Bradford, William C. Whitney, 
John Daly, J. H. Alexandre. the Hitch- 
cocks, and many others. In the clubhouse 
stand were many well-known horsemen and 
politicians. among them being James -R. 
Keene, John F. Carroll, Sydney Paget, Dr. 
Cosby and Commissioner Sexton of the 
Board of Health.- John W. Keller. Commis- 
sioner of Charities: Col. James E. Pepper, 
and James B. Haggin. Deputy Chief of Po- 
lice Willlam F. Devery was also on the 
clubhouse stand. where he stood in his fa- 
vorite attitude, dressed in a straw hat and 
an overcoat. 


RAIN STOPS FOR THE BIG RACE. 

The preliminary events served to keep the 
crowd ih good humor in spite of the damp- 
ness that gradually penetrated even the 
most water-proof-coat, for all the winning 
horses were well backed, and these win- 
nings encouraged the consumption of those 


fluids which are most likely to increase the 
circulation of the blood and keep one’s feet 


warm. 
Short fore the bugle sounded for 
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horses came out to parade by the grand 
stand the clouds had lifted a little, mak- 
ing the appearance of 4 things somewhat 
brighter. Umbrellas were closed, coat col- 
lars were turned down, and presently a 
woman in a light Summer dress appeared 
on the lawn in front of the grand stand. 
Her example was soon followed by others, 
and it was not long before the monotony of 
masculine apparel on the lawn was re- 
lieved by the appearance of bright spots of 
red, white, and blue. ‘ : 

To the crowd yesterday, judging from, the 
conversations which were held in tones of 
anticipated pleasure, the larger part 
the sport consisted in the * killing of the 
bookmakers, which was to be done very 
easily through what was considered the 
foregone victory of the horse which had 
disappointed these and other thqusands 
only a year ago. That, however, was a 
matter of the past and therefore forgotten, 
for the memory of the casual racegoer 
who goes only to the big races is short. 

There was no one yesterday who did not 
at least expect to win enough to pay for 
the expenses of the half holiday, including 
a little dinner with a coli bottle in some 
Brosdway restaurant, as a fitting conclu- 
sion to the day, even if there was no pop- 
ular actress on hand with the laudable de- 
sire of making the bookmakers pay for the 
shutting up of a whole theatre. So confi- 
dent was the public that its faith could 
not even be shaken when a strong tip on 
Alcedo was passed avound with the state- 
ment, attributed to Mr. Belmont, that Al- 
cedo was the only horse of which he was 
afraid. 3 

** Alcedo?"’ it was asked. ‘‘ Alcedo? Never 
heard of him.’’ And so they all turned down 
Lame Fortune who was knocking at the 
gate ana threw their good money. away 
which was to win them dinners and dresses 
and diamonds, so that when the race was 
over they were glad to be able to hang on 
to the platform of a Long Island Railroad 
train, thankful if the conductor passed 
them by when collecting the fares. 


NO OVATION FOR THE WINNER. 


How much the public was out of pocket 
through Alcedo's victory was apparent if 
by nothing else by the lack of enthusiasm 
with which the result of the race was re- 
ceived. As long as Ethelbert was still in 
the running the excitement of the people 
was in keeping with the importance of the 


race, but when the picked horse of the day 
began to fall back and with it visions of 
wealth began to fade away the crowd be- 
came very quiet and wondered in almost 
absolute silence whether Toddy or Water- 
cure would get the place, for the colors of 
the winner seemed to convey no meaning to 
their dazed minds 

When the horse finally returned to the 
judges’ stand there was some applause, 
and even some faint attempts at cheering, 
but it came only from the few who had 
listened to the tip on the horse with the 
Spanish name, When Spencer, the rider 
of the winner, took his seat in the cus- 
tomary floral horseshoe the applause was 
more cheerful. 

Ethelbert, the horse of 
hopes, was received in 
when he returned to the stand to 
his jockey to weigh in. As soon ’ 
big race was over the crowd began to thin 
out, and it gradually diminished in size as 
the afternoon wore on. The disappointment 
of a large part of the public was well ex- 
pressed by a young girl who was evidently 
a novice at the track 

“Oh, it wasn’t a bit like a Suburban,” 
she remarked to her companion. 

“But you have never seen one 
said he. ‘‘ How can you tell? ”’ 

Well,” replied the maid, ‘‘I always 
thought that a Suburban had to have music 
and sunshine, and lots of excitement and 
tremendous shouting, and enthusiasm and 
flowers, and all that kind of thing. The 
flowers were there and the green lawns 
and the music, but I didn’t get a bit ex- 
cited. and I don’t see why that old horse 
should have won anyway.” 

ALCEDO WON WITH EASE 

Never in the history of the Suburban 
Handicap was the great event won with 
greater ease. Alcedo, victor in the eight- 
eenth Suburban, was actually pulling up 
through the last quarter of s mile, and at 
the winning post he was only cantering, 
with his beaten rivals flogging hard in the 
vain effort to get nearer to him. 

The result was satisfactory only to the 
gambling element, for the general ‘public 
had bet on every other horse in the race, 
and by the very fact that the heavy betting 
crowd had backed Alcedo and forced the 
price against that horse down to very 
short figures, prevented the holiday throng 
trom having any share in the triumph of 
the “‘ good thing.” 

For the vast majority of the crowd it 
was the old story of ‘‘ Ethelbert the Un- 
lucky.’ For the very shrewd and the gam- 
bling element it was only more of the suc- 
cesses of ‘‘ Alcedo the Uncertain,’’ and the 
race a repetition of the earlier Suburban 
won by Lowlander, though with the dif- 
ference that in the case of Lowlander, turf 
tradition has it that an electric battery 
worn by Jockey “ Patsy ’'’ McDermott had 
much to do with getting the English-bred 
horse home in front of his field. 

The result of the great event was thor- 
oughly in keeping with the day, for the 
gloom that hung over the course and the 
threat of rain that: was in the air from 
early in the afternoon seemed to have in it 
the promise of disappointment. The rain 
that fell, however, was not heavy enough 
to have any effect on the track, which re- 
mained faster than it ever was before 
since racing has been conducted there, the 
drizzle that continued almost constantly 
from the time that the crowd began to 
gather serving only to settle the dust on 
the surface, and give a better and more 
compact footing for the horses. 

The overcast sky and the dampness, 
combined with the tips on horses other 
than the public favorite, served to shake 
confidence in Ethelbert, however, and 
whereas there had been but one name on 
the public's tongue the night before, the 
betting people were none too positive in 
their plans of campaign, and from the 
favorite of the night before, when turfmen 
and casual racegoers alike scouted the idea 
that anything other than an accident could 
beat Ethelbert, there was ceaseless in- 

Wiuiry about the condition of the favorite, 
and his admirers and partisans actually 
seemed to be seeking some excuse for de- 
serting him in favor of some other of the 
horses named to run. 


SEVERAL ENTRIES WITHDRAWN. 


As was anticipated by all who were fa- 
miliar with the training of the horses for 
the race, there were scratches, but these 
were few, and the horses withdrawn were 
of a class whose absence or presence made 
little or no difference in the contest. The 
first of the fifteen originally announced to 
make up the field was August Belmont’s 


Kilogram, who was struck from the list at 
1:15 o'clock, followed at 2 o'clock by 
Alsike, Alfonso, and Prince McClurg, leav- 
ing eleven to run. 

In the betting the night before the race 
Ethelbert had been a 7-to-5 favorite, the 
layers of odds being chary of laying that 
price for any great amount of money, as 
it was agreed on all sides that if Ethelbert 
was to be beaten the defeat must be fig- 
ured more as the result of bad luck or ac- 
cident than through the merit of the horse 
that might beat him. 

In the face of this the betting opened 
with Ethelbert still 7 to 5, Star Bright sec- 
ond choice at 5 to 1, and Alcedo, Kamara, 
Biues, and Watercure about equal third 
choices at 10 to 1 each, while from 20 to 1 
upward was on offer against the others of 
the field. The unexpected plunge on Eth- 
elbert came at once, but it was short-lived. 
The plungers did not take much of a part 
in it, and it was the matter of but a short 
time before the money poured into the rin 
by the general public, in bets of $5, $10, 
$20, and $50, began to grow scarce. 

In the meantimé there was a consistent 
and steady support for Alcedo, the only 
horse other than the favorite that was 
backed to any great extent. Star Bright, 
Watercure, and Blues were backed as a 
matter of course, but not with the confi- 
dence that keeps prices steady, and in con- 
sequence the odds against every horse in 
the race except Alcedo rose to some extent, 
Ethelbert going up in the betting market 
with the others, at post time being quoted 
all around the betting ring at 8 to 5 or 
even a fraction better. 

For all the gloom and the steady drizzle 
the paddock and the lawn were crowded, as 
they rarely have been before, even oh Sub- 
urban days, doubt.as to the real condition 
of the favorite seeming to impel every man 
who had access to the — to go there 
to ascertain for himself just what was the 
cause of the steady increase in the odds 
against him. 


CROWD IN THE PADDOCK. 

A great number of women visitors also 
made the trip to the saddling shed, and the 
inclosure back of the clubhouse was filled 
almost to its capacity throughout the time 
that the Suburban starters were being pre- 
pared for the race. In spite of the mag- 
nificent style in which Ethelbert swept 


through the stretch in his warming-up gal- 
lop, he still was the object of much eager 
eoputiny while being groomed and awaiting 
the call to the post, the crowd that hung 
around him practically ignoring all of the 
others in the contest except Alcedo alone, 
who had about him a group of confident, 
smiling men. 

Alcedo’s trainer, “ Jimmy’’ McCormick, 
was so confident, as were the betting men, 
abeut him, and did not hesitate to advise 
all who asked him to back his horse, say- 
ing in support of his. advice that it was a 
certainty that Alcedo would be in the first 
three ,and that he thought he would win 
surely. 

To a few of his intimates McCormick 
went further, and told that on Thursday, 
on all the other trainers were at the 
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that day, he had worked Alcedo out in a 
final trial for the Suburban, and that the 
horse then had covered a mile and a 
quarter in a shade better than 2:05. All 
that the other horses had. done was public 
property, and the _ trainer’s statement 
caused many who had backed other horses 
to hurry into the ring to back Alcedo, and 
so save their earlier bets. 

All the tips and gossip that flew around 
did not diminish in the least the crowd 
about Ethelbert, however, and when the 
bugle sounded at last calling the champions 
to the starting point for the famous race, 
Ethelbert, still covered from the damp and 
drizzle with a red blanket and with nis 
jockey walking at his side while a stable 
hand earried the saddle that the horse 
must wear, the favorite was followed to 
the gate leading to the track by several 
hundred people. / 

At the gate 
Trainer ‘“ Jack”’ 


‘ 
there was a halt, while 
Joyner himself drew 
taut and buckled the girth and, lifting 
Jockey ‘‘ Winnie” O’Connor to the saddle, 
gave him his last instructions in a whisper. 
As Ethelbert walked onto the course in the 
quiet, indifferent manner that is one of his 
characteristics, the crowd behind him broke 
into a cheer, and then broke away in a rush 
for good positions in the grand stand, from 
which to view the contest. 

RACERS TO THE POST. 

Following Ethelbert on the track came 
the others of the field in the order of their 
numbers on the programme, the top weight 
being at the head of the list and the others 
scaling down in the order of the weig! 
carried, All Gold bringing up the rear, with 
Blues just before him, while in the for- 
ward division Sidney Lucas and Alcedo fol- 
lowed on the heels of Ethelbert. 

The parade past the grand stand excited 
a few partisans to cheers, but the greater 
part of the crowd only scrambled to get 
better places, while Pinkerton policemen 
went the round of the two stands and or- 
dered that all umbrellas be lowered, that 
people in the back seats might have some 
sort of a view of the race. ’ 

The horses weré at the post at 4:10 
o'clock, and quickly ranged in the order of 
the positions drawn for the start, Blues on 
the rail, with Watercure next to him, and 
Sidney Lucas, Bright, Toddy, Alcedo, 
All Gold, Kamara, Beau Gallant, and Pro- 
cession ranging in the order named, Etfhel- 
bert being the eleventh horse from the rail 
and on the extreme outside. 

At the post they hung for the better 
part of a half hour, break after break be- 
ing made, but not until the fifth attempt 
was the starter satisfied. Then it was 
that he found. Alcedo, Sees Lucas, and 
Procession, who were responsible for near- 
ly ail of the delay, in motion and willing 
to go on. 

From the grand stand there seeméd to be 
no appreciable advantage for any of the 
field, and as the red flag swished through 
the air in its downward flight the eleven 
went away as one horse, while the pent up 
excitement of the watching crowd found 
relief in the inevitable shout ‘* They're 
off!’’ the spectators in the next instant 
breaking entirely out of bounds as far 
as police restraint went, and with eyes for 
the panoramic mingling of colors. that 
streaked before them being entirely deaf 
to the orders to ‘“‘keep down off the 
chairs."’ 

Off went the horses at a terrific pace 
from the very first jump, Watercure in 
front for the brief period that it took for 
the field to reach the timing flag. with 
Alcedo second, Ethelbert third, and Star 
Bright fourth, the others well abreast, ex- 
cept Procession and Toddy, who were tenth 
and eleventh, respectively, both having 
begun slowly but being in motion with the 
rest of the runners and being at no real 
disadvantage, though Procession remained 
in the rear division throughout, while Tod- 
dy beganeto move up the moment he settled 
into his stride. 

Passing the stand in the first furlong of 
the race, Watercure, under a_ steadying 
pull, dropped back to a position in the 
middle of the crowd, while Alcedo went on 
with a rush, fighting for his head at the 
beginning, Spencer sitting back on him with 
a pull just sufficient to keep him with his 
opponents, All Gold second and Ethelbert 
third, Star Bright, Blues, and Beau Gallant 
following in the order named, while Water- 
cure, Kamara, and Sidney Lucas were to- 
gether in the next bunch. 


ALL GOLD'S DESPERATE SPURT. 
As they swung around the paddock turn 


All Gold made a desperate effort and suc- 
ceeded in passing Alcedo, All Gold leading 
on the turn, with the others still holding 
their ‘relative positions, Alcedo and Ethel- 
bert then on the leaders’ heels, with the 
next division close up, but so spread over 
the track that the turn was made without 
the least interference or crowding. 

Half way round the bend Alcedo went on 
to the front again and passed All Gold 
without the least trouble, Ethelbert moving 
forward with him, followed by Blues, while 
All Gold dropped back to fourth place, with 
Star Bright the next horse, Toddy there 
having worked his way through the crowd 
to sixth place. 

For the remainder of the turn and until 
they reached the head of the back stretch 
the’ positions were unchangéed, the field 
only stringing out over a little more,ground. 
Straightening cut, Ethelbert then made a 
move for the lead, seemingly with the pur- 
pose (f taking his top weignt out to make 
the running at that point, but as he moved, 
Alcedo went with him, and with Blues 
hanging at their hips, the pair racing neck 
and neck for the next hundred yards, while 
Voddy gradually overhauled Blues, and at 
that point was on even terms with him. 

Star Bright in the meantime dropped 
further and further back, being passed in 
turn by Beau Gallant and Watercure, half 
way through the back stretch. While Al- 
cedo and Ethelbert were still lapped, Tod- 
dy went up to them with a rush, and be- 
ginning at the far turn, showed in the 
lead, Alcedo still racing at the same pace 
that he had carried from the start, while 
Beau Gallant at that point was beaten and 
failing back, Star Bright too far in the 
rear to be dangerous any longer, Blues 
having all he could do to hold his place 
behind the leaders, and Watercure just 
beginning to creep up on the pacemakers 
again. 

For the moment that Toddy drew away in 
front he looked like a winner, so fast did he 
go by the two choices, Ethelbert and Al- 
cedo, but the backers of Toddy had hardly 
begun to shout in anticipation of triumph 
when Alcedo slipped away from Ethelbert 
and went on after the flying Toddy at a 
pace that took him up to the Keene entry 
n the next half dozen strides, and seem- 
ingly without any real effort. 


ETHELBERT IN TROUBLE. 


There Ethelbert plainly was in trouble, 
and for about a sixteenth of a mile O’Con- 
nor was at work on him, riding his hardest, 
but in vain, Ethelbert being unable to re- 
gain an inch of the ground that Alcedo and 
Toddy had stolen on him, 

His effort to make the pace with the top 
weight, and the struggle with Alcedo for 
the leadership in the second quarter, plain- 
ly had told on the favorite, and he was tir- 
ing, but it was a great surprise to his back- 
ers and admirers when the famous horse 
aes back even further in the crowd 
on the last turn, and there was blank dis- 
may when, before he was well in the 
stretch, O’Connor pulled up Ethelbert, and 
for the remainder of the distance feil 
further and further back. 

Alcedo then was simply romping along in 
front, with Toddy beaten and none other 
near enough to him to be in any way dan- 
gerous, and: to all practical purposes the 
race was already over. Through the stretch 
Spencer on Alcedo was looking back at 
the horses fighting behind him, but there 
was no occasion to hurry Alcedo, though 
after the turn into the straight was made 
Watercure came through from sixth place 
and, finishing with a splendid burst of 
speed, closed ee on the tired Toddy. 

Alcedo held even the comparatively fresh 
Watercgre thoroughly safe, however, and, 
still under a pull, galloped home in the 
easiest imaginable style, winner by two 
lengths and a half from Watercure, who 
in the last two jumps got up and beat out 
Toddy by a haif length, Toddy being third, 
three lengths before All Gold, with Blues 
fifth, Star Bright sixth, Kamara seventh, 
Beau Gallant eighth, Procession ninth, and 
Ethelbert tenth, with Sidney Lucas last. 

Ethelbert pulled up with a slight cut on 
his near hind ankle, said to have been 
caused by some one of the horses in the 
race jumping on him near the turn, when 
he dropped out of the race, but the injury 
was too slight to cause serious harm. The 
only reason that could be offered for it 
having interfered with Ethelbert was that 
the horse will not try after he has been 
interfered with or knocked about. The 
winner hardly seemed to have run a race 
when he returned to the scales. 


THE FRACTIONAL TIMES. 


The time of the race was 2;05 3-5, or a 
fifth of a second faster than the former 
best record for the Suburban, the 2:05 4-5, 
made by Imp in 1899. The fractional time 
was: First furlong, 0:12 1-5; uarter, 
0:24 1-5; three furlongs, 0:36 2-5; half mile, 
0:49 2-5; five furlongs, 1:02; six furlongs, 
1:15; seven furlongs, 1:28 1-5; one mile, 
1:41 8-5, and mile and a furlong, 1:58 1-5; 

Alcedo, though he ran in the Suburban 
as the ery of his trainer, J. H. McCor- 
mick, is owned by the broker, Louis Vv. 
Bell, but because of a death in Mr. Bell's 
family a very short time ago his horses for 
the past few weekg have raced in his train- 
er’s name. Alce was developed by the 
Western turfman Patrick Dunne and raced 
very successfully in the West until last 
Fall, when he was brought to the East, 
After winning a few races he was sold at 
private sale to Mr. Bell. 

His recent form at the Gravesend meeting 
was far from that of a Suburban winner, 
but the horse is said to have been beaten 
by an accident in his latest race. He went 
to the post for the Suburban a strong sec- 
ond choice at a price that avera, about 4 
to 1, after pai arene 10 to.1 in the 


first betting.

PARK ROW’S TIP ON ALCEDO. 


The “Beef and Beans” Contingent 
Make Money on the “Fog Horse.” 
A wave of gladness started at Park Row 

near the Brooklyn Bridge when the slogan 

‘‘ Alcedo wins!’’ was shouted by the news- 

In the vernacular of Park Row, Al- 

cedo was the “ Beef and Beans Tip” on 

the Suburban, and those who struggle daily 
with the homely, fare of Park Row had 
rolls of bills in the pockets where nickels 
are wont to jingle. 

When the Park Row contingent, includ- 


ing all the members of the Dolando Club, 
get a tip from John Meehan they plunge. 
The patrons of Mr. Meehan were many 
yesterday, and as the President of the Do- 
lando Club stood carving slices of corned 
beef and dashing a few beahs on a plate 
for his patrons there were many inquiries 
as to what racehorse would win’*the Sub- 
urban. Mr. Meehan was generous. He said 
to all askers: 

‘Take my tip. Alcedo is the horse. Make 
money while there is fog in the air. Don't 
bet on the favorite. He will be lost in the 
fog. Alcedo is the best fog horse in the 
country.” 

The Park Row racing contingent do not 
all get a chance to rush off to racetracks 
and pay good money for badges. They 
have to work for their daily ‘ beef and 
beans.”’ but when a tip comes straight from 
John Meehan they bet heavy. Two-dollar 
bills and five-dollar bills were slid into 
the little windows of the poolrooms, and 
the hand bookmakers near the City Hall 
were loaded up with Alcedo money. There 
was joy when the news came that the tip 
was good, and hundreds of workers who 
could not go to Sheepshead Bay will have 
more money next week than many who at- 
tended the racetrack. 


OTHER RACES AT SHEEPSHEAD. 


Nasturtium in a Good Field Won the 
Rouble Event and Set a New Record. 
The race for the first part of the Double 

Event for two-year-olds in the thirteenth 

renewal of the stakes, at five and a half 

furlongs down the new Futurity course was 
next to the Suburban in prominence, and 
brought out an excellent field of two-year- 
olds, chief among whom were the fast Nas- 
turtium from A. L. Aste’s stable, and Sat- 

urday from the stable of A. H. and D. H. 

Morris. The fleet filly Blue Girl and the 

winner Meridian were not among the seven 

starters, Blue Girl, in the opinion of her 
owner and trainer, John E. Madden, hav- 
ing had a little too much racing and need- 
ing a rest, while Meridian was slightiy 
ailing. Nasturtium was a hot favorite trom 
the moment the betting began, and went 
to the post at odds on. The Pepper entry 

Par Excellence led away from the post, but 

was in front only a fraction ot a second, 

Nasturtium, second at the start, going on 

at once, and after showing in front in the 

first few strides, galloping there for the re- 
mainder of the distance. O'Connor, who 
rode the favorite, kept a steady pull on the 
colt and held him back to Par Excellenc 
and The Goldfinder, then second and third, 
until they turned into the stretch, where 

Nasturtium slipped away far enough to 

make sure of the stakes, and won in u 

gallop by six lengths from Par Excellence, 

who, ridden out, beat Fly Wheel, who 
closed fast at the end. The time of the 
race was 1:041-5, beating the best record 
for the course rd 23-5 seconds. It was the 
first time that the stake has been run over 
the new Futurity course, and from the 
time the course will be a much faster one 
than the old straight, as Nasturtium beat 

the best record for the old course by 21-5 

seconds. Aside from this and the Suburban 

record, One other ‘best time’’ was wiped 


out, that for five furlongs on the new Fu- 
turity course, 1:00, going into eclipse behind 
the 0:58 2-5 of Hatasoo, in the fifth radée, 
Hatasoo starting favorite, and after mak- 
ing nearly all the running, winning, ridden 
out before ‘** Pittsburg Phil's ’’ Chilton, who 
was heavily backed by his owner. 

In the opening race the Introductory 
Steeplechase Handicap, over the short 
course, J. W. Colt’s entry, Lady Dainty 
and Bermuda Hundred, started favorites, 
but both horses fell, Bermuda Hundred 
giving Donahue quite a severe shaking up. 
Dallion, with which Thomas Hitchcock, Jr.. 
had declared to win, made about aii tne 
running, and was ridden out by a neck 
from his stable companion Bullingdon, who 
had to be pulled to a gallop to let Dallion 
win. Voter, at a prohibitive price, made a 
spectacle of the poor field that opposed him 
in the second race, and won in a hack can- 
ter. For the last race Barbara Frietchie 
was made the favorite on the strength of 
fast work, but Doyle, who rode her, was 
the severest sort of handicap, and Bluff, 
well backed by her owner, State Senator 
P. H. McCarren, and all the Tammany 
politicians, won, hard pressed at the end by 
Seminole. Summaries follow:

Hubert, Magic Light, and Bon Jour also ran. 
Hitehcock Stable declared to win with Dallion. 
J. W. Colt’s entry, Lady Dainty and Bermuda 
Hundred, coupled, the favorite at 8 to 5 and 
8 to 5. Winner trained by John Allen. Lady 
Dainty, Bermuda Hundred, and Bon Jour fell. 
Value of stakes to the winner, 8745. 

SECOND RACE.—For three-year-olds and up- 
ward; penalties and allowances; six furlongs on 
the main track. James.R. Keene’s Voter, ch. h., 
aged, by Friar's Balsam-Mavourneen, 133 pounds, 
(Spencer,) 1 to 8 and out, won in a canter, pulled 
up, by three lengths; Green B. Morris's Vitellius, 
b. c., 3, 110, (Mounce,) 15 to 1 and 7 to 5, second 
by two lengths from T. Monahan’s Contend, b. c., 
3, 115, (T, Burns,) 10 to 1 and 4 to 5, third. 
Time—1:14 3-5. Ben Blue and Anecdote aiso ran. 
Value to the winner, $660. Winner trained by 
James Rowe. ' 

THIRD RACE.—The first part of the Double 
Event Stakes, of $5,000 for each part; for two- 
year-olds; last five and a half furlongs on the 
rew Futurity ‘course. A. L. Aste’s Nasturtium,

MONTREAL CHURCH SUIT 


Action Brought by Prof. Steen 
Against the Archbishop. 


Controversy Over Liberal Teaching in 
Diocesan College Lectures—Cathe- 
dral Congregation Supporting 
Its Former Rector. ; 


Special to The New York Times. 

MONTREAL, June 15. —Ecclesiastical 
circles throughout the Dominion are. at 
the present time stirred to their depths by 
one of the bitterest conflicts fn the history 
of the Church of England in Canada. The 
dramatis personae are the Right Rev. Will- 
iam Bond, Lord Archbishop of they Diocese 
of Montreal; the, venerable Archdeacon 
Norton, rector of Christ Church Cathedral, 
and the Rev. F. J. Steen, untih lately Pro- 
fessor of Apologetics in the Diocesan The- 
Glogical College, and special preacher in the 
cathedral. The conflict has been going on 
for several months, and though the end is 
not yet, the results are already most se- 
ricus. 

The cathedral congregation, one of the 
wcalthiest and most fashionable in the city, 
is disrupted, the !eymen throughout the 
diocese are up in arms against the action 
of the ecclesiastical authorities, and to 
crown all a civil action for damages has 
been entered in the courts dgainst his 
Grace the Archbishop. Such a state of af- 
fairs is without parallel in this usually 
quiet and peaceable diocese, and there is 
naturally much excitement over it and con- 
siderable speculation as to wiiat the ulti- 
mate result will be. 

The central figure in the controversy is 
Prof, Steen, who came to Montreal in) 1896 
to fill the Chair of Apvlogetics in the Dio- 
cesan College, and who was also appointed 
special preacher in the cathedral. This lat- 
ter position he filled with much accept- 
ance to the corgrégation. A young man 
of markéd ability, sincere and earnest in 
his work, and an eloquent preacher, he 
readily won the sympathies of his hearers 
and became decidedly popular with the 
public. . His brother-clergymen, however, 
did rot regard him with the same favor. 

Prof. Steen is a bread churchman, who 
accejts the findings of the higher critics 
and the present-day scientists ,and advo- 
cates the modification of the traditional 
beliefs in conformity with the changing 
conditions. His preaching. gave offense to 
some of the more conservative clergy, and 
objection was also taken to certain views 
expressed in hig lectures \in the college. 
Finally in January last an investigation 
was held by the Board of Governors of the 
college. The inquiry Was based on notes 
taken by one of the students, and on the 


strength of these notes his teaching was 
condemned as objectionable and his resig- 
pation was demanded. 

Prof. Steen challenged the accuracy of 
the notes on which he had been condemned, 


but there was no appeal from the decision 


of the Governors, for, although these offi- 


cials are prominent dignitaries of the 
Church, the college is in reality a private 
institution No other course lay open to 
him than to send in his resignation, which 
was of course immediately accepted. The 
teaching which gave offense to the board 
was his assertion of the right of the hu- 
man mind to review the judgments of the 
primitive Church on fundamentals, such as 
the inspiration and authority of the Script- 
ures and the divinity of Christ. Prof. Steen 


affirmed his belief in the divinity of Christ, 


accepting on this point the findings of 
Schleiermacher, while he held that the 
Eible, though contaiging the word of God, 
was not literally inspired in the old mean- 
ing of the word. 

The acceptance of Prof. Stecn’s resigna- 
tion by the Governcrs of the college com- 
pelled him to look for some other position, 
and he talked of leaving Montreal and 
seeking some field where a more liberal 
atmosphere prevailed. The congregation of 
the cathedral were unwilling to part with 
him, and the vestry by a practically unani- 
mous vote requested the rector to appoint 
him assistant minister. The matter was 
referred to the Archbishop, who refused to 
sanction the appointment. He told Prof. 
Steen that he would be happier and under 
less restraint if he jeft Montreal, and that 
his departure would make for harmony in 
the diocese, as many of the clergy were 
hcestile’ to his views. He also requested 
Piof. Steen to return his license as a 
preacher on the ground that the connec- 
tion which had induced the granting of it 
had been severed. 

Subsequently, in a lengthy letter to Arch- 
deacon Norton, the Archbishop set forth 
in detail his reasons fér opposing Prof. 
Steen’s appointment. These were in effect 
that some of his pulpit utterances were 
not acceptable to the rector; that the lat- 
ter did not desire the continuance of Prof. 
Steen’s engagement, and that, while lectur- 
ing in the Diocesan College some of his 
statements were “ objectionable and blame- 
worthy,’’ and the embodying of them in 
lectures to students ‘“‘ indefensible and dan- 
gerous.”’ 

This letter, which appeared in the public 
ress, called forth an indignant reply from 

rof. Steen. ‘‘ Your letter of reasons to 
Archdeacon Norton,’’ he wrote, ‘ has 
aroused in me feelings of disappointment 
and indignation. A few months ago no one 
covld have persuaded me that any of your 
clergy would ever receive at your hands 
the treatment you have meted out to me. 
I am one of the many who have looked to 
you as a father in God, from whom in time 
of difficulty the humblest might expect 
justice. and it is with feelings of disap- 
pointment that I face the facts.’’ 

Regarding the Archbishop's statement 
that his teachings were objectionable anda 
da::gerous, Prof. Steen said: ‘‘May I ask 
your Grace on what grounds you base this 
opinion, or, rather, may I point out that 
it is virtually an episcopal decision or 
judgment based upon the flimsiest of all 
grounds—mere rumor and hearsay? * * * 
The Diocesan College was never set apart 
as the official exponent of the mind of the 
Anglican Church. It is not empowered to 
settle questions of orthodoxy for this dio- 
cese. Its function is to teach and give cur- 
rency to doctrines and views with which 
the Roard of Governors are in sympathy. 
* * * Your Grace, when pressed for the 
reasons that led you to refuse the unani- 
mous request of a whole congregation, has 
nething better to fall back upon than un- 
substantial rumor and hearsay evidence. 
And for what purpose does your Grace fal!) 
back upon these? Not to suggest that an 
investigation or triak is necessary. but to 
pronecunce a practical condemnation, and 
deprive me of my livelihood.” Prof. Steen 
concluded by entering a protest “ against 
the injustice of your Grace's procedure. I 
ask you to prove me guilty or to declare me 
innocent, and I herewith challénge this dio- 
cese or any individuals within it to formu- 
late against me a charge of heresy or un- 
sound teaching, and to cstablish it in the 
Church courts.”’ 

The Archbishop's reply to this letter was 
to revoke Prof. Steen’s license and to in- 
hibit him from officiating in the diocese in 
any manner ,whatever. The clergyman's 
friends were indignant at this high-handed 
action on the part of the Archbishop and 
urged him to take civil action against the 
latter. They subscribed a fund to defray 
the necessary expenses, and a suit has now 
been entered against Archbishop Bond to 
restore to Prof. Steen his license to offi- 
ciate and preach in the diocese and to re- 
instate him in all his “os and privileges 
as a clergyman in good standing. In ad- 
dition, he claims damgges to the extent of 
$5,000. The case will not be argued till 
the September term, but meanwhile Prof, 
Steen’s friends propose bringing the ques- 
tion up at the next meeting of the Synod 
and making a strong fight on his behalf.

The meeting of the Bethlehem Steel 
Company is to be held for the purpose of 
deciding whether the company shall be 
sold to Charles M. Schwab, President of 
the United States Steel Corporation. It is 
now regarded as certain that Mr. Schwab 
has secured the controlling interest in the 
Bethlehem Steel Company by the purchase 
of the Linderman interests, amounting to 
60,000 shares, the Wharton holdings of 80,- 
000 shares, and at least 15,000 shares in the 
open market. Other stockholders, it is un- 
derstood, are to be given an opportunity 
to sell their holdings at the price paid by 
Mr. Schwab.

ONE BODY RECOVERED 
FROM NORTHFIELD WRECK 


Jeremiah V. Wright, a Bank Teller, 
Drowned in the Women’s Cabin. 


OTHERS REPORTED AS MISSING 


Written Statements by Captains in 


Which Each Seeks to Throw 
Blame on the Other. 


Jeremiah V. Wright, note teller of the 
Oriental Bank, whose home was at Tomp- 
kinsville, S. I., lost his life in the wreck 
of the ferryboat Northfield Friday after- 
noon. Many others are missing, gut so far 
the body of Mr. Wright, who was fifty- 
three years old, is the only one recovered. 
It was found shortly after 3 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon ‘by Diver Blomberg of 
the Chapman Derrick and Wrecking Com- 
pany floating undér the ceiling of the wo- 
men’s cabin on the main deck. No bruises 
wefe found on the body indicating that 
the man might have been disabled by fly- 
ing wood or splinters. A thorough search 
for other bodies was made by the divers, 
but none was found up to an early hour

Gay. Capt. Johnson, who had been locked 
up in the Pier A Station, was in charge of 
Policeman John E. Durkin of the Harbor 
Police. Policeman Durkin told Magistrate 
Crane. on arraigning the prisoner, that he 
did not feel competent to make 2 charge 
against him, as he did not see the accident, 
but Inspector Thompson sent his compli- 
ments and asked to have the prisoner pa- 
roled in his custody. This request seemed 
‘to annoy the Magistrate, who answered: 
“J will not parole ,him in Inspector 
Thompson’s custody. He will be held by 
the court. We will see if a lot of old hulks 
can go around the harbor at random, en- 
dangering the lives of hundreds. He or- 
dered Policeman Durkin to make a short 
affidavit, and this charged the Captain with 
criminal negligence. 


CAPT. GRIFFIN SURRENDERS. 


Capt. Griffin of the Mauch Chunk walked 

into Pier A at an early hour and gave him- 
self up. He was taken to the court by De- 
tective Schaeffer of the Harbor Police. The 
Captains, before being finally arraigned on 
uffidavits, had to wait for some time for 
_the appearance of counsel for themselves 
and for the prcsecution. 
‘Inspector Thompson was in court and 
geemed to be much interested in the pro- 
ceedings. He told his men what to do and 
say, and was annoyed at the failure of 
Magistrate Crane to parole Capt. Johnson 
in his custody. 

When the case was finally called, As- 
sistant District Attorney Garvan appeared 
for the prdsecution. Capt. Johnson was 
represented by Robert J. B. Stephens for 
the Rapid Transit Ferry Company and 
Capt.. Griffin was represented by Robert 
W. De Forest, the head of the legal de- 

artment of the Central Railroad of New 

ersey.

He declined to repeat the 
contents of his offjcial report, but volun- 
teered the information that on a number 
of occasions he had found that the Staten 
geen ferry pilots violated the rule that the 
Tt vessel had the right of way over 

e in the act of leaving her slip. Ther 
€aptain said that he had written a letter 
to the Staten Island Ferry Company warn- 
ing them that an accident would take place 
if their pilots would not heed, and he said 
that the letter could likely be found on file 
in the office of the company. After wait- 
ing some time Capt. Griffin was bailed out 
by Howard W. Maxwell of 30 Broad Street, 
the Treasurer of the Atlas Portland Ce- 
ment Company. , 


CAPTAINS MAKE THEIR REPORTS. 


Capt. Petrie of the United States Steam- 
boat Inspector's office received a note from 
Superintendent Kohler of the Staten Island 
Ferry line explaining that he would have 
the report of Capt. Johnson of the North- 
field to submit as soon as possible. Capt. 
Griffin of the Mauch Chunk finished his re- 

rt to the Inspector shortly before he was 
ocked up; It read as follows: 


Making for Whitehall Street Ferry siip, within 
one and one-half lengths off slip at 6:02 o'clock 
I noticed ferryboat Northfield had started to 
came out of her New York slip.

Later in the day Lester W. Clark, coun; 
sel for the Staten Island Ferry line, gave 
out a written report. which he said was 
the once! one signed by Capt. Johnson of 
the’ Northfield. : It was addressed to the 
United States Local Inspecters of Steam 
Vessels, and was dated June 15. It read: 

Gentlemen: Coneerning the sinking of the 
ferryboat Northfield, I beg to report as follows: 
We Jeft New York for St. George, S. I, at 6 
P. M. June 14, 1901. The tide was running 
flood and there was a light breeze blowing from 
the southwest. Started my boat on one bell and 
blew the alarm Whistle as the lines were cast 
off. Saw the Mauch Chunk coming around the 
Battery. My quartermaster blew two whistles 
and the Mauch Chunk = answere with two 
whistles. The quartermaster th hooked . up 
the boat and rang the jingle bell. As the Mauch 
Chunk was still coming ahead I blew two more 

“ whistles. She still continued her course and 
struck our boat forward of the starboerd wheel 
box. Sent the quartermaster down in the hold 
to discover the condition and he reported the 
Northfield leaking. Started quickly to beach the 
boat and blew the alarm whistle for assistance. 
I made Pier 9 East River, .as there was no 
vacant space between that point and the point 
of Collision, all the slips being full of craft of 
some description. The Northfield sank as soon 
as. we arrived there. I assisted in rescuing 
liveg..to the full extent. Am unable to give the 
Bmount of damage. So far as I could see or 
learn, there was no loss of life, and every effort 
Was made to’save lives and property. 

,. There being stiN some doubt as to the 
responsibility for the accident, the Staten 
Island Ferry officials announced that they 
would hold at once an examination to de- 
termine where the blame lay. The offi- 
ciaJs spent the greater part of, the day 
trying to run down people who had been 
reported as missing and to get witnegses 
to testify for or against the Captains of 
the two boats.

R. M. Stevens, the chief clerk of the ferry 
copepany, was more communicative. He 
saté: 


THROWS BLAME ON GRIFFIN. 


“This whole thing will. be carefully in- 
vestigated, and you will find. that when 
the investigation is ended Capt. Griffin 
won't have a leg to stand on. I would not 
be a bit surprised if he even lost his 


license. Our boat gave the proper signals. 
Instead of obeying: them and slowing up, , 
Capt. Griffin ran straight ahead and 
raimmed our boat.”’ 

The investigation of the Rapid Transit 
officials took place in the afternoon, and 
they acquitted themselves of all blame. 
Lawyer Clark, who .was interviewed for 
‘the company, began the interview by giving 
out the statement of, Capt. Johnson. 

Mr. Clark then announced that after the 
fullest examination of every employe of 
the company on the boat at the time of the 
collision, the officials of the Staten Island 
Rapid Transit Company exonerated every 
one of them from blame. He said they were 
a splendid lot of men, and that after the 
eellision their behavior was most praise- 
worthy. In this connection he spoke of 
the bravery of the engineer, Michael Boy- 
lan, who stuck to his post until the water 
was far above his knees, and who, when 
commended for his conduct, said he did not 
see that he had done anything worth 
speaking of. o 

Asked as to the standing of Capt. John- 
son and the other officers of the Northfield 
with the company as a result of the col- 
lision, Mr. Clark said that positions were 
open for all of them with the Staten Island 
Company; that Capt. Jéhnson was one of 
their regular Captains, that he had held a 
Captain's license for over fourteen years, 
and was a most careful and effective Cap- 
fain. Asked as to the damage done to the 
boat, Mr. Clark said that it had been im- 
passible up to the present to estimate it at 
all. He said that the Mauch Chunk, which 
is an iron boat and lies .much lower in the 
water than the Northfield, struck the lat- 
ter boat under the guard, and that when 
the Quartermaster leaned over the side of 
the boat immediately after the collision he 
could not see the hole that the Mauch 
Chunk had made. He was almost certain, 
however, that the boat could be repaired 
and put in commission again. Questioned 
as to the attitude of the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey officials, Mr. Clark said that it 
was an interesting fact that Superintendent 
Perry of that railroad's ferry service had 
sent over to them during the day and told 
them not to believe the published state- 
ments that had been made, supposedly 
emanating from the Central Railroad of 
New Jersey officials. This was taken to 
be in reference to a statement which had 
been published, and apparently coming 
from Superintendent Perry, throwing all 
the blame on Capt. Johnson.

The Hustler was 
moved from time to time according to the 
different points at which it was desired to 
lower the divers. With the flood and ebb 
tides the Northfield has a tendency to slew 
her stern around, and this also interferes 
with the work of the divers. 

Early yesterday morning crowds began 
to assemble on South Street ‘in front of 
Pier 10, where Inspector Tinompsen per- 
sorally took charge of the ren to keep the 
Streets clear. Among the Staten Island 
Ferry commuters there was considerable 
indignation yesterday fthadt the eccident 
should have happened. One old gentleman 
who stood in the midst of a group of com- 
muters said: 

“It is outragecus that this company 
should be allowed to freight human lives in 
the tubs, which by courtesy are called 
beats. The whole fleet of so-called ferry- 
hoats is not fit to cart gaybage in.

To simplify matters, a bureau 
of information was established by the 
police at Pier A, in the station of the 
harbor police, and there, gradually, one by 
one, the aviestng. persons were accounted 
for. When the bureau opened twelve per- 
sons were thought to have been drowned, 
as they had not gone home and as it was 
likely they had been on. the wrecked boat. 
Among those accounted for were a number 
who had been taken to hospitals and a 
record of whose whereabouts had not been’ 
received until a central station was created. 
Among these were Miss Lizzie Ivers, who 
had been taken to an eye and ear hospital. 
Friends of F F. McIvor, who was reported 
missing. found that he had taken another 
boat, after remaining in the city to view 
the wreck, and had gone\ home. Miss 
Grace Sullivan, the ticket seller at the Man- 
hattan end of the Thirty-ninth Street Fer- 
ry, was.found at her post as usual yester- 
day morning, having remaémed in town long 
enough-to recover from the excitement and 
then taken a later train to her hgme, on 
Statep Island. 

At late hour last night the only one 
officially reported as missing at the bureau 
of information of the police was Juan 
Aber Benitez, twenty-five years old, living 
at ichmond Station, on the Riehmond 
Road, Staten Island, and employed as a 
clerk in this city. 

Grave fears are expressed for the, safety 
of Gen. Bartlett. He was an old man and 
a feeble one, and, in the~words of his 
friend, Col. Asa Bird Gardiner, ‘‘ If he was 
on that boat he is.dead, for he was too

Central boats now land at and have the 
Jersey Central boats land in the slip that 
the Staten Island boats now land at, and 
en neither will have to cross the other's 
path.” 

I have a family who are likely to be 
caught in just such an accident, and I 
hope you and all others can appreciate a 
Staten Islander’s position. We are not al- 
lowed to have competition as other places 
have. Brooklyn has many points of inlet 
and outlet, the same can be said of New 
Jersey, but Staten Island for some reason is 
not allowed to have but one line to carry 
the people from this island to Manhattan. 
Throw the business open to competition, 
and I think we will get better boats, shorter 
time, and better service. There is room on 
this island for 1,000,000 people, but they 
will not come bécause of the service they 
are obliged to put up with.

STATEN ISLAND TROLLEY LINE. 


Southfield Beach Company Secures an 
Injunction Permitting Work. 

The police and city authorities were re- 

strained on. Friday from interfering with 


the construction of a new trolley across the 
swamps of ‘Staten Island by a temporary 
injunction issued by Justice Wilmot M. 
Smith. A hundred track layers and labor- 
ers worked all Friday night and yesterday 
building a double-tracked trolley across the 
meadows between South and Midland 
Beaches. 

The Southfield Beach Railroad Company, 
which is building this line of railroad, se- 


cured title in fee simple to all the land 
over which the road was to pass, and sev- 
eral weeks ago began making the roadbeds 
across the marsh land which separates ‘the 
two beaches. The work was stopped by the 
police when nearly half completed, on the 
claim that thé railroad had secured no 
consent to cross Burgher and Seaview Ave- 
nues. 

Work was continued by the railroad com- 
any, however, and there was no further 
interference until Friday. Then, when the 
police tried to stop the work, the contract- 
ors produced the temporary injunction. 
The officers of the trolley company say 
they expect to have the road in full oper- 
ation by July 4. 


MRS. KENNEDY FOUND GUILTY. 


Was on Trial in Kansas City for Mur- 
dering Her Husband—Punishment 
Ten Years in the Penitentiary. 
KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 15.—The trial 
of Mrs. Philip H. Kennedy for the murder 
of her husband ended to-day. The defend- 
ant was found guilty of murder in the 


second degree and her punishment was 
Yixed at ten years in the penitentiary. 

Judge Wofford opened court at 9:45. Mrs. 
Kennedy, accompanied by her father, sis- 
ter, and several friends, was brought in a 
few minutes afterward. The jury followed, 
and the foreman read the verdict. For a 
few mitrutes there was silence; then Mrs. 
Kennedy, broke into sobs. She was taken 
back to her cell. Her counsel gave notice 
of appeal. \ 

Judge Wofford then asked if both sides 
were ready to proceed with the trial of 
Cc. W., William, and Bert Prince. The State 
announced its readiness, but the defense 
asked for postponement until Monday. This 
was granted. Judge, Wofford then said 
that, as he had formed an opinion as to the 
guilt or innocence of the men, and was 
prejudiced, he would withdraw and calb in 
another Judge to sit in the case. 

Philip H. Kennedy, the murdered man, 
and the convicted woman, who was a Migs 
Prince weré married in the Circuit Couft 
Veb. 4. T'wo days before he was killed Ken- 
nedy brought suit to have the marriage set 
aside, alleging duress, and charging W. C. 
Prince, the girl's father, and Will Prince, 
her brother, with forcing him to marry at 
the point of a revolver. The father and 
two brothers, Will and Bert, are now await- 
ing trial on a charge of conspiring to kill 
Kennedy. 


MRS. BORROWE LOSES SUIT.’ 


Executors of the Austin Corbin Estate 
Upheld by the Surrogate. 
RIVERHEAD, L. I., June 15.—Surrogate 
Petty gave a decision this morning in the’ 
matter of the judiaial settlement of the ac- 
counts of the executors of the estate of 
the late Austin Corbin. The executors are 
Hannah M. Qporbin, George S. Edgell, and 
Austin Corbin, Jr. Suit was brought agaipst 
the executors by Anna W. Corbin Borrowe, 


daughter of Austin Corbin, who charged 
the exeeutors with mismanagement and 
negkect. Among other things the com- 
plainant accused the executors of having 
sold Long Island Railroad stock at a heavy 
loss, thereby benefiting themselves to. the 
detriment of the estate. Mrs. Borrowe ac- 
cused the executors of mismanaging_ the 
estate to such an extent that thousands of 
dollars had been lost, and she further 
charged that they had profited by the es- 
tate to the extent of over a million dollars. 
She asked that ‘the cost of the proceedings 
be charged against the executors person- 
ally and not against the estate, and she ,also 
asked that no compensation be allowed the 
executors for the costs and disbursements. 
The Surrogate decided against the com- 
plainant on every point and in favor of the 
executors. The costs of the proceeding 
amounted to $16,559.40. To the executors 
$7,659.40 is allowed for costs; to the referee, 
Joseph M. Belford, $6,000 is allowed, and 
to County Judge Benjamin H. L.

THE INGALLS’S HOLD © 
MAY CONTAIN BODIES 


Friends of the Injured’ Criticise the 
Repair Company. 


There Was Danger, They Declare, in 
the Methods Used'to Straighten 
the Listed Ship. 


Despite the vast weight of water which 
held her down, the United States army 
transport. Ingalls, which careened in the 
yards of the New York Dry Dock and Re- 
pair Company, in Erie Basin, on Friday 
afternoon, withy fatal result to one work- 
man and serious. injury to many others, 
made an effort to getup on her keel during 
the night. Those who saw her after her 
fall on Friday, and again yesterday, lying 
helplessly on her starboard side, said that 
her smokestack had raised at least a 
distance of fifteen feet toward the per- 
pendicular. But she was, nevertheless, @ 
sight to make seamen shiver, strained, 
warped, and bent as she is. 

Not a hand was raised to help th® vessel 
yesterday. A huge derrick of the Merritt- 
Chapman Company lay near her all day, 
but did not mov During the morning 
hours a few coalition were seen to move 
about on the inclining deck of the wrecked 
transport, and this raised the rumor that 
they were searching for missing comrades, 
but this proved untrue. They were only 
fishing out some of their tools. 

In fact, ‘nothing was done to discover 
whether any dead men were entombed any- 
where in the hull of the ship. It was ex- 
pected that divers would be employed to 
make such an investigation, but W. D. 


Dickey, Superintendent of the Dry Dock 
Company, as-well as other employes under 
John N. Robins, gave out the information 
that all workmen, who wert employed on 
the transport had been accounted for. Mr. 
Dickey also denied that the dock upon 
which the Ingalls rested, was flimsy. 

‘‘Three years ago $30,000 was expended 
on it,”’ he said. ‘* Vessels much larger than 
the Ingalls were docked on it right along.” 

A number of men stood at the big gate 
leading to the shipyard all day, however, 
who were not impressed with the yiews and 
information offered by the company. These 
men were mainly the relatives and friends 
of the workmen who were caught in the 
Ingalls when she careened. Some of these 
harbored the idea that dead men were ly- 
ing in the hold of the ship. The more 
radical said they wouldn't wonder if as 
many as fifteen bodies were found. 

Quite a number of these men plainly 
showed that they were familiar with the 
dangers and details of the work which was 
being done on the transport. hey said 
that it was greviously wrong for a com- 
pany to risk the lives of its employes as 
recklessly as they declared was done in the 
case of the Ingalls. They openly asserted 
that the expedients whieh were employed 
to straighten the ships, by means of chains 
and the shifting of the ballast, were all 
highly dangerous to the corps of 200 work- 
men employed on the vessel and should not 
have been allowed. 

‘“Why, the minute the ship began to list 
the men should have been warned of their 
danger,’’ said a man who seemed to know 
what he wasi talking about. 

“ft hear the District. Attorney of Kings 
County has been requested to look into the 
matter,’’ said another. 

But there were others who had com- 
plaints against the company also because 
of their treatment of the relatives of the 
men who were injured on the Ingalls, and 

articularly of the widow of Martin An- 
ersen, the one man who lost his life, who 
was pushed back and not allowed to go 
into the yard. Along this line, .too, the 
men around the yards predicted that there 
would be an investigation, headed by the 
inguiry which Coroner Berger would make 
into the death’ of the painter, Andersen. 


Of the thirty-odd men who were injured. 


fourteen were found at the Seney Hospital 
oe morning. They ‘were all said to 

e doing well,.and.none of them, as indi- 
cations are at present, is likely to die. 
few with heads swathed in bandages were 
able to go to the shipyard yesterday. They 
had thrilling stories t6 tell of the dangers 
which beset them in their efforts to get 
out of the ship. 

“IT could not tell where all the stuff was 
coming from,’’ said one man with a big 
cut on his forehead, who would not allow 
his name to be used. ‘“ Two big iron plates 
fell right near me after I had been knocked 
down. If they had struck meas I lay pros- 
trated they would have cut me in half. I 
s¢rambled to my t and rushed up on 
the upper deck. ere a man who was 
buried under a lot of pig iron asked me 
for God's sake to get him out. ‘ They have 
all rushed by me like a lot of ‘ chumps,’ 
he said. I got him out, and we both got 
off the ship together.”’ 

The tools, clothing, &¢c., which the men 
gathered. from the wrecked transport in 
the morning they were not allowed to take 
away. Most.of them, upon second thought, 
said they didn’t want to, and added: ‘ The 
company will.make good, I guess.” 


ROBINS COMPANY CRITICISED.

The Government: Informed: that the 
Transport Will Be Raised in 


Seven. Days. 
Special jo The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—The Robins 
Company has notified.the Quartermaster'’s 
Department that it expects to be able to 
raise the transport Ingalls in seven days 
The department has not yet been informed 
by the company of the probable extent of 
the damage done to the ship. The contract 
with the Robins Company expires at mid- 
night to-night, and from that time the com- 
pany will have tepay the Government $250 
a day until the vessel is ready. This, with 
the damage tothe dry dock, makes it a 
pretty eNpensive accident for the company. 

There is some disposition to criticise the 
Robins concern. Officers of the Quarter- 
master’s Department say they do not un- 
derstand how such an accident’ could have 
occurred if enough care had been observed, 
and they think that a° company which 
makes a business of repairing ships should 
always send divers down before attempting 
to place a vessel in a dry dock to see 
whether there are any defects in the latter. 

Capt. Putnam Bradlee Strong is to be the 
Quartermaster and Commissary of the In- 
galls, and Major Charles N. Gandy, now 
stationed at Fort Sullivan, is the Surgeon. 
These are the only commissioned officers in 
the company. The master and navigator 
is James B. Stevenson, the First Officer 
Charles C. McCarthy, the Second Officer 
Walter J. Beernard, and the Chief Engineer 
G. 8. Huthinson. 


CONGRESSMEN’S TRIP DELAYED. 


Legislators Intended to Sail for Mat 
nile on the Ingalls. 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—The accident 
to the Ingalls will delay the visit of a num- 
ber of Congressmen who had made ar- 
rangements to go to the Philippines. It was 


expected that the Ingalls would have been 
ready to sail about July 10. 

_ Among those who were booked to sail on 
the Ingalls were Senator Bacon of Georgia, 
kepresentatives Burleson, Dearmond, 
Smith, (of IMlinois,) Driscoll, Greene, 
Weeks, Mercer, and Gaines. A number of 
army officers also intended to sail on the 
Ingalis, Gen. Joseph C. Breckinridge, In- 
spector General, being among the number.

SWEDISH CHARITY METHODS. 


Lutheran Synod Will Investigate New 
York Solicitor’s Salary—New 
Board Chosen. 


JAMESTQWN, N. Y., June 15,—The Swe- 
dish Immigrant Home, located at 5 Water 
Street, New York, received an airing in the 
conference -of the Augustana Synod of the 
Swedish Luthern Church this morning. 

It appears that in the past the Rev. P. 
Pearson, solicitor for. this home, has re- 
ceived thé authority of the Board of’ Man- 
agement to collect money for the home, he 
receiving 40 per cent. of all moneys col- 
lected. This home is a part of the Swedish 
Vutheran Church work, and as such re- 
ceives substantial aid from the Church’s 
adherents, and it was shown in the disy 
cussions that the Rev. Mr. Pearson often 
received as high as $200 or more on @ 
single day for the home, giving him a re- 
markable income. 

The action of the Board of Management 
was severely criticised, and it was stoutly 
affirmed that others employed in connec- 
tion With this home were receiving entire- 
ly too much money for their labors in a 
charitable cause. A-resolution was finally 
adopted providing for the election by the 
synod of a committee, which should make 
a thorough investigation of the financial 
affairs,of this institution, to which the 
Swedish people throughout the country 
have been subscribing very generously 
with. the thought that the money -was 
entirely devoted to caring for their_coun- 
trymen on their first arrival in the States. 

Revs. L. G. Abrahamson of Chicago, M. 
C. Ranseen of Chicago, G. A. Brandelle 
of Denver, Dr. C. W. Foss of Rock Island, 
and P. H. Stahlberg of Minnesota were 
chosen as such committee, and given au- 
thority to make their investigations in a 
thorough way. 

A new Board of Management was elected 
for the home as follows: The Rev. A. L 
Scott and Messrs. C. A. Peterson and H. 
Jchanson, all of New York. 

The salary of the collector for the com- 
ing year was fixed at $1,200, and 10 per 
cent. of all collections made from persons 
not members of the synod’s congregations. 

The Ministers’ Aid Fund was reported 
to be in excellent condition, with over 
$6,000 in the Treasury. The other various 
funds of the synod were all reported to be 
in good condition. 


CHINESE WOULD BE CITIZENS. 


Petitions Being Signed Asking that Ex- 
clusion Act Be Not Extended. 


A memorial to Congress is being prepared 
by Chinese in the United States petitioning 
that the Geary Exclusion act, which expires 
in 1902, be not extended. The Chinese mer- 
chants of New York have been. working 
for over two weeks on the matter and 15,000 
names will be secured to the petition. Con- 
gressman Julius Kahn of San Francisco is 
said to haye prepared a bill which provides 
for the exclusion of the Chinese until 1922 
and which also continues to deprive them 
of the rights of. citizenship and property 
rights. 

Wu Ting-Fang, the Chinese Minister, 1s 
the adviser of the New York merchants in 
the movement. A weekly newspaper has 
been started and there will be an organ- 
ized effort to show to the people of the 
United States the great trade advantage 


which would be gained in China by remov- 
ing the embargo on the Chinese. 

he movement to petition ery ie will 
be extended to other cities amd it is expect- 
ed that the support of thousands of Ameri- 
cans will bé gained. Chow Tszchi, the Chi- 
nese Consul General of New York, will 
probably draw up the memorial. He is 
greatly interested in the matter. The me- 
morial will mand the absolute. repeal of 
the Exclusion act on the grounds of’ fair 
play and as reciprocity for the wpening. of 
the Chinese ports. It will ask that the Chi- 
nese be placed on at least the same footing 
as the Japanese mages, and that the 
United States shall only require the people 
who come here to have good health and a 
certain amount of money. 

The Chinese clafm that the.srepeal of the 
Exclusion act would be of great benefit to 
New York; and that, with the bars down, 
the Chinese population df the city would in- 
crease to 50,000 jn a short time, and the 
newcomers would be men with money. The 
Chinese would then buy outright the prop- 
erty in Chinatown, or if the property own- 
ers were unwilling to sell, a new settlement 
would be located in another part of the city. 

Consul General Tszchi said yesterday: 

‘*“My people wish the same privileges as 
the people from other countries. We are 
not barbarians. Repeal the Exclusfon act, 
and the Chinese will turn the great marshes 
of the South into rice lands and in other 
varts they will build gest tea gardens. 

hey can stand the hardship and suffering 
that go with new industries, and they will 
not ask a Government bounty, either. The 
Chinese want to settle here, cut their hair, 
as I have done, and adopt American cus- 
toms. A#it is now, they have no right to 
become citizens. It is a very great hin- 
drance,in a commercial way.

The mistake is frequently 
to class Bowles among the posers and 
deliberate disturbers of the peace along 
with certain of the noiser and least ef- 
fective Nationalists and Radicals. But 
he has done more good than harm in 
his long career and his position in the 
Gibraltar matter has been plainly before 
the public some months in a neatly 
printed and widely circulated pamphlet. 
Moreover, not a Liberal but 
jnsists in classing himself politically as 
a Tory and is not therefore a natural 
enemy of the Government. For nearly 
two years, in fact since the discovery 
that six-inch guns were mobile ard could 
be set up without elaborate works, 
Bowles, to the best of his ability, has 
kept this matter of the peril of the West- 
ern works of Gibraltar before his coun- 
trymen. He had mastered the subject 
before his appointment as a member of 
the special investigating committee last 
February. The first report of this com- 
mittee justified all of Bowles’s asser- 
tions; it stated that a large part of the 
new works England had been building 
for six years at enormous expense were 
exposed to a fire from the Spanish Coast 
and recommended that much of the 
works should not be proceeded with. 
This report suffered a sea nange be- 
fore it was Officially’ presented and 
Bowles refused to sign it in its modified 
form. The matter has since been sizzling 
and smoking and the Government going

It must be admitted that ‘ Captain

MILNER IN THE LORDS. 

Lord Milner wearing his robes and er- 
mine was introduced to the House of 
Lords this week with all the pomp and 
ceremony invariably used in that orna- 
mental body, and, having gone through 
the spectacular routine, duly took a 
seat on the cross benches where the 
royal and military peers, who do not 
care to identify themselves with party 
controversies, alwavs sit. He is to re- 
turn to his post in South Africa. it is now 
said, some time in August. 

News from the seat of war has not been 
particularly exciting lately although 
there has been enough of it to prove that 
there still is a war on hand. The sober 
comments in the various newspapers edr- 
ly in the week about Lord Kitchener's 
denial of a detailed press yarn of a lit- 
tle British victory were most amusing. 
Perhaps the intense gravity and moraliz- 
ing of The London Times in this matter 
was the most amusing of all, in view of 
the strictyess cf the censorship and the 
uncertain character of so many of the 
dispatches since the war began. Pro-Boer 
papers, however, took the matter differ- 
ently and@fairly chuckled with joy be- 
cause tie news of a British victory had 
been discredited. The public, however, 
is probably not greatly concerned-either 
way, but found much gratification and 
solace in the superb royal pa@geant 6n 
the Horse Guards parade ground when 
in the presence of the peers of the realm 
and the Queen thé King presented three 
thousand medals to officers and men re- 
turned from South Africa, beginning with 
the Commander in Chief. Such incidents 
as these appeal powerfully to the English 
heart, love of military glory and regal 
splendor seem stronger than ever, and 
the precision and harmony with which 
such affairs are carried out are also ad- 
mirable.

RUMORS OF PEACE. . 


In the view of Sir Het\ry Campbell- 
Bannerman the war is still a “ terrible 
spectre,” while James Bryce has taken 
occasion to say within the week that the 
Government is still “ living in a. sort of 
fool’s paradise and pursuing a policy of 
make-believe.” These words, Mr. Bryce 
has hastened to explain, did not refer to 
the ceremonial at the Horse Guards, and 
it is difficult to see how a journal like 
The London Times could honestly think 
they were so intended. But rumors of, 
peace negotiations are now coming faster 
than ever before, with Mrs. Botha near 
at hand, and, as there have been no re- 
ports of fresh British defeats in the field 
they are getting some sort of credit, 
though the trend of feeling here is unmis- 
takably in favor of permitting no dicta- 
tion of terms by the Boers. 

The important matter now uppermost 
is the payment for the war. The publi- 
cation of the Blue Book containing the 
report of the Transvaal concessions, 
which advises, the cancellation of the 
contract of the Netherlands Railway, 
meets with favorable response in the 
press here, but has caused indignation in 
Germany, where-so much of the stock 
and bonds of that company are held. 
Miners are said not to be averse to Sir 
David Barbour’s. proposed tax of 10 per 


cent. on their profits, instead of the 5 


imposed before the war by the Trans- 
vaal Government, as the dynamite mo- 
nopoly is to be abolished and that will 
greatly cheapen the cost of production. 


That tax, however, will be but a drop in 
the bucket toward restoring prosperity in 


the impoverished country.

RUSSIA’S FIRM STAND — 
ON INDEMNITY PLAN 


No Assent to Any Diminution of 
Chinese Autonomy. 


Inability to Agree to American Propo- 
sition Does Not Indicate Differ- 
ence in Aims. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 15.—It can be 
stated on competent authority that Russia 
now anticipates an early settlement of the 
pending difficulties concerning the methed 
of payment of the Chinese indemnity. Rus- 
sia’s position is that any method is accepta- 
ble which does not conflict with the basic 
principles of Russian policy. Russia did 
find objections to the British plan, but 
not to the bond plan in itself. She declined 
to assent to arrangements which would di- 
minish Chinese autonomy, opposing all 
forts, condominium, or enlarged control of 
the Chinese finances; but, nevertheless, she 
would not consider the matter. of a com- 
mission to receive and divide the funds 
available for payment in compensation of 
the demands as an undue encroachment 
upon Chinese autonomy. 

It is learned that the powers generally re- 
plied to the American arbitration proposi- 
tion that the question was too complicated. 
The matter of the amount is considered 
here as closed. The powers presented their 
accounts and declined to assent to the 
American proposition to scale them down, 
and China agreed to pay the demand, and a 
formal resolution by the Ministers in con- 
ference is unnecessary. 

It may be said that the Russian inability 
to see every detail in the same light as the 


Americans does not indicate differences in 
their ultimate aims. Russia continues to 
estimate American friendship as’ highly as 
ever, and responsible officials speak with 
genuine pleasure, not only of the cordiality 
between the Governments, but also of the 
kindly disposition of the American people 
toward Russia, as reflected by the press. 


BRITISH INDEMNITY PLAN. 


China to Issue Thirty-Year Four Per 
Cent. Bonds to Each of the Pow- 


ers for Amount Due. 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—The news dis- 
patches from Peking strengthen in the offi- 
cial mind here the belief that what is 
known as the British-American plan of 


sottling the indemnity question will be 
adopted. The details the British plan 


were learned to-day from an authoritative 
source to be as follows: 

The Chinese Government is to issue 
bonds to each of the powers to the amount 


of the indemnity due each. These bonds 


are to bear 4 per cent. interest, with a 
clause providing one-half per cent. for 
amortization. Certain of. the Chinese reve- 
nues, not specifically designated in the 
rroposition, are to be earmarked for the 
liquidation of the bonds. A cammittee ap- 
pointed by the foreign powers is to take 
charge of questions relating to the revenues 
thus earmarked, and the committee is to 
arrange details by which the revenues are 
to bé applied on the bonds. In case of de- 
fault on the bonds, the default is to he to 
the committee and not to the several 


powers. ; _ 
It was proposed in additiom that the 
period of &he bonds be thirty years, and 


that they be issued in installments. In 
this form the proposition stood up to within 
a few days ago, but it is not known in 


what particulars it,;may ‘have been modi- 
fied by the Ministers. 


WAR?’ FEELING IN JAPAN. 


Promoter of Japanese-American Bank 
Talks of the Situation. , 

VICTORIA, B. C,, June 15:—J. Fy Hooper, 
a passenger on the steamer Tacoma, who 
is an adviser to the Japanese Government, 
has come here in an endeavor to influence 
American capital in ah American-Japanese 
bank, half of the’eapital of which will be 


subscribed by Baron Iwazaki, a rich Japan- 
ese, and the Other half. by Americans. 

He says that the war feeling is still great 
in Japan, but that the Government is hold- 
ing back and is undésirous of war. As far 
as he could learn before he left, Tokio, ‘it 
was ‘feared that Russia, when ready for 
war, would force it upon Japan. A clash is 
inevitable in his opinion. 


Minister Conger at the Capital. 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—Minister Con- 
ger, accompanied by his brother, Dr. Con-« 
ger of Pasadena, Cal., was at the White 
House to-day for a conference with the 

esident. he Minister also called at the

After concluding his conference here he 
will go to’ Boston and Michigan, returning 
then to his home in Iowa before starting 
back to China. 


ITALY’S ROYAL BAPTISM. 


Many Children Injured While in Front 
of the Quirinal. 

ROME, June 15.—The Princess Yolande, 

daughter of the King and Queen of Italy, 

who was born June 1, was baptized at 


the Quirinal to-day, in the presence of the 
King, the royal family and State and 
Chureh dignitaries. In a crush -on the 
square in front of the palace many school 
children were injured.

HIS IDENTITY IN DOUBT. 


Alleged Murderer in England Says He 
Was in America When Crime 
Was Committed. 

LONDON, June 15.—The British steamer 
Duke of Norfolk, Capt. Jenkins, from New 
Zealand, which arrived to-day, brings a 
prisoner charged with murder, robbery, 
and arson, committed at Colchester, Coun- 
ty of Essex, in 1898. The case promises to 
develop a. mistaken identity controversy of 
absorbing interest. 

In the year mentioned Arthur Blatch, ‘it 
is alleged, robbed and murdered Alfred 
Welch and set fire to his victim’s tailor 
shop in order to cover his crime. He es- 
caped. 

At Wellington, N. Z., Nov. 6, 1900, in con- 
sequence of information given by a woman, 
the supposed Blatch was arrested. He was 
positively identified by two residents of 
London, but he says he is Charles Lilly 
White, a naturalized American, who had 
been in the United States since 1885. 

He maintains also that he has an aunt 
named Caroline Cook living in Chicago, and 
that he homesteaded in the State of Wash- 
ington in 1892-3. Some documentary evi- 
dence supports the prisoner's contention. 
The man in custody is a painter and a 
musician, accomplishments which weré not 
possessed by Blatch. 


A LETTER WRITER “ARRESTED. 


Pringle Says He Eats Cucumbers and 
Tops Off with Whisky. 


Charles S. Pringle, a well-dressed man, 
who said that he was fifty years old and 
had lived in this country for the last six 
months, was arraigned before United States 
Commissioner Alexander yesterday on a 
charge of sending threatening letters 
through the mails. The charge was made 
by Anthony Comstock, and Pringle was ar- 
rested at the Eastern Hotel, on Battery 
Place, where he has been living for the past 
four or five months. The managers of the 
hotel say,that he has spent most of his 
time writing letters. 

He has written letters to President Mc- 
Kinley, Gov. Odell, Mayor Van Wyck, and 
other persons of prominence. The letters 
on which Pringle was arraigned in the 
United States Court this morning were at- 
tached to the complaint, and both were ad- 
dressed to the “Chief of Postal Inspect- 
ors.” Pringle, when he was arraigned, 
claimed to be a subject of the English Gov- 
ernment, and demanded the services of the 
British Consul. _Mr. Charles. Fox, the at- 
torney for the British Constl, was called 
up on the telephone and in a few minutes 
appeared in. Commissioner --Alexander’s 
rooms. After a short examination Com- 
missioner Alexander sald that he was con- 
vinced that the prisoner was insane, and he 
was discharged n the custody of Mr. Fox. 

Pringle said he was‘a vegetarian and ate 
no meat. ‘“‘I eat cucumbers and radishes 
or tomatoes for my breakfast, and I drink 
whisky as a top oft. for whisky is a vegeta- 
ble production; therefore I believe m % I 
vary my midday meals by eating stewed 
carrots or something of the kind, Vegeta- 


bles, I tell you, are the most stimulating 
food.”’ 


There was nothing in any of the letters 
written by the prisoner of a threatening 
nature, and upon Mr. Fox’s agreement that 
the man would return to England he was 


discharged by Commissioner Alexander. 
The prisoner was arrested by Deputy Unit- 
ed States Marshals Blake and McEvery. 


MACHINISTS’ UNION DEFIED® 


Metal Trades Association Declares in 


Favor of Piece Work and the 


Premium Plan. 


The National Metal Trades Association 
yesterday followed up its defiance of the 
International Association of Machinists by 
declaring in favor of piecework, against 
which the union has been fighting for years. 


The piecework system has been opposed 
by the union on the ground that when a 


man is found to be very expert and rapid, 
so that he can make a great deal more 
than when paid by the day or the week, 


employers cut thg rates., This the em- 
ployers deny. 
The following statement addressed to the 
ublic was given out yesterday afternoon 
y Edwin Reynolds, President of the Metal 
Trades Association: 


we 

As the National Metal Trades Association and 
its affairs will be brought before the public by 
reason of the machinists’ strike, we desire to 
Place in» your possession some authentic facts 
concerning our associatjon and its position, so 
that you may have proper material if you wish 
to mention this matter. 

Our aims are based throughout upon the basis 
of fair dealing and justice. We will not use our 
influence for any unfair purpose, but will not o€& 
imposed upon. Our issue in the present strike 
is simply one of defense against unfair and un- 
just demands of organized labor—not against 
unions or wages. We have been so h sed by 
the unions interfering with the management cf 
our shops for the past year that the condition is 
no longer bearable. We insist on our right to 
introduce new methods and machines in our fac- , 
tories, and to control our production. We bo- 
lieve that manufacturers must keep up with the 
progress of the world and run their shops on an 
economical, commercial basis, not on any false 
ideas of restricted production. We also intend 
to introduce piece work and the premium plan 
into our. shops, which the unions now oppose, 
but our association will not permit any member 
to make improper use of the premium plan or 
plece work. We wish it plainly understood that 
as an association we are not fighting unionism, 
but its abusés, and will_employ union men or 
free men impartially. me

NO-CANTEEN SYSTEM 
HAS ANOTHER TRIAL 


Pay Day Disturbances at Forts 
Around New York. 


Enlisted Men as Yet Show No Insub- 
ordination, bu} Their Officers Fear 
General Demorajization. 


The no-canteen system had another trial 
last week in the Department of the East 
when the posts around New York were 
paid off, and\ conditions were, as @ rule, 
aggravated over those which obtained after 
the May pay day. The Fort Wadsworth 
and Fort Schuyler posts were paid off on 
Tuesday; that of Fort Hamilton on 
Wednesday; the men of Fort Wood received 
their pay for May on Thursday, and those 
of Fort Hancock on Friday. The enlisted 
men at the three reservations first named 
furnished a number of delinquents for 
court-martial and discipline. While no 
flagitious offense was committed, there 
was more of inebriety than in May, and 
several encounters over liquor outside the 
posts in which old or fancied grudges were 
settled. 

At two of the posts yesterday the de- 
bauch which started on pay day was con- 
tinued. Investigation discovered that the 
smuggling of “ hard ’’ quor into the reser- 
vations is on the increase,-and several en- 
listed men said .that thé results of the 
suppression of the canteen will increase 
with each succeeding pay day until the can- 
teen is restored, and operate against disci- 
pline, good service, and the honor of the 
uniform. 

None of the commandants of the posts 
would talk on the subject or furnish any 
statistics or data of delinquencies attrib- 
utable to the suppression of the canteen 
and the coming around of pay day. Col. 
John I. Rodgers of Fort Hamilton, Capt. 
W. R. Hamilton of Fort Schuyler, and 


Lieut. Col. J. L. Tiernon of Fort Wads- 
worth said that inf being silent on the 
subject they respected the wishes and re- 
quest of Gen. Brooke, who is collecting 
full information in regard to the work- 
ings of the no-canteen system, and who 
will eventually make public some very in- 
teresting facts. While the commandants 
were silent, no bar to free communication 
with the enlisted men on the subject was 
interposed. 


FORT SCUYLER’S RECORD. 

Fort Schuyler is isolated, and to get 
liquor the garrison—Company 80 of the 
Coast Artillery—has to go to Throge’s 
Neck, or Westchester, more than four and 
a half miles away. Stories in regard to 
what happened on pay day and up to yes- 
terday differed, but enough was learned 
from men worthy of credence to establish 
that general good order and decorum were 
upset, as they were a month ago, by the 
visit of the Paymaster. 

*“ About twenty-five men,” said a non- 


commissioned officer, ‘‘ were conspicuous 
in having misspent their pay in May, and 
there was little difference this week. It’s 

retty hard to say how many men come 
non pay day night more or less the worse 
for liquor. If they are in bed at 11 o'clock 
and do not attract atiention to themselves 
and do duty next morning they are all 
right. We had this week about twelve 
‘drunks,’ and three men were absent on 
Wednesday. One returned on Friday, and 
two have yet to report by next Friday, or 
be recorded as deserters. 

*“‘T think the business of getting drunk 
on this post on pay day is dying out. The 
men find it is a bad way to protest against 
no canteen. Were a vote taken to-day 
here it Would be unhdnimous for the canteen. 
But many of the offenders have been heav- 
ily fined and others have been deprived of 
privileges and put on fatigue duty, and 
they think twice before going four miles 
and a half to drink liquor and get into 
trouble. Besides, five courts-martial mean 
a@ grand court-martial and dishonorable dis- 
charge, and that checks some. 

“There are exceptions to every rule. Ohe 
would think that a walk of about five 
miles to the post would sober a man up. 
It- would but for the last drink and ‘ pocket 
pistols’ and whole bottles of ‘jag.’ Of 
course, if the orders of the commandant 
were strictly carried out, every man a 
shade ‘ off’ would be searched on entering 
the reservation. But this isn’t done, and 
the #fact is that not only is there a good 
deal of liquor smuggling indulged in, but 
the hard liquor drinkers have caches just 
outside the reservation. They take a last 
nip before coming in, and get out the next 
morning to get a hair of the dog that bit 
them. A little rum was run in when we 
had the canteen, but not nearly as much as 


now. 

‘** Although we have lost the profits of 
the canteen we keep up in athlétics and our 
club is nét in debt. The men’so far have 
respected their officers, but each pay day 
is bound little by little to undermine disci- 
pline. The appearance of insubordination 
would be a great calamity, as the class of 
men in this arm of the service is very su- 
perior, and whem the canteen existed none 
were more tractable. It was a great mis- 
take to give enlisted men social privileges 
which kept them in the geservations and 
deprive them of them, an&so render them 
stubborn and tricky in getting what they 
welieve they have a right to.’’ 


AT FORT HAMILTON. 


Fort Hamilton’s garrison is made up of 
about 500 men of Companies 84, 51, and 54 
Coast Artillery and Company 11 Field Ar- 
tillery. The latter are classed as “ In- 
dians ’’ by the other soldiers, and are rated 
by them hard drinkers. 

“They don’t. go to Fort Hamilton saloons 
or to Brooklyn for their ‘ booze,’”’ gaid a 
Coast Artilleryman, ‘“ but straight to the 
Bowery.” ; 

An estimate.of the results of Wednesday’s 
pay day could omy be had by talking with 
non-commissioned _officers of each com- 

One of the 84th said:, 

‘ can you expect, with forty- 
three saloons within a mile of the post and 
Brooklyn and New York within hail? The 
men are largely in a majority in’ favor of 
the canteen, but they are driven out of the 
reservation to get what they think they 
have a right to, and have taken to whisky, 
as might have been expected. I can’t say 
how many of my company turned up on 
Wednesday night before 11 o’clock the 
worse for liquor and went to bed without 
gétting into trouble. I know that three or 
the company are absent, that two came in 
disfigured through fighting, and six were 
hauled up for delinquencies attributable to 
pay day and no canteen. 

“Ten men, I believe, are in the guard- 
house. Not all of them, however, are pay 
day cases. I believe, too, that smuggling 
liquor into the post is on the increase. 
When. you. go out look into the picnic 
grounds near Hy, and if you don’t find some 
of the men ‘ working the growler’ I shall 
be mistaken. The sooner we get our beer 
back on the post the better. I can already 
see brutalization through whisky in the 
men.”’ 

A Sergeant of the Eleventh Field Artil- 
lery. corroborated a statement that the com- 
pany cut a big swath on pay day. * 

“ Yes,"’ be said, ** times were pretty red 
hot. Over forty of our men came in 
‘boozy,’ and on Thiirsday there were/seven 
absentees. They have turned. up ‘since. 
Fight? Yes, there was some scrapping, 
but I don’t care to talk about it.” 

‘We had,” said a non-commissioned of- 
ficer of the Fifty-fourth, ‘‘abeut twenty 
men ‘ under the influence,’ and six of them 
got into trouble over {it.. One of them is 
in the ‘brig.’ Our company has, however 
no absentees. There were more ‘drunks ! 
than in May, due to whisky. Our com- 
pany fund is not quite exhausted, but it 
may be soon. We had it in comfortable 
shape when we had the canteen. All this 
is not very creditable. When we had the 
canteen we washed our nt 4 linen in’ pri- 
yate, and there was not much of it at that. 
Now just close to the post you sé¢e things 
that are not nice that dof’t do éredit %6 
the uniform. Such sights were rare when 
we had the canteen.” 


A SERGEANT’S PRIDE. * 


“TI take special credit for my company,” 
said a Sergeant of the Fifty-first. ‘It 
was ‘on the bum’ not long ago, and now, 
even withott the canteen, it’s one of the 
best in the service. Some of the men re 
turned besotted Wednesday night, but we 
had but seven cases of ‘drunk’ and one 


abseritee.' He came bgck this morning. 
One man was court-martialed to-day for 
being too drunk to do out , 

s the reporter for THe New York Ties 
left the post he encountered within 200 feet 
of the entrance gate a member of the Elev- 


th’ Field Artillery so “ loedeg for bear”’ 
t he staggered. He was ‘a merry, 
fins humor, and his salutation as be 


> 


halted and acted as though’ his legs were 
stilts was: 

*“’Scuse me, hic, Sir, but do the atm’s- 
pheric c’nditions, hic, indicate rain?” 

“Rain? No. Rum.” 

“Rum! ’Scuse me, Sir,’’ closely exam- 
ining the reporter, ‘‘ but, hic, you might 
be my s’perior officer.’ 

‘“ When did you leave the 

“ T—t—wenty minutes ago. 

“And got ‘loaded’ so soon?” 

“Loaded! Nonsense. I was, hic, ‘ load- 
ed’ when I left it. Bin loaded, hic, ever 
since pay day. Gimme a chew o’ tobacco.” 

“Have a cigar.” 

‘Well!’ (in astonishment and support- 
ing himself by a tree screen) ‘who the 
devil are you? Got a match?” 

The soldter after he had failed to light 
four matches was furnished with a light. 
Taking-two or three*puffs he shooks hands, 
straightened up, and said: 

‘Now, I'll brace up and go in. Look out 
for the guardhouse? Not much. No dan- 
ger.’’ 

He passed the scrutiny of the guard—if 
the guard noticed him—and sprawled up 
the hill to the Eleventh’s quarters. 

Not 200 yards further four enlisted men 
in khaki suits were seated on an old log 
in a grove of ailantus trees with a can of 
beer in front of them and a negro stable- 
rman watching them as they “rushed the 
growler.’’ They paid no attention to pass- 
ers by who stopped and commented on the 
cstentatious display of disregard for the 
United States uniform. F 

“Oh, that’s nothing,”’ was the remark of 
another soldier on his way to the post. 
‘It’s going to get worse instead of better.”’ 

The Fort Wadsworth garrison had not 
yesterday got over the effects of pay day. 
Jn a saloon close to the gate of the reserva- 
tion were two enlisted men whose talk 
was confused. They had come for a can 
of beer and explained that they were going 
to ‘‘ keep it up” at the house of the post’s 
wesherwoman near by. They appeared to 
take delight in telling of the wild time the 
men had had since pay day. Half the com- 
mand, they said, got ‘‘full,’’ the guard- 
house was crowded, and there had been &3 
men -court-martialedi\ Twenty-three sol- 
diers, they added, were in the guardhouse, 
and 20 members of .the command, which 
consists of 300 men of the Fiftieth, Fifty- 
third, Fifty-seventh, LEighty-fifth, apd 
Eighty-sixth Companies of Coast Artillery, 
were absentees. 

“‘Tt’s the hottest time we've had yet,” 
vclunteered one of the rmen with the can. 
“There's been fighting all through. May 
wasn't a patch on this month.’’

POST OFFICER'S DENTAL. 


A rest officer to whom this information 
was brought said: 

“This is gross exaggeration. 
understand the motive of it. The condi- 
tions this week are about those of last 
month at pay time. Of course, you cannot 


tell how many men came in Tuesday night 
under the influence of liquor, as those 
who came before 11 o’clock had an op- 
portunity to shield themselves by going 
to bed. If my information is correct, as 
I believe it to be, only twenty-five men 
have so far been court-martialed, and two 
or three men will appear before the Sum- 
mary Court Officer. The delinquents were 
all fined. We don’t inflict fatigue penalties 
here. The highest fine was $8. 

*“T have reen as yet no evidence of in- 
subordination or of disrespect, while, of 
course, a man who disgraces his uniform by 
overindulgence in liquor in public has his 
sense of decency dulled. 

“One of the cases tried was rare. A 
man who camé in in liquor got to bed 
all right before 11 P. M. on Tuesday, but 
a little later on his cot was empty, and 
he was found cooling off outside the reser- 
vation gate He was properly punished. 

‘*‘Liquor smuggling, I suppose, is prac- 
ticed. Last month a man who came in 
at pay day time was stopped and a bot- 
tle of whisky was found in his possession. 
He was taken care of in exemplary fash- 
ion. So far as I know, there are now 
only three pay-day delinquents in the 
guardhouge, and_only three men paid off 
on Tuesday are absent without leave. I 
am, of course, pro-canteen. It’s the, lesser 
ot two evils? ut I beligve that the men 
of this post are just as loyal to their of- 
ficers as ever they were. They should be, 
as they have always been leniently dealt 
with and their comfort has been well cared 
tor.” 


ARMED RESISTANCE CEASING. 


North Coast of Mindanao Being Opened 
to Trade.” 
WASHINGTON, June 15.—Rear Admiral 
Kempff has submitted to the Navy Depart- 
ment the following extract from the April 
report of the commanding officer of the 
Samar, which is stationed on the Zam- 

boanga patrol station: 
“April 19 to 27, cruising about north 
coast of Mindanao and to Zamboanga, also 


carrying mail and telephone supplies for 
army. 

“Armed resistance to American authori- 
ties along the north coast has ceased and 
the ingurrectos haveesurrendered, except 
one band recently operating in the vicinity 
of Oraquita. This band is said to have re- 
tired several days’ march into the hills. 

“The district commander is giving per- 
mission to any vessel asking for it to trade 
to any port on the coast. 

‘*In my,opinion, a close or continuous pa- 
trol in that district is no longer necessary, 
but I think that frequent visits should be 
made to that part of the coast by the ves- 
sels of this station.’

WASHINGTON, June 15.—Acting Quar- 
termaster General Bird has _ telegraphed 
Gen. Long, in charge of transportation at 
San Francisco, directing him to fit up 
the transport Thomas, if the Sherman ig 
not available, so that she may sail on 
July 24, ag a special transport for teachers. 
The Thomas is to be fitted to carry 170 
female teachers and 400 male teachers, to 
the Philippines. 

The War Department has received from 
Judge Taft approval of the selection of 250 
teachers, who will be ready to sail on the 
Thomas. One hundred and fifty-six teach- 
ers will sail on the Buford and Logan on 
duly 1 and 16. 


_ Cavite Mail Clerk Arrested, 
WASHINGTON, June 15.—The Postmas- 
ter General has been notified of the arrest 


and trial of Monificie Mansiac J Reyes, a 
native neail clerk in the Cavite Post Office, 
in the Philippine Islands. He was caught 
in the act of robbing the mails, and over 
400 articles of miscellaneous nature, which 
had been taken from letters and packages, 
were found in his room. He was sentenced 
to two years’ imprisonment and to pay a 
fine of $1,000. . 


Time and Cost of Oregon Repairs. 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 15.—Its estt- 
mated that the repairs to the Oregon, which

INDIAN TRIBES PROTEST. 


Visit Secretary Hitchcock and Object to 
the Opening of Their Lands in 


Oklahoma for Settlement. 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—Lone Wolf and 
twelve or fifteen other Indians, represent- 
ing the Kiowa, Comanche, and Apache 
tribes, to-day appeared before the Secre- 
tary of the Interior and made a verbal 
protest against the opening of any part of 
their lands in-Oklahoma to settlement un- 


der the act of the last session of Congress. 
They were introduced by Judge Springer. 
Several of them declared that agreement 
for the cession of their lands had not been 
secured by legitimate methods. 

Judge Springer presented the complaint 
of the Indians’in detail. Secretary Hitch- 
cock told the Indians that he had only re- 
celved them -as a matter, of courtesy, and 
that under no circumstances could he con- 
sider their presentaticn while their case 
was pending in the courts. It is under- 
stood that the Indians will not te received 
by the President on account of Mrs. Mc- 
_Kinley’s ccndition. 


CUBA’S NEW CONDITIONS... 


Little Difficulty Expected in Changing 
from Military Control to Civil 
Government. 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—It is now 
learned that when the Cuban Commission 
was in Washington delegates informed Sec- 
retary Root that they did not think it 
would be possible to have the Cuban Gov- 
ernment organized before Feb. 1, owing 


to the fact that certain procedures must be 
had under their new Conséitution. 

The opinion is expressed at the War De- 
partment that there 1 be little or no 
difficulty in effecting a change from Amer- 
ican military control to Cuban civil con- 
trol. The civil service which Gen. Wood 
has organized is largely composed of Cu- 
bans, and it is believed that the new Gov- 
ernment will utilize this machinery. 

The War Department has received sagen 

of an order issued by Gen. Wood compiling 
the various orders now in farce governing 
marriages in Cuba. The Cuban law con- 
tains provision for the old custom of read- 
ing the bans, though this may be some- 
times dispensed with. The marriage fee is 
limited to $1, United States currency. The 
final clause of Gen. Wood’s order repeals 
all sections of former Cuban laws in re- 
gard to marriage which conflict with the 
present order. 
‘Gen. Wood has issued an order placin 
the direction and inspection of all municipa 
finances in charge of the Department of 
Finance of the island. He also has an- 
nounced that the mining tax known as 
‘‘canon de Minas,” has not been abolished, 
but that its collection is in suspension until 
further notice. 

Gen. Wood has appointed Salvador Mi- 
randa President of the Board of Education 
of Guanajay and Joaquin N. Aramburu 
Secretary of said board, to take the places 
of Ricardo Chipi and. Rafael Usatorres 
respectively, who were dismissed. Gen. 
Wood says that “ the above appointed gen- 
tlemen will hold their respective positions 
until the elections of 1903.’ 


Cuban Teachers Invited to Harvard. 
HAVANA, June 15.—President Eliot of 
Harvard University has invited 100 Cuban 


teachers to attend the Summer school 
there. 


PRESIDENT GRANTS PARDONS. 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—The President 
to-day disposed of eleven applications for 
pardon. He denied two, granted one par- 
don@to restore ¢ivil rights, and granted 
pardons.and commuyutations in eight cases. 

Among those pardoned was J. P. Green- 
wood, who pleaded may to embezaéing 
Post Office money order funds while Post- 
master at Goldfield, Col. He was sen- 
tenced April 13, 1901, to pay a fine of $643 
and to imprisonment for six months in jail 
at Denver. The Attorney General recom- 
mended pardon because “it was clearly 
shown that there was no intention on the 
part of the prisoner to defraud the Gov- 
ernment.” 


PATRIOTISM IN PORTO RICO. 


SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, June 15.—All the 
island schools yesterday fittingly celebrated 
the one hundred and twenty-fourth anni- 
versary of the adoptjon of the American 
flag. In this city 2,500 students marched 
ty the Plaza and sang ‘‘ The Star-Spangled 
Banner” in EngHsh, accompanied fy a 
military band, and the forts fired a salute. 
Commissioner of Education Brumbaugh 
distributed 2,000 flags among those present. 
Similar celebrations were held in other 
towns. 

San Juan is in the midst of a twenty days’ 
eelebration. in honor of its patron saint, 
and there were pyrotechnic displays, pa- 
rades, and spots, to which the people con- 
tributed largely. 

The Governor will shortly appoint a com- 
mittee to arrange for the appropriate ob- 
servance of the Fourth of July.

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COMMISSIONS FOR CADETS. 


Annapolis Visiting Board Recommend 
that They Be Given Immediately 


Upon Graduation. 


“WASHINGTON, June 15.—The Secretary 
of the Navy has received the report of the 
Board of Visitors’ to the Naval Academy. 
‘The conclusions of the board are that the 
state of discipline and general management 
of the institution is excellent; that the title 
midshipman be restored, and substituted 
for that of naval cadet; that the cadets be 
given their commissions immediately upon 
graduation. Under present conditions, a 
cadet on his two-year cruise can receive 
no pension for physical disability incurred 
in the line of duty. 

The board suggests that Admiral Farra- 
guts flagship Hartford be attached to the 
Academy as a practice ship. An urgent 
recommendation is made that measures be 
takén to protect the captured flags at the 
academy from fire. 


SUMMER NAVAL MANOEUVRES. 


Plans for North Atlantic Squadron Of 
Massachusetts Coast. 


BOSTON, June 15.—Charlestown Navy 
Yard officials have been informed that the 
Navy Department is contemplating exten- 
sive manoeuvres for the North Atlantic 


Squadronsthis Summef off the Massachu- 
setts coast. One of the most important un- 
dertakings will be that of determining the 
expedition, facility, and readiness of the 
fleet to establish a base of supplies on 
Shore, such as would be required in war 
times. 

Marines will be landed, the light guns 
taken ashore, ammunition and_ supplies 
landed, and a large quantity of coal, suffi- 
cient for the whole fleet, stored away. 
There will be sham battles, the landing of 
men under cover of the ship's guns, the ré- 
embarkation under the same conditions, 
and the protection of the approaches by 
sukmarine mines.

OPEN CARS IN BROOKLYN. 


The tens of thousands of passengers on 
the trolley cars from Brooklyn yesterday 
morning had an unpleasant and, to some 
of them, a dangerous experience. There 
was nothing novel in it. It’occurs when- 
ever, after about the middle of April, our 
capricious climate turns from hot to 
chilly and a northeast storm beats.down 
across the pathway of the ears. All but 
a very few of the cars used on the lines 
of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company 
are open. Many of them are antiquated, 
with one side protected by loose and flap- 
ping curtains that reach only to the level 
of sthe seats, and the other side not pro- 
tected at all. The remainder have closer 
curtains coming to the floor. All of these 
cars are, however, enthrely open on tHe 
side which is exposed in such weather as 
we had yesterday morning to the rain 
that sweeps across the roadway of the 
bridge. There are curtains on this side of 
the cars, but the conductors never draw 
them while crossing the bridge, and ob- 
ject when passengers do so. 

We understand that. the explanation 
given by the managers of the Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company of their use of 
open cars at this season of the year, with 
no change, no matter what the condition 
of the weather, is, that the motors are 
transferred from the closed to the open 
cars at the beginning of the season, and 
cannot readily be retransferred to meet 
changes in the weather.. This does not 
explain the use of so large a number of 
unfit cars, which cannot afford passen- 
gers even the protection to be had from 
the long and firm curtains. Nor does it 
account for the fact that in bad weather 
the conductors are not instructed to pull 
down the curtains in crossing the bridge 
r-a distance of a mile and a quarter, in 
which no passengers are taken on. It 
does not explain why no attempt is made 
to wipe dry the seats which in the after- 
noon are soaked in crossing when the 
cars are nearly empty. There is no ex- 
planation for these things except the in- 
gapacity and indifference of the man: 
‘

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agement, the general disregard for the 
comfort, health,"and safety of their un- 
fortunate patrons. 

But if we accept the statement as an 
explanation of the failure to adapt the 
cars to the conditions of their use, it is 
_no excuse. It is a part of the duty of 
the company to provide motors in suffi- 
cient number to fit out all the cars that 
may be needed for the decent service of 
the road. It may be that a form of car 
could be deviséd that would give all the 
advantages of the open and of the close 
car for Summer use. It may be that this 
would be less costhy than the provision of 
a full outfit of motors, This is a matter 
of detail. What*is perfectly plain is that 
the obligation of the company to give 
adequate protection to its passengers 
against the weather is utterly disregard- 
ed. And this is done, so far as we can 
«see, solely to save expense to the com- 
pany, and to secure a larger revenue. In 
this particular matter it would seem that 
the conduct of the company would come 
within the jurisdiction of the health au- 
thorities. It is clearly exposing to health 
to ride in open cars in a storm with little 
or no protection against the rain and the 
chill wind. And since the exposure is en- 
tirely avoidable, it would appear to be 
the duty of the Health Board to compel 
the company to avoid it. 

If the company had an intelligent set 
of officers, with any reasonable concep- 
tion of the true interests of the com- 
pany, it would need no compulsion from 
the City Government. It would be seen 
that the good-will of the public to be se- 
tured by a decent consideration of the 
rights of the public would be worth more 
to the company than the saving to be 
made by its present stupid and imbecile 
conduct. This is not a matter of mere 
theory. It has been demonstrated beyond 
all possibility of dispute on this side of 
the East River by the Metropolitan 
Street Railway Company. The policy of 
that, company isas much more profitable 
than that of the Brooklyn Rafid Transit 
Company as it is more intelligent, de- 
cent, and humane. 


OCEAN YACHT RACING. 
One of our British visitors the other 


day expressed his belief that we would 


keep the America’s Cup, and gave as ofie 
of his reasons for thinking so that the 
challenger had to cross the Atlantic on 
her own bottom. The same notion, that 
she is at a disadvantage on this account, 
seems to be betrayed by Sir THOMAS 
LIpTon’s suggestion that he would like 
to race the Constitution or the Independ- 
ence across the ocean. 

The inference, of course, is that the 
British challenger must be made strong- 
er, and consequently heavier, in the 
places in which weight is only a Burden, 
than the defender. We do not think there 
is much in that. It was cited against the 
Vigilant, as it has been cited against her 
But the Vigilant neverthe- 
less did cross the ocean, after she had 
fulfilled her primary purpose of keeping 


successors.

not without honor, in British yacht rac- 
ing. Doubtless she was strerigthened for 


‘the voyage by some system of internal 


bracing, as well as made safer by a jury 
rig. But we shall be greatly surprised 
if these expedients are not equally re- 
sorted to in the case of Shamrock IL., 
and if her owner does not find it practi- 
cable to relieve her on her arrival of 
much weight in the hull. In fact, the 
same processes will be gone through with 
her that would have to be gone through 
with either of thé American yachts built 
to defend the cup if they were sent to 
race in British waters. : 

The suggestion of a race across the 
ocean is not attractive. Such a race 
would be, as it always has been; a test 
of “luck and pluck,” not of model or 
rig. The first! and most famous race 
across was won by the slowest of the 
three boats engaged. And there was at 
least “nothing proven” about the boats 
by the ocean race of Cambria and 
Dauntless or of Dauntless and Coronet. 
What would be proven by a race between 
two ag the modern racing machines 
would be that they were not fit to go to 
sea in. A sane man who was going to 
sea in one of .them would, as a prelimi- 
nary, change her rig to a schooner or a 


’yawl and s®rengthen her hull. If he left 


her a single sticker he would fit her with 
a jury rig bearing a very smal propor- 
tion to the spread of canvas she will 
wear when she is contending for the cup 
in sight-0f land. Such a race would dem- 
onstrate anew that the modern racing 
machine is nothing else, certainly not a 
seagoing yacht. But that is well enough 
demonstrated and understood already. 


DEGADENCE IN FRANCE. 

In‘ order. that our readers may ap- 
preciate the gravity of the dueling news 
fblegraphed from Paris we must ask 
theny to compare the latest duels 
with others worthier of the ancient 
régime. Then with us they will lament 
the change which threatens to displace 
the French code as arbiter elegantiarum 
for the universe, and perhaps even for 
France itself. Consider, for instance, 
the manner in which Jacqugs SaRcpy an- 
swered the criticisms of LAURENT TAIL- 
HADBE upon FRANCISQUE Sarcey’s dra- 
matic opinions. We regret to admit the 
insult to our columns, but the fact is 
TAILHADE alleged that SaARcrY. pére had 
during forty years “employed twelve 
newspaper columns to drivel in once a 
week regularly.” There was but one 
thing for a son, a French son, to do. He 
called TAYLHADE out, and they fought 
with pistols. The impetuous youth fired 
with speed, which destroyed his aim.

What an example would 
then have been lost to the world of how 
to convert an adversary to a friend. 
JACQUES in turn bowed fow, TAILHADE 
bowed lower, and there the reports end, 
but we risk nothing in asserting that 
either would haye shared with the other 
the price of any column either ever 
wrote. 

Consider, also, the case in which the 
Comte pE DrIon sprinted after his op- 
ponent a mile and a half across plowed 
fields, caught him undér the wheels 
of a cab, and, prodded him in ‘the back, 
which is mildness itself compared with 
putting his name in the paper—and we 
refrain, Americans though we are.

How can we say a word 
in defense of a meeting when principals, 
seconds, and spectators exchange defis 
and cards and insults and things like 
that. It is too, too much like a scene be- 
tween rival “‘ rooters’"" upon an American 
baseball field. Alas for France! Only 
the hardiest fair ones can any longer 
assist at these formerly delightful mati- 
nées.

EXPLORATIONS OF INDIAN SITES 
ABOUT NEW YORK. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Among the collections in the American 
Museum of Natural History, probably none 
is more interesting to New Yorkers and to 
strangers alike thah the several local col- 
lections which are arranged especially to 
illustrate the natural history of the city 
and its immediate vicinity. In forming 
these collections the Trustees have had in 
view the educational character of the mu- 
seum. When the collections are developed 
they will fully illustrate ‘the geological 
formations, the minerals, and the extinct 
and living forms of animal life. In order 
to make these local exhibits, complete, it is 
essential that there shoyld be added a col- 
lection illustrative of the Indians who had 
so long occupied this region and who were 
gradually forced from their ancient homes. 

at this epoch of Indian occupation, 
now of almost prehistoric character, should 
be represented in this great educational 
museums and that: New Yorkers should 
take a special interest in securing such an 
exhibit, seems beyond question. That the 
plan has already met with appreciation is 
shown by the fact that the expense of the 
explorations, which have been carried on 
under my direction for the past four years, 
has been provided for in large part by the 
generous contributions: of two gentlemen 
who became interested in the work. 

Old Indian sitesxj on Staten Island, on 
Long Island, in Pelham Park, near West- 
chester, and at Croton have been explored, 
and considerable material has been secured 
from shell heaps, village sites, and burial 
places. Pottery vessels, stone implements, 
bone implements, pipes, and various other 
objects of native work, and arrow points 
and ornaments made of brass obtajned dur- 
ing the early contact with white settlers, 
as well as a number of Indian skeletons 
and the bones of animals, including. those 
of the Indian dog, have been secured. Nu- 
merous village sites, shell heaps, rock she]- 
ters, and earth embankments have been 
described, photographed, and located on a 
map. 

It is one of the objects of these explora- 
tions to prepare a map showing the various 
Indian towns, camp sites, and burial places, 
and so far as possible to trace out the his- 
torical Indian villages. 

Another purpose is to bring together the 
domestic utensils, the weapons, imple- 
ments, and ornaments of the different 
tribes who lived in this region, and to make 
models of rock shelters and earthworks; in 
fact, to present as full a history as possi- 
ble of Indian life as it was in New York 
before and at the time of the coming of our 
own race. 

We have located a number of sites which 
should be explored without delay, so rap- 
idly are they being destroyed by settlement 
or by cultivation of the land. Many of 
these sites are on land where we now have 
permission to explore, but in a year or two 
this land will be used for residential or 
business purposes, and the opportunities 
for archaeological research will be lost. 

The income at the disposal of the Trust- 
ees of the museum is appropriated ° for 
other purposes, and we must depend on 
those specially interested in this local work 
for the means to carry it on. From $1,500 
to $2,000 a year is required, and every little 
contribution will help. This work must be 
done by trained archaeologists with_ the 
help of two or three laborers to dd@®the 
heavy digging. It must be done carefully 
with trowel and brush to remove the skele- 
tons and varidng objects found. Photo- 
gra®hs and sketchés of the objects in place 
must be made as well as plans and descrip- 
tions of the sites explored. We must se- 
cure as full a story as possible of the life 
and customs of the Indians whose former 
hommes we are investigating that we may 
prepare an instructive exhibition, in the 
museum illustrdtive of the old Indian life 
in New York.‘ 

With the hope that this statement will 
meet. the eyes of many who are interested 
in this work, and with the assurance that 
the names of all who contribute will be 
permanently associated with the exhibit, I 
earnestly appeal for assistance to carry on 
the work. Contributions may be sent to

* cause,” ahd under the auspices of the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union. 
And so with the canteen: It is in the 
minds of such people a place where liquor 
is sold, and consequently as black as vivid 
imagination can paint it. I know little 
about the, canteen, but I do know from 
ersonal observation some facts relating 
o the use of liquor by soldiers. I ouppone 
that in the City of Leavenworth, an., 
there are more rumshops to the square 
inch \than in_any other place on “ ’s 
footstool.”’ The place is notorious. Fort 
Leavenworth is, I believe, the ldrgest 
mili establishment we hav At the 
time of which I know soldiers who. wanted 
a drink had to go to Leavenworth for it. 
Most of them walked the t or four 
miles. As they could net f° often, ao 
n o 


let tor sbrut a manth. Tanah thay fot 
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drunk, overstaid their leavé, and had to 
to the guardhouse when they got back. 
The soldiers were the chief support of all 
those rumshops. It is safe to say that the 
saloon men of Leavenworth oppose the 
canteen. 

Temperance lecturers have vivid recol- 
lections of hairbreadth escapes from Leav- 
enworth mobs. Many a man has ,been 
lucky to get away alive, but I think I can 
ne “freedom of the city’ to 
any temp ance « lecturer who will go to 
Leavenworth and *talk against’ the can- 
teen. He. would find all 
open to him.

SPITTING AND MURDER.

As he was an inveterate cigar- 
ette smoker, he may be acquitted on the 
grcund of insanity produced by that per- 
vicious habit. If he has* money enough, 
his counsei will be poor sticks, indeed. if 
they cannot bring about the 3ame result by 
discovering a remote ancestor who was no- 
toriously eccentric or ‘“ morally”’ insane.

Growing Popularity -of the Exposi- 
tion at Buffalo. 


MARVELOUS ELECTRIC SHOW 


Fair Grounds Formerly a Farm—tin- 
dians Becoming Less Wild—Vigi- 
lant Work of Police. 


Special to The New York Times. 

BUFFALO, June 15.—The way this fair 
is taking hold of the people was brought 
home to me yesterday, when I almost ran 
against an old friend by the side of the 
electrical tower. This gentleman is a resi- 
dent of one of the large cities, a city second 
only to New York in importance, and as 
I knew that most of his near relatives out- 
ride of his immediate family were just on 
the eve of sailing for Europe, I was sur- 
prised to see him in Buffalo. 

** Hello!’ I greeted him. ‘‘ What are you 
Coing here? I thought you were going to 
Europe with vour folks.’’ 

**No,”’ he answered. *‘ Europe is rather a 
shopwcrn: old place, and this is new and 
fresh; sq I have brought my wife and 
daughter here to spend six or eight weeks, 
believing that we can have a better time 
here than we should be likely to have in 
Purope.”’ 

“This is the great electrical display of 
the world, without any doubt,” he added, 
and as he is in that business he ought to 
know. He. was looking critically at the 
fat clusters of electric lamps on top of 
pillars all about the big tower, and at the 
devices for illuminating the fountains at 
night, which by day look rather too much 
like fish traps, standing half immersed in 
the fountain basins. 

The middle of the afternoon is no time 
for admiring an electrical display, ° but 
every one who sees it is carried away by 
the beauty of the sight at night. It is a 
stroke of genius on somebody’s part that 
the lights are all turned off about the 
middle of the evening, and then suddenly 
turned on, so that mo one need spend an 
entire evening on the grounds to see the 
wonderful change from deep blackness to 
glaring light. Grand as this transformation 
fs on the spot, it is still grander, to my 
mind, from a little distance. 

There is no better place for enjoying it 
than from one of the Niagara Falls trolley 
ears. They are a mile or more away from 
the grounds, and from their open windows 
there is none of the odor of stale beer or 
cry of the Midway barker to interfere with 
bright imagination. A dozen big ropes, well 
studded with lights, stretched from the 
summit of the tower to convenient nearby 
points would add greatly to the effect with- 
out adding much to the expense; but some 
experience was necessary to teach the 
managers that a line of lights on a dark 
night looks just as well strung from a long 
rope or a pole as from a pile of masonry. 

Family parties are made up in Buffalo 
every fair evening to go out. and see the 
illumination; and I have yet to find the 
first person’ who has gone ‘back disap- 
pointed. 

Most of us have seen how a dollar’s worth 
of Japanese paper lanterns with candles 
burning inside will transform a lonely wood 
into a fairy bower on a dark night, so it is 
not wonderful that so many thousands of 
electric lights should make a fine display. 

The pity of it is that the current should 
be used principally for Hluminating, when 
it might be made’ to do some real good in 
the world. It is said to be generated by 
the. power of Niagara Falls; but the only 
thing to be learned with mathematical ex- 
actness on the fair grounds is the number 
of lamps on the electric tower. Whether 
the current is ground out by the great cata- 
ract, or by a steam engine, fortunately 
makes little difference; but when one walks 
a few miles over the grounds, and returns 
to. see long rows of electric automobiles 
standing idle in the Manufacturers and 
Liberal Arts Building, he is likely to wish 
that the lights were fewer, if that would 
help to start up the electric carriages for 
the conveyance of visitors about the place. 

More than a few newly arrived visitors 
have suggested to me that the nightly illu- 
mination on the shore of Lake Erie must 
be very grand, and that here on the spot, 
where any man can convince himself in 
short order that the fair grounds are not 
on the lake shore nor anywhere near it. 
The little ponds in the fair grounds are 
sometimes dignified with the name of lakes; 
but they are far enough away from Lake 
Erie, and a considerable distance even from 
the Niagara River. The little lakes are 
about as much like Lake Erie as the shal- 
low canals that connect them are like the 
Erie Canal. 

The Buffalonians, who know this land 
before it became fair grounds, agree with 
the fair managefs in saying that it was 
formerly a farm. A valuable one it must 
have been, too, so close to the city, with 
its 365 acres of flat and rich land, and 
its lakes and good transportation facilities. 
Tf the farm had any trees or buildings, the 
fair people made way with them, for they 
are gone. Rumor has it that the arrange- 
ment between fair people and farm people 
is that the fair folks shall use it for their 
own purposes, and at the close of the fair 
shall return it to the farm owner in the 
same condition it*was in before. A busy 
time the fair people will have filling in the 
canals they have dug, and leveling the 
sunken gardens, which sound well but do 
net make much of a show. 

The electric tower might, on a pinch, do 
for a corncrib, or some of the State ‘build- 
ings for granaries. 'f any of the old farm 
horses are left they must look with as- 
tonishment ‘at the chargers of the wild 
Indians. The Indians are not as wild 
now as they doubtless were a few months 
ago, for they are said to have spent the 
Winter in their wigwams on the grounds,” 
ana Buffalo is not exactly in the banana 
belt. When the cold blasts of Winter how! 
down through the city after crossing the 
lake they make some of the streets so 
dangerous for pedestrians that “ life lines ” 
are stretched from tree to tree or lamp post 
to lamp’ post, for the greater security 
of those who must be out. Ido not sec 
any of these ropes remaining now in June, 
but life preservers or*umbrellas might be 
put out to some purpose. 

The Buffalo police have been and are 
vigilant in arresting suspicious persons, and 
each one is announced as ‘‘another dan- 
gerous. crook captured.’ If the police ac- 
counts are to be believed, there are far 
more pickpockets and burgiars here than 
in New York. When the police begin to-ar- 
rest people for obtaining money under false 
pretenses some shops will be to let in 
the Midway. The public guardians are par- 
ticularly vigilant about the railway stua- 
tions, where among the waiting passengers 
considerable show of alertness can be made 
on small capital; but it is plain enough 
from the appearance of the victims that 
fences for selling stolen goods are not as 
much in their line as fences around potato 
fields.

HOME FOR CONSUMPTIVES 


Proposal to Establish a Sanitarium 
Outside the City Limits. 


Will Bé for the Care of Patients Among 
the Poor—Complaints Regarding 
Inmates of Seton Hospital. 


An appeal was made last week by repre- 
eentatives of various taxpayers’ organi- 
zations in Menhattan and the Bronx to 
have the city establish outside of the city 
limits a public hospital for the care of con- 
sumptive poor. The Henry law, passed by 
the last Legislature, gives authority to 
the city to establish such an institution, 
and Mayor Van Wyck and Ccntrwoller Coler 
are now investigating the subject. 

The agitation was started by the Park 
District Protective League and the King's 
Bridge Improvement Association. Com- 
plaints were made to the Health, Depart- 
ment and to Mayor Van Wyck that the in- 
mates of Seton Hospital at Spuyten Duyvil 
were wandering around Riverdale and 
King’s Bridge and were congregating at 
the railroad stations and acting in a man- 
ner to endanger the health of the com- 
munity. It was complained that there was 
lax supervision over the patients, and that 
they were allowed to wander abroad day 
and night. The complaints were referred to 
Ccntroller Coler. 

The memorial presented by Secretary,John 
Jay McKelvey of the Park District Pro-: 
tective League stated that Seton Hospital 
was built and equipped for the care of con- 
sumptives many years ago. He writes that 
the expectation was that, under the meth/ 
eds to be adopted, patients sent to the in- 
stitution could be in a large measure re- 
lieved. if not permanently cured. The me- 
morial states that the locality seemed un- 


suitable, as there was much shade and 
Gempness in the vicinity off the grounds. 
The institution remained practically empty 
until 1897, when an application was made 
to the city for a considerable sum of money 
to be used for the treatment of such pa- 
tients as the city should send to the hos- 
pital. Secretary McKelvey writes: 

The hospital was immediately filled up with 
consumptive patients sent from the tenement 
houses and closely crowded quarters of the city. 
The patients for a time were confined in or near 
the grounds, but soon fell into the practice of 
roaming around the neighborhood. The condi- 
tion of matters became so unbearable and the 
danger of contamination so great that the Board 
of Health was asked to impose some restric- 
tions. Complaint was made to the Board of 
Health of the manner in which the patients to- 
tally disregarded all sanitary rules with respect 
to expectoration, and the way in which they 
congregated at the railway stations, on the 
street corners, and in the private grounds of 
the residents. 


According to Seeretary McKelvey, the 
Board of Health compelled the inmates to 
observe proper sanitary rules for a time. 
The old evil, it is claimed, has again broken 
out. Secretary McKelvey writes: 

The citizens of Spuyten Duyvil, Riverdale, 
and King's Bridge wish in the strongest possi- 
ble manner to bring this condition of affairs 
to the attention of the Health Board, and not 
only to ask but to demand relief from it, Pend- 
ing the establishment of a proper municipal hos- 
pital outside of the city limits, where the 
Vatients can have sufficient room for exercising 
without frequenting the public streets, such 
patients should be confined within the limits 
of the hospital grounds, In the case of the Seton 
Hospital the grounds are of sufficient extent to 
admit of proper exercise without the patients 
going into the street. 


The representatives of the Park District 
Protective League and the King’s Bridge 
Improyement Association make the follow- 
ing statement: 

There has been a strang feeling that the aid 
of the courts should be invoked. to relieve the 
district from the public nuisance which exists 
by reason of the conditions above described. Re- 
alizing, however, that the city has obligations 
toward its consumptive poor, and not wishing 
to interfere with the use of the hospital by the 
eity temporarily. the persons who suffer most 
from the evils have preferred to make a further 
effort to induce the:city authorities to provide 
a hospital outside of the city Mmits as soon as 
practicable, and in the meantime to remedy 
existing evils by the enforcement of proper regu- 
lations. : 

The, taxpayers request that immediate 
steps be taken to establish. a hospital out- 
side the city for consumptive poor; that 
the patients at Seton Hospital be confined 
to the grounds, and that the institution be 
compelled to enforce proper sanitary regu- 
lations, and that proper means for the 
transportation of the dead from the hospi- 
tal be provided. 

In the report made to Controller Coler by 
S. W. Hyhes, Chicf Examiner of the Ac- 
counts of Institutions, it is stated that Sis- 
ter Ignatius, who is in chafge of Seton 
Hospital, was surprised and grieved at the 
state of affairs set forth in the complaint. 
In the report the following staternents are 
made: 

I would say that. personally, it Is my opinion 
that the accommodations in our city for con- 
sumptives are inadequate to the growing de- 
mand upon them, and it appears to me that the 
question of a city hospital for consumptives is 
one that is worthy of the serious consideration 
of yourself and the other members of the honor- 
able Board of Estimate and «pportionment. The 
contagiousness and the prevention of pulmonary 
tuberculosis are as certain as that the hospital 
treatment of the poor afflicted with this disease 
is at once the scientific and humane way of pre- 
venting the spread of the disease. 

Chief Examiner Hynes says that in for- 
eign countries rapid strides are being made 
for the care of consumptive 00r. He 
writes that in Germany over 100 sanita, 
riums for the care and treatment of con- 
sumptives have been established, largely 
through Government aid. Examiner Hynes 
says that in Germany the life insurance 
companies find it profitable to send their 
insured who have tuberculosis to sanitaria 
for treatment.

UNITED HEBREW CHARITIES STA- 
TISTICS.

Statistic of the United Hebrew Charities 
for the month of May show a total of 3,486 
applications, embracing about 12,820 indi- 
viduals received and dealt with, 441 coming 
to the Relief Bureau for the first time. 
Relief was refused, for sufficient causes, in 
606 cases, but regular monthly allowances 
were given in 410 cases. not included in 
these applications. Transportation was sup- 
plied to 122 persons to different parts of 
this country and Europe; 2,710 garments 
and 586 pairs of shoes and 102 articles of 
furniture and bedding were distributed, 
while 45 nights’ lodgings and 103 meals 
were provided for homeless men and wo- 
men. There were 103 bottles of liquor and 
wine distributed, together with 406 orderd 
for groceries, 460 orders for meat, and 25 
orders for surgical appliances. Work was 
found for 458 persons in the employment 
bureau. Receipts were $13,413.06, and the 
disbursements for relief amounted to 
$12,258.17.

COMMANDER BELKNAP DEAD. 


He Entered the Naval Academy in 1864 
» and Had Seen Much Service. 


WASHINGTON, June 15.—The Nayy De- 
partment received a telegram this afternoon 
announcing the death at Baltimore of Com- 
mander Charles Belknap of the navy. 

Commander Belknap was born in New 
Jersey and was uppointed to the Naval 
Academy in 1864. He saw much sea service 
on the old-line ships and later on the Kear- 
sarge. During the war he was in command 


of the cruiser Dixie. As a student he stood 
high. ‘He was three times instructor of 
physics and chemistry and later was tor- 
pedo instructor at the Naval Academy. 

Blood poison caused by an abscess on the 
arm caused his death. He died at the Prot- 
estant Hospital. Secretary Long sent the 
following letter to the widow of Command- 
er Belknap: 

The department is just informed of the death 
of your husband, Commander Charles Belknap, 
and [ hasten to send you the assurance of my 
sincere sympathy and of the great appreciation 
in which Commander Belknap was held in this 
department and throughout the navy as one of 
its best and most efficient officers. His death 
is a great loss to the service. If any word of 
official pratse can in any degree mitigate the 
great sorrow which you suffer, I tender it with 
the most heartfelt respect for him and sympathy 
for you. 


GEN. MAX WEBER DEAD. 


German Revolutionist and Union Com- 
mander Succumbs to Kung Trouble. 
Gen. Max Weber, who fought with dis- 

tinction as a revolutionist in Germany, and 

later as a Union soldier in the American 
war of the rebellion, died yesterday at his 
home, 453 Willoughby Avenue, Brooklyn. 

His death was due to lung trouble. 

Gen. Weber was born in 1824, at Achern, 
in. Badenia, Germany. He received his 
education at the military academy at Carls- 
ruhe, and became a Lieutenant in the army 
of his native State. At ¢he outbreak of 
the German revolution, in 1848, Lieut. 
Weber, with his regiment, joined the in- 
surrectionists. He was elected Colonel of 
the regiment, and commanded it in most 
of the battles in which it took part. 

After the suppression of the revolution, 
Col. Weber came to this country and set- 
tled in this city. For a long time he con- 
ducted the Hotel Konstanz, which was 
at William and Frankfort Streets. The 
hotel became a rendezvous for German 
refugees. When war broke out betwéen 
the North and the South, Col. Weber or- 
ganized what was known as the Turner 
Regiment, of which he was made the com- 
mander, He was for a time stationed at 
Fort Monroe, and later was placed in 
command of Camp Hamilton. On May 11, 
1862, he was made a Brigadier General. 
During the battle between the Monitor and 
Merrimac Gen. Weber was sent ‘with his 
command to Newport News, to prevent 
the landing of Confederate troops there. 
He fought in the Shenandoah Valley with 
Gens. Sigel and Hunter, and in July, 1864, 
defended Harper's Ferry against the troops 
of Gen. Early. In the battle of Antietam 
Gen. Weber was wounded in the right arm 
by a rebel bullet. 

_ After the war he was appointed as Amer- 

ican Consul at Nantes, France. Later he 

held the office of Tax Assessor in New 

York. President Grant appointed Gen. We- 

ber as Collect6r of Internal Revenue in this 

city. For the past seventeen years Ge 

Weber had lived in retirement in Brook- 

lyn. . His wife died about eight years ago, 

and he leaves no children. He was a mem- 
ber of Trinity Lodge of Masons, of Kolte’s 

Post, Grand Army of the Republic, and of 

the Liederkranz in Manhattan. The ar- 

rangements for the funeral have not yet 
been made. 


NEIL WARNER, TRAGEDIAN, DEAD. 


Actor Succumbs to Bright’s Disease at 
His Home in This City. 

Neil Warner, the tragedian, whose real 
name was Willfam Burton Lockwood, died 
at his home, 152 East Twenty-seventh 
Street, yesterday morning, of Bright's dis- 
ease. Mr. Warner was born in London, 
England, seventy years ago. He was a 
cousin of Ouida, the novelist. Mr. Warner 
was educated for the ministry. By chance 
he met G. V. Brooks, the noted tragedian, 
and at his suggestion Mr. Warner turned 
his attention to the stage. He made his 
début on the London stage at the Maryle- 
bone Theatre. He then went to Australia 
and starred successfully in the standard 
drama. 

In 1868 Mr. Warner went to San Fran- 
ciseo, played across the Continent, and on 
Feb. 20, 1869, he made his first appearance 
in this city, at the New York Theatre, in 
the rdle of Othello. He then played at the 
Bowery, Niblo’s Garden, the Grand Opera 
House, Wallack’s, and with Mrs. Conway's 
company in Brooklyn. While with Mrs. 
Conway's company he met and married 
Belle Chippendale, daughter of Frederick 
Chippendale,»of the famous old family of 
players. With his wife he went to St. 
John, N. B., and played a long season in 
stock. Next he managed, with Eugene 
MacDowell, the Theatre Royal, in Montreal. 
Later, in partnership with Felix Morris, he 
managed the Academy, Montreal. He made 
two visits to California, playing with the 
old stock companies in San Francisco. 
Finally he came back to New York under a 
contract to play for four years with Au- 
gustin Daly’s company. The contract was 
broken, and Mr. Warner was engaged to 
play in “ Aristocracy.”’ Subsequently he 
appeared in the support of Kate Claxton. 
Three years ago he suffered a stroke of 
apoplexy. He leaves a wife and three 
daughters—Mrs. E. S. Butterfield, Leonore 
Lockwood, and Affie Warner. § Arrange- 
ments for the funeral have not yet been 
made. The body will probably be taken to 
Montreal for burial.

Sears of Cornell: Runs 100 Yards 
in Record Time. 








N. Y. A. Ce WINS FIRST PLACE 





No Records Broken in Competition— 
Howard W. Hayes Captures 440 
and 880 Yard Runs. 





BUFFALO, June 15.—The series of field 
and track sports given under the direction 
of the Amateur Athletic Union to-day end- 
ed with the senior championships, and 
when the last lap had been run and the 
last weight tossed not a single amateur 
record had been broken in competition. 
In an exhibition throw Harry I. Gill of 
Toronto tossed the discus 120 feet 11% 
inches, which is 2 feet 24% inches better 
than the record, which has stood for more 
than three years, but the amateur author- 
ities do not recognize performances out- 
side of competition. 

The prettiest performance of the day was 
the sprinting of F. M. Sears of Cornell, 
who ran 100 yards with a New York Ath- 
letic Chub emblem on his breast in 0:09 4-5, 
which is the record. Sears also took the 
220-yard run in brilliant style, and went 
the distance within three-fifths of a second 
of the record. 

Almost equally good was the work of 
Howard W. Hayes, the plucky Detroit dis- 
tance runner, who captured both the cn- | 
and 880 yard runs. Jerry Pierce, the Sen- 
eca Indian boy, failed to redeem the prom- 
ise that his work in the five-mile run yes- 
te:day held out. Frank N. Kanahy of Cam- 
Lridgeport, Mass., trotted him tired in four 
miles and left him without wind or strength 
enough for a spurt at the finish. 

The weight events were participated in by 
the best men in that department of sport, 
Lut except in the discus no one got any- 
where near the records. John Flanagan, 
New York Athletic Club, took the sixteen- 
pound hammer-.and fifty-six-pound weight; 
F. G. Beck of Yale, the sixteen-pound shot, 
and Harry Gill of Toronto, the discus. Gill 
was protested in every event in which he 
competed for alleged professionalism, and 
the results in the discus, which he won, the 
running high jump, where he was second, 
and the sixteen-pound shot, where he was 
second, will remain in doubt until his case 
is passed upon. 

Crediting it with the men who ran under 
its colors, the New York Athletic Club was 
tirst in wins; Detroit Athlete Club was sec- 
ond, and the Pastime Athletic Club was 
third.

CYCLISTS IN LONG RUN. 


A Motor Cycle Division Was the Feat- 
ure of the 100-Mile Event. 

The largest century run of the season was 
held over the usual Long Island course 
yesterday under the auspices of The New 
York Journal. The exact number of com- 
petitors was in dispute, as the manager of 
the affair claimed that there were over a 
thousand starters, while observers estimat- 
ed the actual number at 400 or 500. The 
start was made from the Bedford Rest, at 
the corner of Bedford Avenue and Eastern 
Parkway, and the route included Valley 
Stream, Massepequa, Lynbrook, Amityville, 
Freeport, and Coney Island. 

The first division, consisting of about 
fifty riders, headed by D. M. Adee-of the 
Century Road Club, started from the Bed- 
ford Rest at 5:40 A. M., and was followed 
by seven other regular divisions at inter- 
vals of twenty or thirty minutes. At noon 
a motor cycle division, containing seven- 
teen motor bicycles and tricycles, started 
and this was followed by two supple- 
mentary afternoon divisions, whose riders 
were not expected to finish until midnight. 

There were the usual number of freak 
riders, including one who rode without 
handlebars, and another who had but one 
leg. There was also a small boy eight years 
of age, who was said to have ridden in the 
same run last year. 

Most of the riflers were very young men, 

n.any of them mere boys, and a very large 

number were evidently from out ef town, 
Club uniforms were in the minority. and 
even cycling suits were not worn by many 
of the riders, who rode in suits of ordi- 
nary clothing with Icng trousers confined 
at the bottom by clips or tied with cords. 
Mcst of them looked much thé worse for 
wear, having encountered the rainstorm 
of the early forenoon, which was very 
heavy, in the neighborhood of Freeport. 

The principal interest was in the per- 
formances of the motor cycles; for which 
a different course from that of the regu- 
lar run had been arranged in order that 
they might be free to make the run a test 
of speed as well as endurance. The first 
of the motors in was a tricycle, fitted with 
a De Dion Bouton motor, and ridden by F. 
B. Schele and Mrs. Schele; which finished 
at 6:50. As the start was at noon, the 
elapsed time was 6 hours and 50 seconds. 
Fifteen minutes behind it was a Thomas 
auto-bicycle, ridden by G. M. Fisher, which 
was closely followed by an Orient motor- 
bicycle, ridden by E. L. Fergusqn. The 
latter had missed his way at one point 
and had ridden ten miles off the route be- 
fore discovering his mistake, or he prob- 
ably would have finished first. Another 
Orient motor-cycle was fourth, and its 
rider said he had also ridden several miles 
out of his way. 

The first rider to finish was D. M. Adee, 
the chief pacemaker of the first division, 
who brought his string in promptly on time, 
at 5:40 P. M., and from that time until aft- 
er midnight there was a steady stream of 
arrivals. There were the usual rumors of 
accidents which could not be verified. One 
rider was said to have dislocated his shoul- 
der, another to have fallen under a team 
and to have been walked upon by a horse, 
and a bunch of five were said to have been 
arrested “at Lynbrook for riding on the 
sidewalk.

The Cup Yacht Partly Rigged and 
Her Mast Stepped. 








WORK WILL CONTINUE TO-DAY 





Billman Is Determined that She Shall 
Spread Her Wings Once More on 
the Bay To-morrow. 





A remarkable change has taken place on 
the Constitution since morning. From her 
position on the railway, a sparless, ungain- 
ly craft, high and dry in the slip at the 
Herreshoff works at sunrise, she to-night 
floats gracefully in Narragansett Bay, her 
mainmast in_position, and the gear so far 
set up that there is every chance of her be- 
ing completed by Monday afternoon. 

In any event her first trial spin as a re- 


fitted craft will undoubtedly occur in the 
early part of the coming week. 
No sooner had the Archer moved away 


from the yacht than the iron workers be- 
gan fitting the settings at the step of the 
mast down to the platform below the 
hatches. 

Under Billman’s orders at 8 o'clock, the 
riggers began putting the mast in shape, 
assisted by a dozen or more of the Con- 
stitution’s crew. When work ceased this 
evening the lower end of the mainstay was 


fastened in position about the heel of the 
bowsprit. 
A number of runners were let down to 


the deck to their turn buckles, the prevent- 
er backstays were taken out aft, as were 
also the extra backstays. The lower 
spreaders were sent up aloft, and the mast- 
head runners were carried down from the 
ends of the spreaders to the deck. The 
mast’s shrouds were also set wp in their 
turn buckles. 

It was hardly daylight when the steam 
drum oe the yacht in position was 
reversed, and it was hardly a moment be- 
fore she was clear of the railway and 
safely afloat. The work on the main- 
mast was finished during the forenoon, and 
a steam derrick hoisted it on top of a 
cradle. e 

It was sent in motion on the marine rail- 
way and launched in much the same fash- 
ion as the yacht had been earlier in the 
day. The patch placed on the mast is so 
finely done that it would be difficult to tell 
just where it begins and stops, were it not 
sor the strip of dark paint on the new sec- 
ion. 

At noon the mainmast was hoisted out of 
the cradle by the Archer, and was soon 
put into position on the Constitution. Al- 
most immediately, a crew. commenced the 
work of re-rigging the craft, and worked 
with such a will that there is every indi- 
cation to-night that Monday will see the 
end of their labors. 

Billman's riggers remained here to-night 
in order to work on the Constitution to- 
morrow, with the intention of having the 
boat ready for a trial spin in the bay on 
Monday. 


COLUMBIA CREW DOES WELL. 


"Varsity Eight Rows Four Miles in 
Twenty Minutes and Twenty 


Seconds. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., June 15.—The 
feature of to-day’s work of the crews was 
a time row by Columbia's ‘Varsity crew 
ever the four-mile course late this after- 
noon. The time made (20:20) was not sen- 
sational, but, considering that it is more 
than two weeks before the date of the 
race, it is considered a good achevement. 
Everybody about Columbia's quarters is 
naturally in high spirits to-night, especial- 
ly as each one feels that the crew is capa- 
ble of rowing the four miles in less than 
twenty minutes. It is understood that the 
crew will go over the course again next 
Tuesday morning. 

Coach Hanlan took the three crews out at 
5 ®. M., following on the Walla Walla. 
They rowed up stream and at the icehouse, 
which marks the second mile of the course, 
the freshmen and ’Varsity four were turned 
around and sent back to the boathouse, 
while Hanlan continued to the head of the 
course with the 'Varsity eight. The water 
conditions were favorable to good time, 
though the*tide was said to be siower than

race. The water was pertectly 
then, but it had been quite rough earlier 
in the afternoon, when the Pennsylvania 


contingent were out. The blue and white 
eight rowed very leisurely up the river, and, 
after a very short rest, they returned and 
drew up on the starting line of the regular 
course.

He said the last 
mile was made in 4:50.

TOO MUCH WIND AT LARCHMONT 


Annual Spring Regatta Postponed Until 
To-morrow by Reason of a Stiff 
Northeaster. 


The Spring regatta of the Larchmont 
Yacht Club, which was to have been sailed 
yesterday, was postponed until to-morrow 
on account of unfavorable weather condi- 
tions. Seldom it is that yachtsmen have to 
complain over too much wind in the mid- 
dle of June, but there was enough to sail 
all the races on the club’s programme for

Forty-three high-class yachts yere at 
anchor in the Horseshoe in readiness for 
the season's first big event.

Smith a Happy Man.

CAMP TOWNSEND, Peekskill, NM: Ts 
June 15.—There no happier man in camp 
to-night than Lieut. John M. Smith, camp 
Quartermaster storekeeper. Throughout 
the season he sees re giments come and go 
and feels an interest in them because he 
himself has been a soldier in National or 
State service for over sixty years. 

But the Seventh is here to-night, the 
Seventh, whose Drum Major he had been 
for thirty-three years, when he retired 
with the brevet rank of Lieutenant last 
year. It was the first time in the history 
of the camp that he did not lead the regi- 
ment in, but there was a look of satisfac- 
tion and pride in his eyes as he gazed at 
the long line of gray marching by.

down to the 1:30 
but those figures have changed materially 
since the arrival of the later afternoon 
trains. The start of the regiment was so 
early that many remained in the city until 
noon to round out the week’s business. 

The last half day of the Eighth was 
without incident. They received their pay 
from Col. Chauncey P.Williams after break- 
fast in checks which aggregated $6,260.25, 
and at 11 o'clock formed in the north 
parade ground in heavy marching order, 
stacked their guns, unslung Merriam packs 
haversacks, and went to dinner at 
11:30. The line was immediately re-formed 
when dinner was cver, and at 12:45 the 
Seventh marched in. 

Then the Eighth went away, somewhat 
regretfully, for they had had a pleasant 
time, but proud in the publication of Gen- 
eral Order No. 3, which read: 

“The Major General ccmmanding com- 
mends the work ard conduct of the regi- 
micnt and the band while on duty at this 
camp.’ 

Elgie’s band of Albany went with them 
to Roe Hook after two weeks’ service as the 
post band, and the Seventh's musicians, 
urder Bardmaster George L. Humphrey, 
tock their place. Ihe Second Battery, in 
ccmmand of Major David Wilson, also 
came in for its tour of camp duty. They 
had arrived in Peekskill by train at 10:30, 
and, unloading there, had marched on to 
cump. Forty minutes sufficed for them to 
unload guy carriages and caissons, to har- 
mess and hitch their horses, and their 
march to Camp Townsend was made expe- 
dGitiously and in good order. The entire out- 
fit was clad in khaki uniforms, and they 
luoked very fine as they defiled by the 
Eighth’s right and parked their guns in 
the regiment's rea ‘They will remain in 
camp the entire week, and besides the 
vsual drills will practice over the 3,000- 
yard artillery range established here this 
Fummer. 

Ordinarily it rains when the Seventh 
comes to Camp Townsend, but, although it 
has been threatening all day, no rain has 
fallen. The air, however, has been damp 
and chilly, but there has been work enough 
to do since the regiment's arrival to keep 
the blood of every member in circulation. 
Grass which has grown up about the tents 
during the past week has been cut away; 
tent floors have been elevated and the 
earth under them raked over, and when 
any one has found he had nothing more to 
do he has gone out on the parade ground 
and played ball But the number of play- 
ers Was small, in comparison with those 
who still found work to do, and nothing 
regular in the game line was undertaken. 

The Seventh this year has no regular 
Chaplain, but services will be held to-mor- 
row by the Rev. William E. McCord, a pri- 
vate in Company F and assistant minister 
ot St. Paul's Cathedral, Cincinnati, Ohio. 
It was only about a month ago that Pri- 
vate McCord went to Cincinnati, and at the 
solicitation of Col. Daniel Appleton he re- 
turned to go to camp with the regiment 
especially to hold services on Sunday. He 
will remain with the regiment most of the 
week. The regimental glee club and the 
band will assist in the services, and if 
clear they will be held under the trees 
on the bluff near Gen. Roe’s headquarters. 

As the regiment is going to Camp Roe on 
Monday for three days’ tenting in the 
field, Col. Appleton, accompanied by Gen. 
Roe, rode out this afternoon to look over 
the camp site.

TRAFFIC JAM ON THE BRIDGE. 


Breaking of a Car Axle Caused Three- 
Hour Delay in the Elevated Line. 


As a result of the breaking of an axle 


of a car on the bridge railroad during the 
“rush” hours morning, travel 
on the road was suspended for three hours 
and thousands of Brooklynites were late 
in reaching their of business in 
Manhattan. 

The block was one of the worst that has 
occurred on the bridge in a long time, and 
not oaly was traffic stopped on the bridge, 
but the running of trains on the Brooklyn 
and Kings County Elevated Railroads was 
also interrupted. 

The accident occurred at 7 o'clock. A 
motor pushing four other cars, all 
crowded to the gates with passengers, had 
started from the Brooklyn terminal, and 
Was rounding the curve just outside the 
Station when the forward axle of the first 
car suddenly snapped. The train was trav- 
eling at a fast pace, and_the broken axle 
went ripping over the ties for some dis- 
tance. The forward car was derailed, and 
plowed up the roadway. A section of the 
third rail was torn up, and it fell, accom- 
panied by an alarming display of electrical 
pyrotechnics. 

When the train was finally brought to 
@ standstili the forward part of the first 
car hung over the driveway. Word was 
at once sent to the power house, and the 
electric current was shut off from the 
third rail. Many of the passengers then 
made their way along the track back to the 
terminal. 

‘The wrecking crew found the task of 
clearing the line a hard one, and while it 
Was at work a great jam of disgusted pas- 
Sengers was forming in the bridge terminal 
and on the elevated railroad platforms up 
stairs. When transfers to the trolley cars 
were finally issued, and the mass of pas- 
sengers began to move slowly down to the 
street, they found themselves but little 
better off, as all of the cars were already 
crowded. Many hundreds of people walked 
ecross the bridge. 

At the office of the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Company it was said that several 
similar accidents had occurred at the same 
curve, and an effort would be made to re- 
duce the curve at that point.

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BARKER TRIAL FOR TO-MORROW 


Case Against Assailant of the Rev. Mr. 
Keller to Open Before a 


Struck Jury. 

The trial will begin to-morrow morning 
in the Hudson County Court House in 
Jersey City of Thomas G. Barker, on in- 
dictments of assaulting the Rev. John 
Keller in Arlington on Feb. 3 last. Bark- 
er 1s under three indictments—for assault 
with intent to kill, for an atrocious as- 
sault, and for a simple assault. 

The trial will be held before Judge John 
A. Blair and a struck jury. The State 
will be represented by Prosecutor James 
Ss. Erwin. 3arker will be defended by Al- 
bert C. Wall and ex-Assistant Prosecutor 
Marshall Van Winkle. 

Prosecutor Erwin said yesterday that he 
did not expect a long trial. The case, he 
said, was a very plain one. Barker's law- 
yers have not indicated what their defense 
will be. The State sent physicians to see 
Barker immediately, and has taken other 
precautions to combat the theory of in- 
sanity. It is said that Mrs. Barker and 
the defendant will testify that she dis- 
closed to Barker the evening before the 
shooting that she was assaulted by Keller 
in June, 1899, while she was alone in her 
house; that the first intimation of the dis- 
closure was made by Mrs. Barker while 
she was in a delirium. It is said also that 
the defendant will swear that he spoke to 
the Rev. Mr. Keller and told him why he 
fired the shot. The defense has prepared 
testimony to show that the Rev. Mr. Kel- 
ler was not a strictly temperate man -as 
regards drink. 

The maximum punishmeyt which Barker 
can receive is twelye years’ imprisonment 
at hard labor and a fine of 33,000. Chief. of 
Police Benjamin Murphy will detail a 
strong squad of police to keep order about 
the Court House. Boys and girls will be 
excluded. No seats have been reserved. 


HORSES FOR CITY SERVICE. 


Charge that They Have Not Been Pur- 
chased in Accordance with Pro- 
visions of the Law. 
Commissioners of Accounts Owen and 
Hertle have made a report on the purchase 
of horses by the Fire and Street Cleaning 
Departments, and the experts claim that 
violations of the law have been discovered. 
Section 419 of the charter prohibits ali pur- 
chases of supplies for more than $1,000 
except by public advertisement of the con- 
tract’ and public letting. The Commission- 
ers of Accounts claim that in 18)8 the 
Fire Department of the Boroughs of Man- 
hattan and the Bronx purchased sixty-two 
hcrses, at an expense of $12,482. Forty- 
nine horses were purchased for Brooklyn 
and Queens at an expense of $9,450. In 
1899 the Department of Street Cleaning 
bought 428 horses for $78,715. The Com- 


missioners of Accounts claim that these 
horses should have been purchased by con- 


tract. 

Commissioner Scannell claims that it 
would not be feasible to purchase by con- 
tract, as all horses are taken on probation 
and if they are found unsuitable for Fire 
Department purposes, they are returned 
without costing the city $1 except for feed. 
Commissioner Nagle claims that it is not 
yossible to foretell how many horses will 
cs needed, and so no contract can be made. 
He says that ifwhorses were purchased in 
lots, the city would lose money in the end. 
The Commissioners of Accounts are inves- 
tigating the matter and will soon make a 
report to Mayor Van Wyck. 


MRS. FLAGLER’S ESTATE. 


Referee Appointed to Pass Upon the Ac- 
counts of Eugene M. Ashley. 


Justice Gildersleeve, in the Supreme 
Court, has appointed Francis P.Lowery as 
referee to pass upon the accounts of Eu- 
gene M. Ashléy, who was appointed a com- 
mittee of the estate of Mrs. Ida A. Flagler 
about a year ago. The referee is ordered 
to take testimony as to the correctness of 
the accounts and report to the Supreme 
Court. 

Mrs. Flagler is the wife of Henry M. 
Flagler, the oil capitalist, of Florida. She 
has been detained in a sanitarium in this 
State for some time. Her estate is very 
valuable. Recently the Florida Legislature 

assed a law giving as a cause for divorce 
nsanity. It is said Mr. Flagler will take 
advantage of it te secure a divorce from 
his insane wife.

NEW YORK GUARDSMEN 
MEET IN SHAM BATTLE 


Twenty-second Regiment Engages 
the Ninth and Twelfth. 


Van Cortlandt Park the Scene and 
the 
President Roosevelt a Spectator. 


Early Morning Hour—Vice 


Slowly moving along the highways from 
King’s Bridge, and cautiously picking their 
way through the woods, the Twenty-sec- 
ond Regiment, some 400 men strong, made 
its way toward Van Cortlandt Park at an 
early hour yesterday morning. In ad- 
vance of the column, moving cautiously 
forward, then darting back quickly, were 
bicycle scouts, eagle-eyed in pursuit of a 
hidden foe. Gen. McCoskry Butt was in 
command, and the bright trappings of his 
uniform and those of the officers of his 
staff relieved the sombre tone of the 
gloomy day. The air was raw and chilly. 
Here and there on each side stretched 
long expanses of green, broken now and 
then by patches of yellow and purple wild 
flowers in full bloom. From doorways and 
windows curious eyes looked out upon the 
soldiery, and an occasional cheer broke 
the stillness of the morning. 

In the natural amphitheatre formed by 
the smooth lawn of Van Cortlandt Park 
the Ninth and Twelfth Regiments had ar- 
rived a little earlier. They had come 
through the woods from the south by 
forced march to intercept the column under 
Gen. Butt. Further down the river a hard- 
pressed army was retiring. Gen. Butt was 
pursuing relentlessly, and a heroic effort 
only could save the defeated army. Gen. 
Franklin Bartlett, in command of the 
Twenty-second, had thrown his men into 
the park, with a view of cutting off the 
pursuers from the main body. It was 
known that his force was greatly outnum- 
bered. Fleet-footed runners,had brought 
word of that. But Gen. Bartlett had with 
him the First Battery. under command of 


Col. Wendell, and it was believed that the 
guns would prove an effective check on 
the pursuers. 

The point of attack was entirely conject- 
ural. The artillery was divided into two 
platoons, one taking up a position guarding 
King’s Bridge Road and the other placed so 
as to stay the pursuers should they come 
along the old Albany Post Road. The main 
body of the regiment took up positions on 
the hillocks on each side of the parade 
ground, flanking the two platoons of the 
battery. Major Hotchkin was in command 
of the first battalion, holding the Hne to the 
south. Major Hart held the position to the 
north, and a third battalion under Capt. 
Liliendal was held in reserve. 

The lines had hardly been drawn up 
when a scout came in haste to announce 
the approach of the enemy. Orders flew 
up and down the lines. Then the stillness 
was broken by a shot. A tongue of flame 
leaped from one of the guns stationed on 
the south line, and the roar that followed 
was punctuated by the rattle of musketry 


fire. 

Boom! Ping! Ping! Crash! 

The battle was on. From the valley on 
Hotchkin's side came a rush of men. Their 
rifles blazed and the air was filled with 
smoke. The men were in open ranks and 
the firing was desultory. very now and 
then the big cannon roared and the on- 
coming soldiers wavered in the face of its 
execution. But only for a moment. 

*‘Forward!'’ came the order, and they 
still pressed on. The seconé cannon had 
been echoing its brother’s note. The boom- 
ing was now incessant. “Green hillocks and 
gray skies had faded from view and a black 
pall of smoke hid all but the occasional 
flashes of light. . 

Major Hotchkin tried to rally his men. 
For a time they seemed to respond, but 
finally the force of numbers proved too 
strong. They were forced slowly »ack. 
The third battalion was ordered to go to 
their aid. 

It was at this poet that Capt. Liliendal 
approached Col. Bartlett. ‘I guess I cen 
go and have a smoke now,”’ he remarked. 
“TIT haven't had a cigar for an hour,” 

The position was not a strong one. The 
two battalions of Gen. Bartlett’s command 
and the two platoons that supported them 
were about a mile po and had occupied 
positions that could be easily flanked by a 
superior force. One part of the command 
lay beyond the little lake, the other on 
Riverdale Avenue, near the Mosholu Park- 
way. 

A strong detachment of the Ninth com- 
menced a movement to march across from 
Jerome Avenue to the King’s Bridge Road. 
This movement was discovered b the 
scout of the Twenty-second Regiment. 
When the first ae opened tire the 
regiment deploy dgainst the First Batr- 
talion. Pressing forward with its full 
strength, it drove the battalion across the 
railroad track to the open ground. 

By this time the battle had become gen- 
eral and extended a front of nearly fhree 
miles. From the wooded ridges on each 
side Gen. Butt’s men sent their fire into 
the ranks of the enemy. The Ninth Rezgi- 
ment, with its superior numbers, out- 
flanked the opposing force, and the Twelfth 
Regiment succeeded in executing a flank 
movement against the Second Battalion of 


the Twenty-second. 

The second platoon took up a position on 
the north to cover the retreat of this force, 
but the pursuers succeeded in driving the 
rear guard to the little hollow beyond the 
guns. Then the bugles sounded: ‘ Cease 


firing.’ When the battle was declared off, 
the ‘Sint and Twelfth, had the guns at 


their mercy. ; 

Gen. Butt commanded the operations of 
the brigade. On his staff were Lieut. Col. 
Henry 8. Clark, Assistant Adjutant Gen-

LEGAL NOTES. 

A QUESTION OF REPRESENTATIONS.—The 
Appellate Division in this city has reversed 
a judgment on a verdict for $16,271.35 in 
favor of plaintiff in an action brought by 
William A. Taylor against Robert H. 
Thompson and Henry D. M@gpris to recover 
damages for misrepresentations by which 
plaintiff was induced to purchase the busi- 
ness of the firm of Thompson, Culbert & 
Co. The defendants claimed that they 


never authorized any _ representations; 
that the alleged representations were made 


by Robert Culbert, a partner in their firm, 
who was to join plaintiff in the purchase 
of the business. n the trial, Mr. Thomp- 
son testified that he told Mr. Taylor that, 
so far as he and Mr. Morris were con- 
cerned, they knew nothing about the value 
of the business, whether it was worth 
$108,006 or $8,000. “Our negotiations,” he 
said, ‘‘ have been with Mr. Culbert, and 
he has gone over this wholesaffair, and I 
presume he knows what he is buying.’’ 
The Court holds, by Justice O’Brien, that, 
although Culbert acted in a double capaci- 
ty as agent for each of the parties, and a 
Mability to the extent of the injury inflicted 
arose as against the one who benefited 
from his fraudulent acts in favor of the 


other, the judgment must be reversed be- 
cause of the refusal of the trial Justice to 
charge a request of defendants, that if the 
7 believed that plaintiff was apprised 
y them that they took no responsibility 
as to the value of the business, a verdict 
must be for defendants.

HARVEST TIME OF 
THE FLAT THIEVES 


Many Complaints of West Siders 
Followed by an Arrest. 











AA Vendor of Needles Accused by the 
Police—His Curious Tours 
7 of Inspection, 





'Thig is the period of the year when flat- 
house burglars begin to thrive. The police 
know this class of thieves, just as they 
know second-story men, porch climbers, 
or those in any other category. New York 
is essentially a city of flats, and now, 
when people seek the country side and the 
seashore, leaving only a janitor by day 
and possibly a husband or son by night, 
the flathouse burglar reaps his annual 
harvest. 

Capt. Titus’s men captured a man yester- 
fay who if responsible, they believe, for 
@ great many complaints” that have come 
to the police from the upper west side 
within the past few weeks. This young 
gman gave his name as Ferdinand Ojamin. 

Mr. Ojamin is a carefully dressed, at- 
tractive young man. He knew the char- 
acteristics of apartment house janitors, 
and especially that proneness on the part 
of these individuals to gaze languidly into 
space, no matter who appears to seek ad- 
mittance into the portals they are sup- 
posed to guard. 


Mr. Ojamin peddles needles. At least, 


, that has been the ostensible object of his 


-wisits when by accident or miscalculation 


- 


he finds the owners of flats at home. 
These needles he carried in an _ inside 
pocket, and was able to-cross many thresh- 
olds in spite of the sign, “ No peddlers or 
book canvassers allowed on these prem- 
ises.”” He was so well dressed and so af- 
fable that unsophisticated janitors allowed 
him to pass and seek whatever might be 
found. Mr. Ojamin says that he is the 
gon of a German nobleman—one prominent 
in the imperial army. 

Whether Mr. Ojamin, Herr von Ojamin, 
or whatever his real name may be is. the 
culprit Capt. Titus’s men have been ener- 
getically seeking for a week or more past 
cannot yet be determined, but certain it is 
that for some time complaints have been 
meade from various places on ‘the upper 
west side that articles of value had been 
disappearing from the apartments. 

Many of those who complained kept no 
servants during the Summer, and the jan- 
iters of the buildings were supposed to be 
of unimpeachable honesty. And, strangest 
of all, these burglaries were made with- 
out any violence of any kind, it not ap- 

ring in what way the offender secured 


entry to the flats. The circumstance was 
moted, however, that in many of the cases 
reported the theft was preceded by the 
Visit of a handsomely dressed young man, 
Bererently of German extraction, whose 
@bject in life seemed to be the vending of 
needles. 

Capt. Titus detailed Detectives Becker 
and Judge upon the case. He told his men 
te remain in the neighborhood from which 

@ bulk of the complaints appeared to 
come and wait until they found something 
guspicious. They decided some time ago 
that a man very much like Mr. Ojamin was 
the individual they would most like to 
question. / 
he chance came yesterday. They found 
young man going from building to build- 
ng, offering needles for sale, and occa- 
sionally making memoranda as he left a 
building. This young man was shadowed 
for some hours, until he entered the apart- 
Rent house at 310 West One Hundred and 

eventeenth Street. There he came to a flat 
where no one appeared to be present to 
answer the bell. This made little differ- 
ence, however, for the peddler produced a 
big bunch of keys, of the skeleton variety, 

nd tried one or two of them upon the 
oor, finally opening it with ease. 

Messrs. Becker and Judge were on watch, 
and as soon as they saw him enter the 
f rtment they followed him and placed 

m under arrest. When the young man 
Was searched at Police Headquarters, a 
euriously significant lot of paraphernalia 
and memoranda was found upon him. There 
Was the bunch of keys he had drawn forth 
at the apartment house, and it was seen 
to contain a carefully assorted collection, 
evidently well suited to his needs. 

There were a number of pawn tickets in 
his possession. Capt. Titus believes that 
these tickets are for articles Ojamin has 
stolen. He will investigate the pledges 
these tickets represent and see if any of 
the property can be restored. Some of the 
tickets were for large sums, and the dates 
upon them ran back for several months. 

r. Ojamin also possessed a note book in 
which was entered a large amount of sug- 
gestive information concerning valuables 
contained in various flats and the places 
where they were to be found. After one 
address’ was the remark, ‘‘ Meerschaum 
PRE on mantelpiece.’’ A system of unin- 

gible hieroglyphics in many cases was 
entered after the addresses of flats. 

It is the theory of the police that this 
young man was accustomed to visit differ- 
ent flats with his needles, and as he tried 
to*sell them noted the arrangement of the 
bric-a-brac or valuables of other description 
that might be found in sight. The tours of 
vending were really visits of inspection. 
Mr. Ojamin himself refused to explain any- 
thing or make any statement. q 

The accused man was arraigned in the 
Centre Street Court yesterday, and Magis- 
trate Crane remanded him to jail that the 
detectives might further investigate his 
case. Capt. Titus says that a great many 
robberies. have ,been reported and there 
may be others implicated in the ones with 
which Mr. Ojamin is said to have been con- 
nected. - 

Capt. Titus safd that no matter how vigi- 
lant the police might be at this period of 
the year, robberies would be committed in 
open day because of the carelessness and 
sometimes the complicity of janitors. He 


aid people went away for the Summer, be- | 


feving that their janitors would carefully 
rotect their apartments, while as a mat- 
ter of fact secure locks were about the 
only protection in many cases. He is hay- 
ing instructions sent to the Police Captains 
of the flat districts to keep a sharp look- 
out for certain types of men.

AN ORDINANCE AUTHORIZING THE ISSU- 

ANCE OF ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND DOL- 

LARS OF THE BONDS OF THE CITY OF 

CHATTANOOGA, DENOMINATED ‘“ FLOAT- 

ING INDEBTEDNESS AND PUBLIC 1M- 

PROVEMENTS BONDS OF THE CITY OF 

CHATTANOOGA OF 1601.” 

Whereas, by the terms of an act of the General 
Assembly of the State of,Tennessee, passed April 
15, 1901; and approved April 22, 1901, entitled 
‘An Act to authorize the Mayor and Aldermen 
of the City of Chattangoga to issue its bonds for 
the purpose of paying ‘off ‘the present floating 
indebtedness of the city, and to enable it to 
build two new fire halls and’ ‘a public school 
building,’’ and also of an ordinance, No. 1,148, 
passed on the 7th day ‘of May, 100}, by the Mayor 
and Aldermen of the .City of Chattanooga, Ten- 
nessee, entitled ‘‘ An ordinance authorizing the 
issue ‘of One Hundred Thousand Dollars. of 
bonds, denominated ‘ Floating Indebtedness and 
Public Improvement Bonds of-the.City of Chat- 
tanooga of 1901,’ and authorizing and requesting 
the Commissioners of Registration of Hamilton 
County, Tennessee, to call and hold an election 
to decide the question of the issuance of said 
bonds,’’ the issuance of One Hundred Thousand 
Dollars of bonds of the Mayor and Ajdermen of 
the City of Chattanooga for the purpose of pay- 
ing off the present floating indebtedness of the 
city, and to enable it to build two new fire halls 
and a public school. building was authorized. 

And, whereas, the act and ordinance afore- 
said further provide that the. bonds therein 
provided for should not issue until after an 
election should be held in said City of Chat- 
tanooga of the qualified voters thereof, and 
until a majority of the qualified voters voting 
in said election by their ballots sheuld vote in 
favor of the issuance of said bonds.

THE FINANCIAL SITUATION 


JUNE 16, 1901.

Activity and generally rising values 
still mark the course of the security mar- 
ket. Natural and technical influences 
work in harmony—favorable to improve- 
ment. : 

By far the most important -develop- 
ment last week wag the Government crop 
report published by the Department of 
Agriculture, indicating a total wheat 
yield of from. 650,000,000 to 700,000,000 
bushels, while reports obtainable on for- 
eign crops foreshadow sufficient shrink- 
age abroad to maintain the cereal at a 
price remunerative to producers. Cu- 
riously enough, Wall Street was tardy in 
its recognition of the pre-eminent im- 
portance of the official refutation of the 
swarm of rumors which had been indus- 
triously disseminated, predicting damage 
and decreased yield. Yet the early mar- 
ket response was slight—no more than 
would have attended any ordinary piece 
of good news; but as the week wore on 
the country at large grasped the full 
import of the situation and took the mar- 
ket into its own hands, Wall Street re- 
luctantly following. London operators, 
too, were quick to appreciate what an- 
other year of good crops means for this 
country. and morning after morning sent 
higher quotations. Why professional 
Wall Street should have been so obtuse 
is difficult to explain except upon the 
theory dear to the professional heart that 
all good news should be “ coppered ’’—a 
theory which may have had some work- 
ing value in times when speculation was 
simply the plaything of manipulation, 
but which is out of date in these larger 
days. Good news—veracious news—is 
plainly a force not to trifled with, 
whereto many a “ bear’’ can add mourn- 
ful testimony.

Following the report on wheat came 
welcome reports of the favorable posi- 
tion of the growing cotton crop, which, 
if maintained, will insure another year 
of revivifying prosperity in the South—a 
section now 
race in the struggle for prosperity, add- 
ing its due quota to National achieve- 
ment. Indeed, the only opportunity now 
open to the crop rumormongers is corn, 
of which doleful predictions may with 
certainty be expected; but nere again all 
reliable data warrants the expectation of 
at least a normal yield. Meanwhile. the 
prices of all natural products maintain 
a profitable level and can still do so 
should a considerable diminution ensue— 
a fact of first importance bearing on the 
securities market. 

Great crops are not an unmixed bless- 
ing when they bring abnormally low 
prices—it will be remembered that some 
years ago corn was so cheap that it was 
used for fuel—but abundant crops at high 
or even fair prices are the very source of 
National prosperity, not only in the di- 
rect result of increased railroad and in- 
dustrial earnings, but by their wide dif- 
fusion of wealth and the consequent in- 
crease of consumptive capacity. Present 
prosperity dates back to 1897, when a 
large wheat crop, coincident with Euro- 
pean shortage, was sold at a high price; 
the effects of that transaction started 
and made possible the industrial expan- 
sion which followed and which is still on 
the up grade. It is by no means improb- 
able that crop results of 1901 will equal 
or surpass 1897. 


On the technical side the important 
development of last week was the re- 
duction of its discount rate by the Bank 
of England to 3 per cent., following a 
reduction the previous week to 3% per 
cent., the prevailing rate for a long time 
prior thereto having been 4 per cent. 
Gratifying evidence is thus furnished of 
an easing of the tension in money cir- 
cles abroad, eliminating from the world’s 
financial situation an element thet had 
created serious apprehension, for finance 
is now so international in scope and char- 
acter that weakness anywhere must in 
greater or lesser degree be felt every- 
where—least, of course, at the most pros- 
perous points. The bank rate reduced, a 
most notable, a most significant result 
followed in London. Speculation—always 
fostered by easy money—revived imme- 
diately, but was almost entirely confined 
to American securities. Consols, British 
railroads, and other British securities 
met with but languid attention and 
scored merely fractional advances, but 
American issues were actively traded in 
at sharply rising quotations—outrunning 
New York itself. The deduction is plain 
that the United States presents the most 
inviting field to foreign speculators; re- 
assured as to borrowing capacity they 
at once plunged into the New York mar- 
ket. Hardly more striking testimony 
could be offered to the attractiveness of 
the American speculative situation. It 
would have seemed natural that the bet- 
ter news from the South African war 
would have caused London to boom its 
own securities, but as by one impulse 
speculative fervor centred in ‘‘ Yankees.” 
It is, perhaps, a foretaste of the part 
London may play in the American mar- 
ket when relieved of those gloomy condi- 
tions which have so long curbed its spec- 
ulative spirit. 


Minor developments of the week were 
along familiar lines, comprising more ru- 
mor than tact. Sensational advances in 
St. Paul and Union Pacific lent color to 
the story of an extension of the North- 
western alliance; but it is only fair to 
note that crop prospects warrant any 
rise in the Granger or Pacific railroads 
which does hot carry prices beyond earn- 
ing power level. It must also be remem- 
bered that current dividends do not al- 
ways fully represent earnings—St. Paul 
and Union Pacific being notable cases in 
point. ’ 

Another focus of interest at present is 
the projected Southwestern amalgama- 
tion under the headship of Missouri Pa- 
cific, concerning which improbable ru- 
mors were emitted last week—but it is 
certain that some comprehensive scheme 
is afoot, and official action may be taken 
this week. On the whole, the rumors of 
last week were harmless enough—notable 
for the fact that for the first period in 
some time they were of hopeful charac- 
ter. ; 


Investment conditions remain  un- 
changed. Steady absorption of bonds and 
‘ gilt-edged ’"’ stocks goes on at prices 
yielding the minimum return of 3 to 4 
per cent., which has become the fixed 
level for highest grade securities. 

Prices of eVen less tested securities 
paying dividends are steadily trending 
toward a like level—a movement inevita- 
ble unless some violent convulsion should 
enhance the value of money, than which

nothing now seems more uncertain, 
Speculation is being forced into doubt- 
ful dividend payers, non-dividend pay- 
ers, and new issues. 

The growing paucity of floating stock 
of railroad securities may—probably will 
—soon turn attention more to the indus- 
trials, which have been comparatively 
neglected and which in the very fascina- 
tion of their uncertainty are peculiarly 
attractive to the speculative mind. On 
the basis of yield and earnings many of 
them are selling very low; with tonfi- 
dence in them once established they 
could soon rival the railroad list in activ- 
ity and volume of transactions; but at 
present they lack the solid investment 
backing which the railroads enjoy. Spec- 
ulative enthusiasm, however, must find 


‘a vent, and a diminishing supply of rail- 


road securities will compel larger deal- 
ings in industrials, the first sign of which 
is notable in the growing favor of the 
United States Steel stocks—which may 
be expected to increase when their div- 
idend basis is officially declared.

THE BANK STATEMENT.

EYES UPON NEW YORK STATE 


Gov. Odell’s Opportunity to Achieve 
Presidential Honors Is Much Dis- 
cussed in Washington. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 15.—President Mc- 
Kinley’s second term as President was but 
three months advanced when he made his 
recent announcement that ke would not 
again be a candidate for the office. About 
three years must elapse before the next 
National Convention of the Republican 
Party will be held, and quite two years 
must pass before the machinery to noml- 
nate a cundidate for President can he set 
in motion. Yet even before the President 
had been inaugurated there were signs of 
anxiety on behalf of mere than one would- 
be candidate, and gfter the inauguration at 
least one aspirant!went directly at werk 
to cultivate the field. 

Here in Washington, where public men 
cecme to be studied with more conserva- 
tive admiration for them that is found fur- 
ther away, where there is albnost constant 
essociation with the men whcse names are 
yrominent for their connection with legis- 
lative or administratvie undertakings, the 
immediate gossip following theg announce- 
ment of the President was ndt serious. 
Names were wm.entioned, but there was not 
@ new name in the whole list of so-called 
possibilitics. As a matter of course, Sen- 
ator Fairbanks was generally mentioned 
first, with many prompt doubts expressed 
as to whether he would ever be considered 
more seriously than he is just now. For he 
has keen mentioned, in some curious way, 
as a “coming ”’’ man ever since his first 
{ntroduction to the party in the St. Louis 
Convention of 1896. Hidden instruments 
have now and then sounded his name and 
Girected attention to the many beauties of 
his character. He has not played to the 
gallerics as some other Senators have done, 
and he has indulged in no freaky or sensa- 
ticnal displays. Dignified but affable and 
Gemocratic to a degree, he has won the 
respect of the Senate, and has not excited 
the derision of those who may be more in- 
terested in some one else as a candidate for 
the Presidency. Still, it cannot be said 
that Fairbanks is regarded as likely to win 
the nomination. In Indiana, where he is 
highly respected, there is no enthusiasm 
etout him. He is not the sort of man to 
excite enthusiasm, having had no record 
of political deeds of importance put down 
to his credit, and lacking the magnetism 
that sometimes helps a man who seeks of- 
fice. His intimate friends say that he 
would be a conservative and safe executive, 
but they have no record of his skill as an 
executive officer to point to with pride. He 
never held a public office until he came to 
the Scnate.

Other names have been sent in 
Usts offered to meet the immediate 
mand for an enumeration of the aspirants 
for the office. Most of them have been 
“mentioned ’’ time and time again, but 
mearly all are subject to the same com- 
ment as that made upon Senator Fair- 
banks—that they are not known for any 
achievement commending them for ‘ad- 
Vancement to the highest executive office 
fn the Nation. None of the “* mentioned ”’ 
men, possibly, meets so well the demand 
for a ‘“‘magnetic’”’ candidate as Senator 
Srooner of Wisconsin. At home and here 
in the capital he is known as the best of 
debaters, not being approachable by any 
one in the Senate for skill in fence with 
words. As a lawyer, he is well equipped 
. as any member of the Senate. He is never 
more comfortably at home than when in 
his library, in which he has as many famil- 
jar acquaintances as there are volumes. 
He would probably not resent the charge 
that he is‘a mighty poor politician. His 
statesmanship got into the Platt amend- 
ment, for which he was as much responsi- 
ble as the man whose name it bears. The 
ideas are those of Platt and Spooner, but 
the words are Spooner’s. His executive 
capacity has not been tested. When he 
tried to be Governor of Wisconsin the 
State chose a Democrat. If he is nom- 
inated, it will be because everybody likes 
him so well personally as to be willing to 
Aisregard his inexperience. For reasons 
similar to those that make Spooner popu- 
lar Senator Foraker is popular—possibly 
more popular with his party than Spooner. 
Nobody speaks of him as “ fire-alarm”’ 
Foraker nowadays. But everybody in Ohio 
knows that it will be more difficult to 
unite the Republicans of that State on 
Foraker than upon almost any one of the 
men who have been suggested as available. 
Mr. Foraker has a record as an executive 
officer, but it is one that may’ hurt him 
more at home than no record at all. Mr. 
Foraker has been likened to Blaine. There 
are few points of resemblance between 
the two, and Foraker is distinctly the 
gainer for séme conspicuous diferences in 
character between himself and the famous 
leader whom he preferred even to John 
Sherman.

Two names that are discussed with great 
interest are those of Vice President Roose- 
velt and Gov. Odell. Those who attended 
the Philadelphia convention of last year do 
not need to be told that Roosevelt was nom- 
inated there not because New York wanted 
him, or that the ‘‘ machine” permitted him 
to have the nomination, but because the 
Western delegates cared for no other man 
than the dashing soldier, to whom vast 
numbers of his countrymen ascribed much 
of the glory acquired in the brief Cuban 
campaign of 1898. Col. Roosevelt proba- 
bly knew as well as some of his intimate 
friends at Philadelphia that another term 
as Governor of New York might prove 
more Mo his political advantage than an 


election to the Vice Presidency. But those 
friends were as impotent to stop the nom- 
ination of Roosevelt as were the National 
Committeemen who surrendered uncondi- 
tionally to enthusiasm for a popular hero; 
The opportunity that Col. Roosevelt 
sought, and which was cheerfully withheld 
from him by Senator Platt, was conferred 
upon Benjamin B. Odell. To him has been 
extended the chance to prove that he pos- 
gesses executive skill and judgment. Al- 
ready there has been much praise heard 
here of his cotrse since he took the reins 
of State Government from Col. Roosevelt: 
To the extent that his service has made it 
possible he has won admiration from those 
‘who are looking for available men. Those 
who sat with him in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and knew him only as a modest 
and plod g unit of that body, not above 
attending to the drudgery of committee 
and department work, abstaining from 
much speaking and from acrimonious con- 
troversy, manifest a delight that is uncon- 
cealed in observing his political growth. 
Democrats envy the Republicans every rev- 
elation of this sort, and regard the rising 
of a new star in New York as especially 
unfortunate for them, which once more im- 
plies the importance of New York as a pi- 
Vota) State. But the leaders bear in mind 
that Gov. Odell has two years to serve and 
may be a forgotten quantity before the 
convention of 1904 meets to name McKin- 
ley’s successor.

MAY CHANGE STREET NAMES. 


Quite an ingenious scheme of street nam- 
ing is under consideration by the District 
Commissioners, and may be adopted in time 
to save in the future much of the confu- 
sion to strangers that is unavoidable with 
the present somewhat confused nomenclat- 
ure in the latest additions to the city. The 
plan of naming thus far observed has given 
to the streets running north and south 
numbers applied consecutively, so that 
there will eventually be Sixty-third Street 
east of the Capitol and Fifty-third Street 
west of a line drawn north and south 
through the Capitol building. The streets 


running east and west are lettered. But 
the letters ran out just at the edge of the 
city as formerly bounded, and beyond the 
boundary there is no rule adhered to. One 
of the interesting propositions before the 
Commissioners is to take up the alphabet 
anew where it ran out, but to use it with a 
name of some National person. For the 


, Gret section of | the new city, beyond the 


—_——— 


old alphabet it is proposéd to use names of 
one syllable, like Ames, Blaine, Blair, for 
instance, and when the limit of the second 
section is reached to apply a new set of 
names of two syllables, like Adams, Bry- 
ant, Calhoun, &c. As the. southern section 
is amply provided for by the alphabet, the 
lettered system now in vogue will. be suf- 
ficient. With the new plan adopted the 
mention of the name of the street would 
at once locate it. An effort may be made 
to furnish a clue to the locality of an ave- 
nue by its name. It is desired to have ave- 
nues in the northeast named as far as pos- 
sible for Northeastern States; avenues in 
the northwest are to have the names of 
Northwestern States, and so on.’ The real- 
ization of this idea will -be attended 
with difficulties, for while Wyoming, Ore- 
gon, Alaska, Wisconsin, and Nevada Ave- 
nues are found in the northwest, Florida, 
New York, New Hampshire, Connecticut, 
and Massachusetts Avenues are also prin- 
cipally in that section. Massachusetts Ave- 
nue is in the northwest, northeast, and 
southeast sections, traversing the city from 
northwest to southeast. Delaware and New 
Jersey Avenues are also in two sections 
each. To rename these avenues in part 
probably would create too much confusion, 
which the renaming seeks to avoid.

Capt. J. J. Martin of Atlanta, who visited 
Washington a few days ago, and who has 
been at different times In his long life a 
citizen of three States, having been born in 
South Carolina and transplanted subse- 
quently to Alabama and Georgia, has lived 
through three wars and participated in one. 
When the fever of secession infected his 
native State he devoted time and money to 
preventing the attempt to sever the tie 
between it and the Federal Union. He had 
gone to the Mexican war as a private of 
the Palmetto Regiment, and returned a 


Captain. Attachment to the Union and 
confidence that the Union cause would pre- 
vail led him to get rid of his slaves and to 
go to Alabama when the secession ordi- 
nance was adopted. He remained on his 
plantation until conscripted, and was then 
assigned, by an officer who learned of his 
Mexican service and his Union sentiments, 
to duty at home. Not until the raid of 
Gen. J. H. Wilson into Alabama was he 
called upon to bear arms. Then the sum- 
mons came for everybody to appear at 
Montgomery to repel the invaders. Even 
then he was spared the necessity of fight- 
ing the Union forces, for the word came 
one night to disperse the forces assembled 
for detense, as the city would be surren- 
dered the next day. Gen. Grant made Capt. 
Martin Auditor of the Treasury for the 
Post Office Department, and afterward 
Postmaster of Montgomery. “TT am not 
more certain now,"' he said, a day or two 
ago, ‘‘ teat the Union is irrevocable, than 
I was in 1861, when I stood a lonely South 
Carolinian opposed to secession. I am glad 
to have lived to know that I was right, and 
to see that everybody is glad because the 
attempt to divide this country met with 
failure. And I never loved my native State 
more than I do to-day, when it is just as 
good a Union State as New York.”’ D

AT NORTH BROTHER ISLAND. 


Ex-Smallpox Patient’s Criticism of Con- 
ditions at the Contagious Dis- 
eases Hospital. 

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It has been a fortunate circumstance to 
be favored with the smallpox to enable me 
to narrate the experiences and the treat- 
ment accorded to patients on North Brother 
Island. It may be called a cosmopolitan 
island, almost all nationalities of the world 
being represented there; but the negroes 
form a predominant feature. Smallpox 
finds in the system of the colored race a 
most savored place to revel, and does its 
utmost to keep those poor unfortunates a 
longer time than usual for other pa- 
tients. Any one who has spent a short 
time on the island, and who has ordinary 
powers of observation, eannot but be im- 
pressed with the uncleanliness and un- 
sanitary way in which the patients are 
treated. We civilized people who have a 
habit of calling some poor foreigners dirty 


is 


and slovenly and disgusting to mingle with, 


what example do we, through our Govern- 
ment, set before them that we may take 


pride in? Imagine patients confined on 
the island over seven weeks with no change 
of linen, and even that very linen had not 
been thoroughly washed and cleaned. Yet 
this is no mere imagination, but pure fact. 
No sooner do the patients arise than the 
spitting and hawking and all sorts of dis- 
gustinE exhibitions take place right near 
your bed. For a crowd of almost forty 
people you will find only two spittoons in 
the room; so no one need wonder that the 
floor makes up the deficiency. And when 
the cleaning comes, little water and no soap 
is used. It is bad enough to endure linen 
three months old, to sleep on beds which 
have been occupied by the worst cases of 
smallpox, or even by those stricken by 
allied diseases of consumption and small- 
pox. It is agreed by all men of science 
that smallpox 1s a dirt disease. What steps 
does our enlightened Government take to 
teach these people who are confined there 
the beauty and godliness of cleanliness? 
The nurses, instead of showing a proper ex- 
ample, contribute their share of spitting 
and contrive to make themselves as dis- 
agreeable as possible. 

One of the very appropriate things they 
offer to convalescents is whisky, and they 
insist upon you to spend your money to 
drink it with them. One patient whose 
eyes were badly attacked with smallpox 
was allowed to partake of that vile liquid, 
and his eyes suffered a relapse, and’ they 
will probably remain in that state for the 
rest of his life. And all this happened un- 
der the wise guardianship of the nurse. 

In one of the wards it is impossible to rest 
the weary body. The lights keep burning 
sometimes until 11 o'clock at night. I hear 
it said by one of the per that they 
were kept rning until 3 o’clock. It is 
nothing but a mocker for a_ hospital. 
There is, however, a redeeming feature to 
all these depressing facts. These mild days 
of the warm Summer months enable the 
patients to live out of doors and spend the 
tedious hours in walking to and fro by the 
beach shore, watching numerous excursion 
steamers sailing close near the islands. The 
good, dear sun and the thrice-welcome 
breeze from the waters around you cheer 
and instil hope in you, when but a momént 
before you felt depressed and sad. 4

Chicago merchants and manufacturers 
are in favor of a relaxation in the present 
tariff duties as suggested by the conven- 
tion of the Manufacturers’ National Asso- 
ciation recently held in Detroit.

Presi- 
dent Martin B., Madden of the Illinois Man- 
ufacturers’ Association and other. local 
business men informed President McKinley 
at the time of the sugar controversy with 
Russia that the time was approaching 
when the tariff must be lowered. No hint 
of the President’s action at the next ses- 
sion of Congress was given then or later, 
but it is intimated now by Chicago men 
that he suggested some months ago he 
would make some recommendations in his 
next message looking tog revision of the 
present tariff law.

The Chicago Bar Association is about to 
give a banquet to commemorate Judge 
Gary's thirty-eighth consecutive year of 
judicial office in Chicago. The foremost 
Judges and lawyers in the city will unite to 
do honor to the vénerable jurist, who is 
prebably the best-known member of the 
lccal bench. Judge Gary’s record on the 
Chicago bench has only one parallel. Judge 
Tuley, although not quite so old, has served 
about as long. By another coincidence both 


men began ‘practicing law together and 
were closely associated in their early lives 
in this city. 

Judge Gary has officiated in some nota- 
ble trials. Perhaps the most celebrated of 
these was the trial of the Haymarket An- 
archists. The Judge is a native of Pots- 
dam, St. Lawrence County, N. Y., and came 
here in 1856. In 1863 he was elected to the 
bench of the Cook County Superior Court, 
the position he has held ever since. He is 
now eighty years old and apparently good 
for many more years.

If this was the original plot it was made 
impossible of consummation on account of 
the detection of a similar scheme a short 
time before, so it was impossible to secure 
a corpse because of the alertness of the 
public officials, Whether Marie Defenbach 
was murdered or died providentially for 
the success of the plot is still a subject of 
investigation by the authorities.

Complete Programme Now Made 
Public. 


Addresses to be Made by Distinguished 
Men—The Students’ Part in 
“the Celebration.

NEW HAVEN, June 15.—Complete plans 
made to date for the Yale bicentennial 
next Fall were announced this week. The 
celebration will commence on Sunday, Oct. 
20 next, and last through the following 
Wednesday. Undergraduate exercises will 
prokably be abandoned for most, if not-all 
of the time, and the university will give 
itself up to the entertainment of its guests 
and to the carrying out of the programme: 

Sunday—The Rev. J. H. Twichell of the 
corporation will open the week with a spe- 
cial address in Battell Chapel. There will 
also be special religious services in Centre 
Church and Trinity Church, at which Yale 
theologues will preach. At 3 o'clock in the 
afternoon, Dean George P. Fisher will 
speak in Battell Chapel on “ Yale in Its 
Relations to Christian Theology and “Mis- 
sions,’’ ahd at 8 o'clock in the evening 
Prof. Harry B. Jepson, the organist of the 
university, will give a special orgah recital 
in Battell Chapel. 

Monday, Oct. 21—At 10:30 A. M., Thomas 
Thacher of New York will speak in Bat- 
tell Chapel on ‘“ Yale in Its Relation to 
Law,".. and Prof. William §S. Welch of 
Johns Hopkins University, on ‘‘ Yale in Its 
Relation to Medicine.’’ In the afternoon, 
the university will 
give the address of welcome in Battell 
Chapel, to which responses will be made. 
At © o'clock there will be a reception to 
gradvates in the art school, and in the 
evening the undergraduates and graduates 
will participate in a torchlight procession.

Yale memorabilia and historical relics avail- 
that is to be furnished by the undergradu- 
ates. A distinctly picturesque feature will 
be furnished by the student body on Mon- 
day night, when the eat torchlight pro- 
cession will be held. The city as well as the 
campus will be illuminated. In the .pro- 
cession will be the youngest undergraduates 
and the oldest who can walk in the line 
and carry a torch. 

The eat body of participants in this 
procession will be dressed for the occasion 
and elaborate plans are in view for this. 
The line will be’ headed by the incoming 
senior class disguised as Indians to repre- 
sent the conditions at New Haven a few 
years previous to the founding of the col- 
lege. The Sheffield Scientific School seniors 
will follow, dressed as Colonia] settlers, in 
cloaks and tall hats. 

Following will come a regiment of Revo- 
lutionary. soldiers, dressed after the style 
of. the soldiers who went. from Connecticut 
to fight under Washington.

Two alleged disorderly resorts in Third
